Steel for Hobbies and Civilization 


If iron and steel were taken away 
from the resources of everyday living, 
our fabric of civilization would dis- 
integrate. Without these the steam 
engine and steamship, railroad, the 
dynamo and electric motor, the tele- 
graph and telephone, agricultural 
implements of all sorts, grinding 
mills, spinning machines and looms, 
battleships and firearms, stoves and 
furnaces, the printing press, and tools 
of all sorts—each would be without 
its essential basic material and could 
not exist. Steam and electricity are 
the heart of the world’s life, but iron 
is its body. 

This gift of nature, however, is an 
unruly mass until it is refined and 
‘wrought into shape by the inventive- 
ness of man. Metallurgy is an ancient 
art and the working of gold, silver, 
and copper, dates back to the begin- 
ning of history when these compara- 
tively pure metals were wrought for 
the uses of man. Iron appeared later 
but it is mentioned in the Bible where 
we are told that Tubal Cain was an 
artificer in brass and iron. Og, King 
of Bashan, had an iron bedstead. The 
Assyrians were familiar with iron for 
the iron articles taken from the ruins 
of Ninevah included saws, picks, 
hammers, anc knives.

The first iron furnaces were called 
air bloomeries, and were without the 
important forced draft. However, the 
great art of iron working hegan with 
Lord Dudley’s invention of 1621 which 
was “The Mistery, arte, way and 
meanes of melting iron owre, and of 
makeing the same into cast workes or 
barrs with seacoales or pittcoales in 
furnaces with bellowes of as good con- 
dition as hath bene hcrtofore made of 


charcoale.” 

The next important step was the 
introduction by Abraham Darby, 
about 1750, of the substitution of 


coke for coal for the reduction of the 
ore. Then came the conversion of 
cast iron into wrought iron which was 
mainly the work of Henry Cort of 
Gosport, England, who in 1783-84, in- 
troduced the processes of puddling 
and rolling. This inventor spent a 
fortune in developing the iron trade 
and was one of the great pioneers in 
the art. 

In the nineteenth century the first 
important development was the intro- 
duction of the hot air blast in forges 
and furnaces where bellows or blow- 
ing apparatus was necessary. That 
was the invention of J. Beaumont 
Neilson, of Glasgow, in 1828. 

In the earlier blast furnaces too 
much heat had been allowed to 
escape and be wasted. The loss of 
that heat was corrected by Aubertot 
in France in 1810-14, Teague in Eng- 
land in 1832, and further by Budd, 
also in England, in 1845, along with 
ether minor inventors. 

In all those first methods of steel 
making, none was so important nor so 
far reaching in results as the Bessemer 
process which was invented by Henry 
Bessemer of England in 1855. The A- 
merican inventor, William Kelly. con- 
tested the invention and was granted 
a United States patent in 1857. 
Robert F. Mushet in 1856 had added

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a valuable contribution to Besseme.”’s 
work by regulating the supply of cer- 
bon and eliminating the oxygen in 
completing the process of makiug 
steel. The Holly converter in 1839 
represented one of the most iin- 
portant American developments of 
the Bessemer converter. Bessemer 
steel was of tremendous importance 
to modern civilization because it low- 
ered the cost so it could compete in 
price with iron. As an acknowlecg- 
ment of its benefit to humanity which 
was brought about by the process, 
Queen Victoria conferred the degree 
of knighthood upon the inventor; and 
on July 25, 1896, by a popular vote 
taken by the Scientific American as 
to what invention introduced in the 
past fiftv years had conferred the 
greatest benefit upon mankind, Bes- 
semer steel was given the place of 
honor. 

In the many fields in which steel 
was so necessary the production of 
armor plate was an important indus- 
try. The making of horse shoes in the 
nineteenth century was aided by the 
invention of machine-made horse 
shoes which cheapened the cost of 
that homely article and which in that 
age was so necessary. Screw-making 
according to modern methods began 
between 1800-1810. In 1851, Sloan, 
and in 1864, Harvey, brought about 
important improvements in machines, 
operating upen screw blanks. 

The names of Bramah, Whitworth, 
Clements and Sellers were conspicu- 


ous in the art of metal working in the* 


early part of the century as inventors 
of planing, boring and turning ma- 
chinery for metals, so that the ma- 
chine and gun_ shops, locomotive 
works, typewriter and bicycle factor- 
ies are in reality but the wonderful 
extensions of that art. 

In welding, the use of electricity 
constituted an important discovery, 
and that was introduced by Elihu 
Thompson in 1886 and 1893. In an- 
nealing and tempering, electricity 


was a very important vart of the

And when vocal 
beauty defying mere words is also 
accompanied by superlative artistry 
and dramatic talent—then it’s posi- 
tively a Rara Avis. 

Rare, indeed, was Ponselle’s drama- 
tic soprano. Luxurious and seductive, 
it was the “Venus” of female voices. 
This does not imply any lack of the

spiritual for that was found in in- 
finite measure in her sensitive, cameo- 
like unfoldment of the melodic line. 
Yet in spite of its alabaster purity it 
could not help but excite with its 
innate, irresistible sensuousness. 


Her way of singing was sound and 
basic, consisting primarily of a well- 
balanced blending of the three re- 
gisters, or vocal positions, employed 
in the use of the female voice—chest, 
middle and head. Thus, by means 
of a proportional admixture of the 
palatal reasonance of her second re- 
gister to the naturally open first and 
third, she covered them and at the 
same time achieved that molten round- 
ness of tone all throughout the scale. 
And by extending and tapering off 
chest and head reasonances, she gave 
her whole voice body and tone height 
in the right measures. Her vocal 
form was always ready for the forma- 
tion of the required tone, and to- 
gether with her keen sense of pitch 
and crystalline diction, accounted for 
her directness of attack. In later 
years, perhaps, this attack tended to 
occasional sliding, but mostly to con- 
vey emotion. Through diaphragmatic 
breathing and breath restraint—which 
is the controlled pressure of the 
breath against the chest muscles and 
something very few singers know and 
practice now—she acquired her re- 
markable firmness of tone along with 
an exquisitely curved legato, and could 
shape phrases to comply with the de- 
mands of the score and of her own 
artistic instincts. As a result of such 
perfect co-ordination of her vocal ap- 
paratus she at all times had complete 
control of her voice, and thanks to 
its natural flexibility could perform 
brilliant coloratura and a superb trill, 
which she never neglected to end with 
the requisite turn, 

Ponselle was a fastidious musician. 
She took no undue liberties with the 
score, thus respecting the composer 
and tradition. And her ability as a 
dramatic actress'was on a par with her 
other attributes. Restrained and 
graceful in gesture, slow and plastic 
in movements, she was always con-

stage. I heard her in La Gioconida 
in 1927, with Homer, Gigli, Ruffo and 
Pinza (doesn’t that make your mouth 
water?) and it was difficult to under- 
stand why Enzo would want Laura 
when Gioconda herself was so lovely 
and appealing. In Andrea Chenier in 
1928, again with Gigli and Ruffo when 
she took a solo bow after the first 
act, I gasped and held my breath 
until she slowly raised herself from a 
devastatingly beautiful curtsey and 
gathered the folds of her Louis XVI 
gcwn that had spread around her in 
a shimmering cascade. The color of 
her dress is completely obliterated 
from my memory, but the vivid colors 
of her personality remain. 

Following her now historical debut 
at the Metropolitan on November 15, 
1918, in the Met’s first production of 
La Forza del Destino, with Caruso 
and De Luca, she was a member of 
that Company until 1937. There she 
created Carmelita in Breil’s The Le- 
gend and participated in the first Met 
performances of Oberon, Don Carles, 
La Vestale and Luisa Miller; the first 
New York performance of Le Roi d’Ys 
(as Margared); the first American 
performance of Montemezzi’s La Notte 
di Zoraima; and tovk, part in the Met 
revivals of La Juive, Ernani, William 
Tell, L’Africana and Norma. Ponselle 
was the first to assume the role of the 
Druidess. since Lilli Lehmann—the 
first Norma at the Metropolitan—last 
appeared in it there in 1892. 

Aside from the operas just men- 
tioned, Ponselle appeared at the Met 
in Cavalleria Rusticana, Andrea 
Chenier, Il Trovatore, Aida, La Gio-

And now of Ponselle’s records. First 
she made acoustical Columbias, then 
Vic-ors, both acoustical and electrical; 
a s‘ quence that represents her voice in 
its three stages—budding, full bloom 
anc complete maturity. The Colum- 
bias, especially the early ones, reveal 
a condensed tone and great care of 
voie production, but also uncommon 
autiority and assurance for one so 
young. Her last Columbias and the 
aco:istical Victors show more freedom 
alo. g with increasing vocal and ar- 
tist ec mastery, while on the electric 
Vic ors her voice and dramatic percep- 
tion are at their highest peak. 

Kefore discussing Ponselle’s records 
I would like to point out that her 
Columbias must be played at the speed 
of 80 or thereabout if the tonality in 
which she recorded them is to be 
reproduced. The Columbia catalogs 
of that period bear the following

From the opera of her debut Ponsel- 
le recorded Pace, pace on C49859, 
V74866 and VE6875. All are wonder-

| Angeli she did on C49558 and VE- 


8097. The latter is decidedly inferior 
despite the admirable efforts of Signor 
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Pinza. She also recorded the final 
trio on the two sides of VE8104 and 
there is only one word for it—-magni- 
ficent! Ponselle leads Martinelli and 
Pinza, both at their best, with some 
singing that is sheer joy for the 
musical senses, especially in passages 
such as the ethereally sighed “Lieta 
poss’io precederti.” Incidentally, 
Pinza, in addition to his own part of 
the Padre Guardiano also utters Don 
Carlo’s (the baritone’s) opening 
words: “Io muoio!. Confessione!. 
Valma salvate. Confessione. ai 
confessione....” (This passage on 
Pinza’s dual role in this record, as 
well as some of the others included 
herein, appeared in my article on 
Ponselle in the January, 1951, issue 
of the now extinct English RECORD 
NEWS.) 

Another piece Ponselle recorded 
three times is Ernani, involami on 
C98028, V74867 and VE6875. The 
Columbia is minus the recitative but 
includes the whole Cavatina and the 
Allegro Tutto sprezzo, while both 
Victors have a coupure to make room 
for the customary recitative. The 
cut, fortunately, is only that she does 
not repeat the “un Eden di delizia” 
phrase. All three are splendidly sung, 
with brilliant coloratura, rich low 
notes and extremely well taken tempi. 


From Otello she recorded the Ave 
Maria on C98029 and V6474 and 
Salce, on the reverse of the latter. 
These discs contain some of her best 
singing on records and I’m glad the 
RCA recently reissued both, on LP 
and 45. Of the two Ave Maria 
the Victor is possibly a bit super- 
ior because of the more collected 
feeling of prayer pervading it. The 
Salce is notable as an example of 
Ponselle’s fascinating parlato singing, 
strikingly so in the sentence “riponi 
quest’anello.” It also shows her skill 
in shading tones, as in the thrice 
sung word “Salce,” each time dimin- 
ished in volume. It has some lush, 
opulent low notes, a well done attack 
—an emotional outburst—on the B 
flat of the last and climaxing phrase, 
“Ah! Emilia addio,” and a noble 
melodic line throughout. 

Some years before she starred in 
the tremendously successful Metro- 
politan revival of Norma Ponselle 
sang the Casta Diva on C49720. She 
also recorded it later on VE8125, but 
the Columbia remains the vocally 
superior disc. Here all the notes are 
attacked with a bell-like precision, 
particularly in the repeated A’s and 
B flat passage—and the high C’s are 
beautiful. The double-sided Victor 
electrical, however, is a more mature 
interpretation, and a more complete 
one since it has parts of the recitative, 
the Cavatina itself and the Allegro 
Ah! bello, while the Columbia lacks 
the recitative entirely. It also dis- 
plays her exceptional musicianship. 
Her ability in performing correctly 
the notation of Casta Diva, with every 
sixteenth and thirty-second note given 
its due value, can arouse the envy of 
a seasoned concert-master. Speaking 


of Norma brings to mind her splendid 
duet with Telva, Mira, 0 Norma and 
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Si, fino all’ore, VE8110, where both 
women show amazing team work and 
vocal brilliance. 

Ponselle also impersonated another 
pagan priestess—Giulia in Spontini’s 
La Vestale. The Tu che tnvoco and 
O Nume tutelar, VE6605, from this 
seldom given work are probably her 
best artistic achievements on records 
and, fortunately, they too were re- 
leased together with the Otello ex- 
cerpts. She sings them with im- 
peccable musical finesse, strict ad- 
herence to style and a vocal splendor 
which includes a mezza-voce of inef- 
fable beauty. Here, again, she is a 
master musician. The short appoggia- 
ture with which the score abounds are 
skilfully interwoven with the principal 
notes in the melodic texture (a pity 
the orchestra was not as careful). 
The metallic timbre of some top notes 
in Tu che invoco can be easily disre- 
garded when the arduous tessitura of 
the piece and her painstaking care in 
enunciating every word clearly are 
taken into consideration. 

Of her remaining records the best 
are Suicidio from La Gioconda, V- 
6496, with its dramatic and decisively 
exclaimed “Suicidio!” punch line of 
the piece; Figlio del Sol from L’Afri- 
cana, C98059 and V6496; Ritorna vin- 
citor, C49557 and V74860 (“I sacri 
nom?” is left out on both discs) and 
O patria mia, V74861, both from 
Aida; Selva opaca from William Tell, 
C98058; Vissi d’arte from Tosca, C- 
49569; Mi chiamano Mimi from La 
Boheme, C98062; and Voi lo sapete 
from Cavalleria Rusticana, C49570, 
all of them beautifully sung. And 
her lovely Ballatella from I Pagliacci, 
C98063—a most difficult piece for its 
impossible tessitura and decidedly not 
for her type of voice—has the distinc- 
tion of not sounding as if the prima- 
donna’s toe has been stepped on at 
the B flat finale of the last “e van.” 


Many of Ponselle’s recordings are 
songs and quite a number in a popular 
vein. Although she would make Bar- 
ney Google sound like Puccini I still 
prefer her in compositions of a more 
serious nature, such as the delicate 
and endearing Si Tu le Voulais of 
Tosti and A l’Aimé of de Fontenail- 
les on VE 2053—one of her most 
sought after records. 

The fame of some of the great 
dramatic sopranos in operatic history 
reaches us indirectly or by means of 
the gramophone. The voice of Tiet- 
jens, reportedly one of the greatest 
of all time, is irreparably lost to us 
because in her day no one thought of 
inventing records. Lilli Lehmann 
recorded well, when almost sixty— 
nothing. surprising as her perfect 
method of voice production precluded 
any early deterioration—but then, we 
can only imagine what a prodigy she 
was when in her prime. Destinn, 
while indubitably great, unfortunately 
was one whose voice did not “take” 
well on records. But in Ponselle’s 
case, we have samples of her art in 
its progressive development, and as 
hers was a perfectly phonogenic voice, 
we can enjoy it to our heart’s content 
in all its resplendent glory.

FAVORITE PIONEER RECORDING ARTISTS 


Last month’s installment was de- 
voted to an account of Edward Far- 
ren Morton’s life, largely as outlined 
by his son Pavl. This month I shall 
trace his recording career and next 
month add a comprehensive, though 
possibly not absolutely complete, list 
. of Morton recordings. 

Eddie Morton’s first appearance 
in a record supplement occurred just 
45 years ago. Here I believe it would 
be well to reprint a paragraph in my 
article, “Notes From Early Victor 
Catalogs,” which appeared in the 
January, 1950, HOBBIES: 

In October, 1907, the first Victor record 
was listed by one of the finest, but... 
most neglected of early phonograph co- 
medians — Eddie Morton. I quote: “‘Ed- 
die Morton is one of the best coon song 
singers in America, and during the past 
summer was a feature of the Madison 
Square Roof production, ‘Maid and the 
Millionaire, where he was obliged to 
respond to numerous encores. The Victor 
has secured the exclusive services of this 
popular singer and now offers two of his 
greatest successes.’’ The records were 
5220, ‘‘Mariutch (Do the Hootch-a-ma- 
Cootch),’”’ on the label of which the co- 
median’s name appeared as Edward 
Morton, and 31661, ‘‘That’s Gratitude. 

Now a word on the way Morton’s 
records were labeled. Just why Vic- 
tor chose to call Morton by his formal

Christian name of Edward on his first 
record is not certain. The diminutive 
“Eddie” certainly suits his personali- 
ty much better. The labeling may 
have been a mistake. Such things 
happened. The first Edison cylinders 
by John S. Macdonald were to have 
been issued as by “Harry Macdonald,” 
and were announced that way, but the 
supplement writer or printer made it 
Macdonough (which happened to be 
the name of a famous stage comedian) 
and so the singer stuck to Harry Mac- 
donough as his recording disguise. 
At the time he hadn’t even heard of 
the other Macdonough, to whom he 
later apologized for the name filch- 
ing. But the error, if there was one, 
in the use of Morton’s formal first 
name was quickly corrected. There- 
after on Victor records he was al- 
ways known as Eddie Morton. 

Soon afterwards, however, he be- 
gan singing for Columbia and Edison, 
and they both called him by an even 
shorter nickname, Ed. He also ap- 
pears to have been better known in 
vaudeville as Ed. than Eddie. I re- 
member looking some years ago 
through a bound volume of the Knox- 
ville Journal and running across a 


cartoon of “Ed. Morton, who is ap- 
pearing at the local Keith Theater 
this week.” But since his Victor rec- 
ords were his best sellers and he is 
better known to record buyers as 
“Eddie,” that is the way I have 
chosen to write his name. 


II 

Morton’s first Victors, as has been 
seen, were the ten-inch “Mariutch” 
and the twelve-inch “That’s Grati- 
tude.” A few months later he was 
represented by one of his most amus- 
ing, “Just a Friend of the Family.” 
Then came in succession during the 
next year “The Peach That Tastes 
the Sweetest Hangs the Highest on 
the Tree,”. made in both eight-inch 
and ten-inch; “The Right Church But 
the Wrong Pew,” “The Party that 
Wrote ‘Home, Sweet Home’ Never 
Was a Married Man,” “Don’t Take 
Me Home” and “Somebody Lied.” 

The comedian’s exclusive Victor 
contract must have been for only 3 
year, because his first Edison cylinder 
appeared in October, 1908. This was 
“Don’t Take Me Home,” a number of 
which Morton made more records 
than of any other song he ever sang. 
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Here is The New Phonogram’s de- 
scription: 

DON’T TAKE ME HOME—a new Edi- 
artist im one of the comic song hits 
tae season.

Tie late months of 1908 and early 
pari of 1909 were times of change 
in tne record business. Edison, hard 
pressed by competition from the disc 
mar ufacturers and the makers of In- 
destructible cylinders, came out with 
his four-minute Amberol, which 
dou»led the playing time of his ordi- 
nary cylinder but was still easy to 
break. Victor and Columbia went in 
for double-faced popular records . 

Edison’s first list of fifty Amber- 
ol cylinders was issued in November, 
190. One of the fifty, No. 29, “A 
Singer Sang a Song,” was sung by 
Morton. This was a clever comic 
song, by Seymour Furth, whose sever- 
al refrains gave the vocalist an op- 
portunity to sing part of such current 
hits as “Love Me and the Worid is 
/Mine,” “Harrigan” and “Won’t You 
'Be My Honey?” The Edison descrip- 
‘tion said: 

Sam Bernard’s big encore-winner in 
his new play, ‘“‘Nearly a Hero.’’ We are 
introduced to all of the usual run of 
singers one hears at a “party,’’ from the 
inevitable young lady who has a cold 
when asked to sing to Pat Casey, who 
‘could sing only ‘‘Harrigan.’”’ Morton 
works in some of the drollest imitations 

'of the various singers and gets many 
' laughs for every line. 


This was the last record Morton 
made for Edison. It 'would be inter- 
» esting to know why he chose to end 
his association with that company so 
abruptly. 


III 
In December, 1908, when Eddie was 
_ changing from an exclusive to a free- 
lance status, Victor published an un- 


usual advertisement in The Ladies 
' Home Journal. It consisted of a rep- 
resentation of two talking machines, 
the instruments’ bodies and horns 
filled with photographs of Victor 
artists. One mazhine was devoted to 
Red Seal celebrities, the other to pop- 
ular stars. Morton was included as 
No. 25 in the latter group. 

The comedian was represented on 
two of the first twelve double-faced 
' records issued by Victor. One, which 
apparently didn’t sell well in spite of 
having the seemingly unbeatable 
combination of Morton on one side 
and Billy Murray on the other, was 
| No. 16011, “Music Makes Me Senti- 
mental.” Murray’s side was “The Old 
Time Rag.” Unfortunately for my 
peace of mind, I have never been able 
| to find this disc. Then came “A 
Singer Sang a Song,” which stayed 
In the catalog for several years. It 
was paired with “A Busy Week at 
Pun’kin Center,” by the ever popular 
Cal Stewart. Soon afterwards came 


double-faced re-issues of “The Peach 
That Tastes the Sweetest” and “Just 
a Friend of the Family.” July, 1909, 
brought a new number, “I’m a Mem- 
ber of the Midnight Crew,” coupled 
with “Did He Run?” by the Peerless 
Quartet. The supplement said: 

Two comic numbers of more than usual 
merit. It takes a good quartet to render 
a topical song like “Did He Run? and 
give it intelligibly. and the Peerless has 
accomplished this task. The number bv 
Morton is something of a novelty in 
“convivial’’ songs, as it recommends 
taking along your wife and family when 
you go out for a good time!’ 


The next month, Morton reappeared 
with “In Ireland,” a record I have 
never heard, and in February, 1910. 
he was present with “Please Don’t 
Tell My Wife,” whose theme was 
similar to “Don’t Take Me Home.” 
Then followed reissues of “Mariuch” 
and “The Right Church But the 
Wrong Pew,” before Eddie reap- 
peared in November, with “Let George 
Do It,”? an amusing number based on 
a comic strip which George McManus 
was drawing in those pre-Jiggs days. 
A month later Morton came through 
with one of the funniest records he 
ever made, “If He Comes In I’m Goin’ 
Out.” In February, he obliged with 
Jimmy Martindale’s favorite, “I’d 
Rather Be a Minstrel Man Than a 
Multi-Millionaire,” described as, “a 
new darky song by that eminent ‘coon 
shouter,?’ Mr. Morton.” Also in 
February appeared “I Won’t Be 
Back Till August,” of which the cata- 
log editor said: 

Vincent Bryan’s amusing tale of the 
innocent youth who went to the seaside 
and refused to return is sung as only 
the genial Eddie can sing it. 


Music of the song was by

Although my file of Victor supple- 
ments for 1911 is complete, I haven’t 
been able to find a monthly listing 
of one of Morton’s biggest hits. “Wild 
Cherries Rag” (No. 16792), ‘which he 
also sang for Columbia. It was paired 
with a U. S. Marine Band version of 
Scott Joplin’s classic “Maple Leaf 
Rag,” considered by Rudi Blesh and 
Harriet Janis, authors of “They All 
Played Ragtime,” to be the greatest 
ragtime composition. Even a record- 
ing of “Wild Cherries” has so far 
eluded me, but I was glad to receive 
a letter in February, 1951, from Alden 
P. Armagnac, of New York City, in 
which he said: 

For a long time I’ve been hoping to 
locate a swell record that I’ve remem- 
bered vividly from kid days, of ‘Wild 
Cherries Raz.’ It turned up the other 
day in the collection of my good friend 
and fellow-collector, Mr. Howard B. Rea, 
of Montclair, New Jersey, who had for- 
gotten he had it until I reminded him of 
the title. Only had to hear the first 
couple of bars of the introduction to 
sing out. “That’s IT” — the selfsame 
record I’d remembered from 30 years 
back or more. Since Rea has a home- 
recording machine for making duplicates 
I left happily with a copy under my arm. 
. . The record was by the same Eddie 
Morton whom vou called in Variety ‘‘one 
of the best singing comedians in the 
history of the phonograph.’’ . . Our opin- 
ions agree. 


Maybe one of these days my luck 
will be as good as Mr. Armagnac’s 
and I’ll come across “Wild Cherries.” 
which was a big seller and shouldn’t, 
it would seem, be hard to find. 
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In September, 1911, Victor issued 
what is unquestionably the biggest 
seliing record Eddie Morton’ ever 
made. This was Lewis and Denni’s 
new classic “Oceana Roll,” and it 
was one of “Six Special September 
Hits,” offered on three double-faced 
discs to take care of an abnormally 
large outcropping of popular song 
successes. The supplement said that 
“Oceana Roll’ describes a lively piece 
which one of our sailor boys on a 
battleship was wont to play on all 
occasions, whether a storm or a battle 
was in progress.” 


And why shouldn’t it have sold? 
Not only was it a great number in 
its own right, but it was coupled with 
an even greater one — one of the 
greatest popular hits ever written, 
Irving Berlin’s undying “Alexander’s 
Ragtime Band,” sung by Arthur Col- 
lins and Byron G. Harlan. Candor 
compels the admission that it was the 
Collins-Harlan side that was primar- 
ily responsible for the coupling’s 
phenomenal sale, although “Oceana 
Roll” would have gone big no matter 
what its mating. “Don’t Take Me 
Home” was the song of which Eddie 
made the most records, at least four, 
but all combined couldn’t have sold 
more than a small fraction of the 
“Oceana Roll” output. 


In January, 1912, Victor issued its 
first complete alphabetical catalog. 
The first few pages were devoted to 
an explanation of how the alphabeti- 
cal system worked. “Alexander” and 
“Oceana” probably were the biggest 
selling popular record of the time, 
because the coupling was chosen for 
purposes of illustration. You were 
first shown how “Alexander” was 
listed in its proper place under the 
A’s with “Oceana” following, in- 
dented and in italics, to indicate that 
it was on the other side. Then “Oce- 
ana Roll” appeared under the O’s, 
with “Alexander” indented and _ ital-

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icized. This continued to be the model 
example until the record was out of 
the catalog in 1920. 

In spite of its potential immortal- 
ity, the Victor catalog editor dis- 
missed Alexander’s Ragtime Band” 
rather cursorily, merely saying it 
was about “a colored organization 
which will make any audience sit up 
and take notice.” 

Eddie Morton contributed one of 
the remaining four hits in the special 
September supplement. His version 
of “You Can Lead a Mule to Water 
But You Can’t Make Him Drink” was 
doubled with Bob Roberts’ rendition 
of an Irving Berlin and Ted Snyder 
composition, ‘Woodman, Spare That 
Tree.” Both songs were being sung 
by Bert Williams in the Follies of 
1911. The third record, No. 16919, was 
coupled with “You’ll Do the Same 
Thing Over Again,” by Billy Murray, 
with an Ada Jones-Murray duet of “My 
Hula Hula Love,” written by Edward 
Madden and Percy Wenrich, who died 
within six days of each other in 
March of this year. This was prob- 
ably the first American popular song 
with an Hawaiian motif. 

Somewhere in the late months of 
1911, Victor put out another Morton 
record, “They’re All Good American 
Names,” which emphasized an excel- 
lent point, that no matter how un- 
usual a person’s name may be and 
regardless of his racial strain he’s 
probably as good an American as any- 
one else. I don’t have the record but 
should like to find it, particularly 
since Walsh is one of the names it 
uses for the sake of argument. It 
was coupled with our old friend, “If 
He Comes In I’m Goin’ Out.”

Morton’s records were issued rather 
irregularly, no doubt because his long 
vaudeville tours kept him away from 
the studios for a good many months 
at a time. But he was back in June, 
1912, with one of his cleverest and 
most amusing numbers, “The Last 
Shot Got Him,” otherwise described 
on the label as “The Great Bloo-ie 
Song.” The catalog editor admiringly 
referred to “that famous classic, ‘The 
Last Shot’ (familiarly called the 
‘Bloo-ie Song’) with which Morton 
~ been making such a hit in vaude- 
ville.’ 


The next month the erstwhile 
“Singing Policeman” makes his debut 
in a new role. Not even his son Paul 
said anything in his recollections of 
his father about the elder Morton’s 
being a song writer. But he wrote 
both words and music as of “I Got 
You, Steve,” a catchy ditty that made 
clever use of a popular slang phrase 
of the day to describe how a de- 
termined little lady captured a hand- 
some young gent named Steve. This 
is another Morton record I haven’t 
found, but a Vinton, Virginia, friend 
of mine discovered the sheet music 
in the Roanoke Goodwill store and 
presented it to me. The lyric is dated, 
but the melody is so tricky and ap- 
pealing that, after playing it for me, 
Mavis Overstreet, the musical direc-

much verve and brilliance. For an- 
other, the selection of songs is not so 
happy as those chosen by Victor, ex- 
cept of course in the several instances 
where the companies issued the same 
numbers. 

Morton’s first Columbia record, is- 
sued in 1909, was that wonderful 
“Wild Cherries Rag,” combined with 
“I’m Going to Do What I Please,” 
sung by Stella Tobin, who in private 
life was Mrs. Paul Southe. (Her hus- 
band also made Columbia records and 
sang in vaudeville.) In succession 
during the next few months followed 
“Don’t Take Me Home,” “Then We’ll 
All Go Home,” and “You Ain’t Talk- 
ing to Me.” 

There was an interlude of several 
months before Columbia issued an ex- 
cellent number, “Oh You Dream.” A 
little later Morton was represented 
by one of his most successful Colum- 
bias, the coupling of “That’s the Fel- 
low I Want to Get” and “Don’t Make 
Me Laugh, Bill.” Then came “If I 
Could See as Far Ahead as I Can See 
Behind.” 

After another interval of a few 
months the comedian contributed 
“That Peculiar Rag” to the Novem- 
ber, 1911, list. This is a Morton 
masterpiece that I still have not the 
pleasure of hearing, but Bryant 
Burke, of Hempstead, Long Island, 
who recently found an excellent copy, 
says it’s an admirable comic number. 
“The Trolley Car Swing” was added 
to the Columbia catalog in the early 
months of 1912, and then there was si- 
lence (probably caused by that same 
cross-country jaunting that kept Mor- 
ton out of the Victor Lists) until 
“They’ve Got Me Doin’ It Now, ”a med- 
ley of Irving Berlin hits, brightened 
the October, 1913, supplement. “What 
Do You Mean You Lost Your Dog?” 
came out in December and was fol- 
lowed in February by “I’m Crying 
Just for You,” which I consider Mor- 
ton’s poorest record. The song itself 
is not attractive — at least not to me 
—- and in my opinion has no particu- 
lar merit, even though it has been 
revived 'with some success on an Al 
Jolson record. Morton sang it better 
than Jolson, but the number was a 
draggy sob-song, not suited to his 
buoyant style. If Eddie Morton must 
sing love songs, my preference is for 
something bright and boisterous like 
“Ever Since You Told Me That You 
Loved Me.” But of course even in 
tear-jerkers he was a million miles 
ahead of the Johnnie Rays and other 
sob specialists of 1952. 

There was also nothing waniniinl 
ing about Morton’s March, 1914, num- 
ber, “While They Were Dancing A- 
round,” although the supplement 
termed it “one of the best of Al Von 
Tilzer’s current productions.” On the 
other hand, a comic specialty written 
by Grant Clarke and Irving Berlin, 
“He’s a Devil in His Own Home 
Town,” and issued in June, is excel- 
lent. Quoting the supplement: “ ‘He’s 
a Devil in His Own Home Town’ (is) 
a new Irving Berlin song which Ed. 
Morton is now using in vaudeville 
with extraodinary success.” 

Eddie Morton’s last Columbia rec- 
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ord appeared in September, 1914, just 
a few weeks after World War One 
began. It was the big hit, “You're 
Here and I’m Here,” written by 
Jerome Kern and introduced in “The 
Laughing Husband.” I haven’t heard 
it but doubt that it was well adapted 
to the comedian’s style. 

Only a few lines will be needed to 
summarize Morton’s other recording 
activities. He made four cylinders 
for the U. S. Everlasting Record 
Company, which was in business from 
1910 to 1913. Perhaps he made others 
but these are all I have been able to 
find listed, and I haven’t heard any 
of them. I don’t think he made In- 
destructible (later called Federal) 
cylinders, but shan’t make a positive 
statement to that effect. 

In 1916, after Columbia’s record- 
ing expert, Victor Emerson, left to 
establish his own firm, Morton began 
recording for his old friend. I don’t 
know how many Emerson discs he 
made. A few years ago I found a 
six-inch, single-faced Emerson of 
“Just a Little Bit of Monkey Left in 
You and Me,” by Morton, but it was 
cracked so badly I couldn’t play it. 
Nevertheless, I have kept it, for senti- 
ment’s sake. He also made at least 
one seven-inch record, “Come Out of 
the Kitchen, Mary Ann,” coupled with 
an Ada Jones selection. 

My file of Columbia supplements 
for the years 1909 through 1913, is 
far from complete, and I am unable 
to quote from them so extensively as 
I did from the Victors. But here are 
a couple of interesting references. 
“You Ain’t Talking to Me” appeared 
in the list for February, 1910, with 
this comment: 

Mr. Morton entertains us this month 
with an amusing bit of ragtime, in which 
some up-to-date slang is very effectively 
applied to certain situations in which the 
singer finds himself. When people put 
up to him propositions that offend his 
good sense, he assumes that they must 
be talking to somebody else and tells 
them so in no uncertain terms. Three 
verses are recorded in Mr. Morton’s best 
vein. 

The October, 1913, supplement re- 
marked concerning ‘“They’ve Got Me 
Doing It Now:” 

“Ed. Morton, always a favorite with 
Colurnbia patrons, sings. . . Irving Ber- 
lin’s new vocal medley, into which is 
ingeniously woven almost every one of 
Berlin’s recent successes, making a most 
novel and entertaining subject for re- 


‘cording.”’

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The Circus Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 








We have reached the point in our listing where the 
traditionally unlucky number thirteen comes up. Certain- 
ly any collector who has in his collection our choice to 
occupy the 13th position will be considered lucky in pos- 
sessing the Cireus Bank. It is not only quite rare but 
extremely desirable from an action and subject stand- 
point with its appealing inference to a circus. 

The bank was patented September 18, 1889 by 
Charles G. Shepard and Peter Adams and Manufactured 
by the Shepard Hardware Company of Buffalo, N. Y. 
This concern was one of the more active manufacturers 
of mechanical banks in the period of their popularity. 
They used .colored advertising cards to help sell their 
banks and these cards are quite valuable today. The 
banks such as Trick Pony, Picture Gallery, Speaking Dog, 
Circus, and others were pictured on one side and the 
other side contained a description of the individual 
bank with its operation principle and the company name. 
The J. and E. Stevens Company of Cromwell, Conn., ‘was 
also a prolific user of these advertising cards in both 
color and plain, along with their fine catalogs containing 
interesting pictures of many of the banks they manufac- 
tured. 


The collecting of advertising material pertaining to 
mechanical banks is a hobby in itself and offers an in- 
teresting but scarce field. This consists, of course, along 
with the advertising cards and manufacturer’s catalogs, 
of catalogues issued by department stores, mail order 
houses, toy concerns, hardware companies, and even fire- 
works concerns. Also along with the advertising maier- 
ials are the patent papers on various of the patented 
banks. These offer a wealth of information from a back- 
ground standpoint. 


The Circus Bank pictured is in practically mint con- 
dition: as to paint and entirely original with no repairs, 
It has the original crank to operate the bank and this is 
often missing as it is loosely fastened to the operating 
shaft. The bank operates as follows: The cart is placed 
to the rear of the bank beside the box-like container by 
turning the crank. A coin is then set on the raised plat- 
form as shown and the crank is turned, the pony bucks 
up and down and the cart moves around the circle as 
the wheels on the cart revolve. Just as the clown reaches 
the point where the coin is on the platform he raises his 
ee and pushes the coin off into the slot with his 

and. 


The bank is painted in bright colors, the base red 
and yellow with gold lettering, and the clown and pony 
are realistically colored with the clown wearing a bright 
yellow and red striped costume. 


The specimen shown was obtained some years ago 
from Thomas W. Richardson of Washington, Pa. It has 
always been of interest to the writer that Mr. Richardson 
had this bank iocked up in a chest of drawers in the 
front of his shop. The apprehensive anticipation waiting 
for him to get the chest unlocked to see if it was the 
real Circus Bank will never be forgotten. It might be 
well to point out that many dealers erroneously call the 
Clown on Globe the Circus Bank and the writer had 
numerous false alarms before finally obtaining the 
proper one. , 


It was through sheerest chance that the bank didn’t 
land on a dump heap and it was actually in with some 
rubbish to be thrown out. It seems that a wealthy family 
in Washington, Pa., were disposing of various possessions 
after the death of the owner. Mr. Richardson left a large 
basket at the home each day for things they were going 
to throw in the rubbish. The bank showed up among 
these things and if it hadn’t been for Mr. Richardson it 
‘would have wound up in the junk pile. It obviously had 
been stored away for years untouched with the exception 
of when it had originally been played with by some child 
for a limited length of time. This is apparent due to the 
excellent all around condition of the bank. 


The writer is not certain of the exact number of Cir- 
cus Banks that exist in collections but he is sure that 
the number is very limited. In any event it is one of ‘he 
most attractive and desirable banks to have in a collection. 
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Mechanical Toys 


Mechanical toys have delighted 
young and old since the beginning 
of civilization. In ancient Greece 
there was a vogue fur moving stat- 
uary which amazed and delighted 
pot: rich and poor, and most Athen- 
jan houses possessed at least one 
mechanical toy. In the first century 
of the Christian era there was an 
acecunt of a wooden dove which flew.

Bernardino Baldi, a mathematician 
of the sixteenth century, made great 
pro<ress in the perfecting of mechan- 
ical appliances in the forms of human 
figures. One mechanical toy of which 
phe wrote was an eagle, which was 
constructed under the direction of the 
famous mechanic Torriani, and said 
to have flown a considerable distance. 
He also devised numerous little birds 
which would fly about a room. to the 
astonishment of all who beheld them. 
An extraordinary clock ‘was also con- 
structed by Torriani, as were some 
miniature figures of horses and armed 
men which advanced against each 
other and fought with lances, while 
other miniature figures beat drums 
or blew trumpets.

Among the mechanical toys which 
were owned by Queen Victoria was a 
handloom about twenty-two inches m 
length, on which jute was being wov- 
en into a course cloth.

On this three tiny figures bril- 
liantly dressed in silks and satins 
danced and pirouetted in an animated 
and amusing fashion to the melody of 
a little musical box concealed under 
the stage.

process brought about by Shaw in 
1879. It supplied an even heat and 
uniform temperature which made it 
most useful in the production of clock 
and watch springs. 

In the metal working art the manu- 
facture of fire-arms and projectiles 
grew to undreamed of proportions. 
Cutlery and builders’ hardware be- 
came an enormous branch; wire draw- 
ing, sheet metal-making, forging, and 
the making of tools, springs, tin cans, 
needles, nails, and tacks, and count- 
less minor articles grew to such pro- 
portions that only a bird’s eye view 
of the art is possible.

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HISTORIC EARRINGS 


Everywhere today in jewelry dis- 
plays earrings take a prominent 
part. Department stores, antique 
shops, and gift shops, as well as the 
regular jewelry stores, are featuring 
them. 

In every size, shape and color, in 
gold, silver, onyx and with every gem 
from the precious diamond to the 
humble synthetic, they make a dazz- 
ling display. Large, small and the 
most fantastic shapes vie with each 
other to attract milady’s attention. 

Though revived to a great extent 
during the past few years, the prac- 
tice of wearing earrings is almost as 
old as time itself. Almost all early 
races, except the Hebrews and 
the Egyptians, men as well as wom- 
en, decorated the ears with all and 
varied kind of rings. 


Probably the earrings of Jacob’s 
family, and they were many, were 
held sacred. At any rate, Jacob bur- 
ied them with his precious idols at 
Bethel. These earlier people did not 
submit to having their ears pierced 
merely for the sake of decoration. 
Strange superstitions prevailed in 
those far-off days. All races believed 
earrings of good omen. They were 
believed to keep out evil sounds and 
suggestions, which was a highly de- 
sired attribute. But there was still 
another reason for wearing them. 
They were worn to denote victory by 
the men of the tribes. Many of the 
men in the Far East, especially in 
New Zealand, wore earrings decor-

ated with the teeth of their enemy; 
they also wore them decorated ‘with 
shark’s teeth. 


In these countries men and women 
wore rings in their ears, for savage 
races seemed to have a natural, or 
inherited instinct to decorate their 
ears in most barbaric fashion. The 
Berawan people of Borneo had the 
practice of using plugs in the lobe 
of the ear. Some of these plugs were 
over three inches in diameter. The 
Masia went them one better and wore 
a stone ear-plug said to be four and 
one-half inches in diameter and 
weighing two pounds, fourteen ounces. 
We haven’t quite equaled that today, 
but we seem to be approaching it, ac- 
cording to the size of some I recently 
saw in a window. 


As the years went by, greater at- 
tention was paid to workmanship and 
less to size and weight. In the tombs 
of the Greek settlers in the Crimea 
in the fourth century, B. C. there 
have been found earrings of marve- 
lous beauty and strange designs. Al- 
so, from the sepulchres of ancient 
[Etruria come examples of delicate 
workmanship and precious stones. 
These are indeed museum treasures, 
earring of history! 

Again and again earrings are men- 
tioned in the Bible, the earliest men- 
tion being in Genesis 35-4 which 
reads, “And they gave Jacob all the 
strange gods which were in their 
land and all their earrings.” Again 
in Exodus 32-2, “Aaron said unto 
them, ‘Break off the golden earrings 
of your wives, of your sons and your 
daughters and bring them unto me.” 
Here again is proof that they were 
worn by men as well as by women, 
and that they were held in high 
esteem by the rulers of the land, 
either for their beauty or for their 
intrinsic value. That thev were taken 
from their victims in battle, can be 
shown also, for we read in Judges. 
“And Gideon said unto them, ‘I would 
desire a request of you, that ye would 
give me every man the earrings of 
his prey,” This leaves little doubt of 
their market value, in gold or its 
equal. 

Even Job, that man of tribulation, 


was comforted when his brethrenf 


came unto him, “and every man gave 
him a piece of money and every one 
an earring of gold.” And the wise 
men writing in the book of Proverbs 
say, “As an earring of gold so isa 
wise reprover upon an obedient ear.” 

In Numbers they speak of bringing 
earrings to make atonement before 
the Lord. 

So popular did earrings become for 
men in the third century A. D. that 
the Emperor Alexander Severus for- 
bade their use. Even the statues of 
the goddesses were adorned with ear- 
rings, not only those of stone, but 
‘wooden statues shining with golden 
earrings. 

The ancient Gauls and Germans 
often wore earrings made of bronze, 
beautifully carved. Probably _ the 
oldest earring in existence is in the 
Germanic Museum at Nuremberg. It 
is of gold, delicately pierced in a fili-

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gree pattern. Here, also, are some 
East Gothic rings. 

The Germans, no doubt, copied 
their earrings from the early Roman 
type. Back through the ages one 
finds these trinkets copied from those 
of prehistoric times. Homer writes in 
his Illiad “Juno put in her ears, skill- 
ful y pierced, earrings worked and 
ornamented with a triple precious 
stone.” 

jn one instance, a Greek inscription 
records the weight of the detachable 
earrings on a statue. And from the 
tonibs of the Greeks all types come 
forth to tell their story of art. 
Shades of the past, alive with glitter- 
ing gems and shining gold, speak for 
themselves! 

‘he gold earrings of the eighteenth 
century come from Assam and are 
ricily studded with rubies and the 
evr precious emeralds. And from 
Pe:sia come massive earrings like 
goi'd domes. One wonders how they 
could be worn. They were beautifully 
en:.melled with flowers in colors and 
encircled with seed pearls and gold 
leaves. They look almost like tiny, 
hanging lamps. 

Among the Hebrews and the E- 
gyptians the wearing of earrings was 
confined to men only. This was also 
true of the earlier Romans, though 
later the men accepted them as a

part of their apparel. About the last 
flare for earrings among men was 
during the reign of Henry II of 
France. 

Many of the Greek gold earrings 
of the third, fourth and fifth century 
Bb. C. were shaped like shields. Per- 
haps these warrior-like men preferred 
this sturdy type to the more delicate 
filigree work. They were usually of 
the long pendant-like kind and very 
heavy and ornate. 

During the middle ages men wore 
earrings in the left ear only and later 
when the fashion called for longer 
hair that covered the ears, they 
ceased to wear earrings. In those 
days they were called, “rings for the 
ears,” perhaps to distinguish them 
from the nose-rings so often worn by 
both men and women. In the fifteenth 
and sixteenth century men again 
wore earrings and many of these 
were loops of carved gold and long 
pendants that dangled and tinklea as 
they hit against each other. 

The Etruscan earrings of the 
fourth, fifth and sixth centuries make 
an interesting study. They are of 
varied size and shape. Like those of 
the Egyptians, many were of delicate 
filigree work, but the designs were 
of different shapes. Some were in the 
form of vases, some of flowers, and 
many were in rosette style. Even an- 
imals were copied in gold and silver 
and adorned with precious stones. 
Birds were in great demand, swans 
and peacocks being the favorites. 

Designers must have been hard- 
driven to keep up with the ever-grow- 
ing demand for new designs and 
styles. In shape they were round, ob- 
long, square, looped, tasseled, some 
with tiers of pearls and gems. Even 
Medusa heads adorned the ears. These 
were studded with jewels until one 
wondered at the wealth of gems worn 
by some ladies of high degree. Ear- 
rings attracted as much.or more at- 
tention as any other single part of 
wearing apparel, so seldom were they 
of plain design or unset with jewels, 
and they represented the highest de- 
gree the art of the designers and 
workers in gold and silver. Many an 
artist became famous for his handi- 
work in earrings. Smaller, plainer 
ones for day-time and elaborate, glit- 
tering ones for evening were the 
order of the day. 

In the sixteenth century Stubbs of 
England wrote, “The ‘women are not 
ashamed te make holes in their ears, 
whereas they hang rings and other 
jewels of gold and precious stones.” 
In the seventeenth century, sea-far- 
ing men, especially of the southern 
nations of Europe, wore earrings, as 
many of them do even now. Again, 
these are commonly in the form of 
heavy gold loops. In the seventeenth 
century, men also wore the ear-string. 
This consisted of a black silk cord, 
run through the ears and hanging in 
several strands down, sometimes 
even to the shoulder. They, were worn 
only in the left ear. 

Gypsies have always worn earrings, 
both men and women, mestly in the 
form of gold circles. They, no doubt, 
look upon them as talismen, as did 
many of the ancients. 
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At one time it was common belief 
that piercing the ears was of benefit 
to the general health, but this idea 
Icng ago went into the discard. As 
this belief died the wearers of ear- 
rings sought seme relief from the 
painful process of piercing the ears. 
Someone got the bright idea of de- 
tachable rings, held in place by tiny 
screws. Today we see but few pierced 
ears and the old-fashioned earrings 
are at a premium, especially to an- 
tique collectors. 

Once again the rings seem to be 
gaining in size. Almost unbelievably 
large ones in gold and silver are be- 
ing shown in the stores. Whether 
copying the past or. simply trying to 
keep abreast of all modern ideas of 
dress and be ‘different’, ladies are 
certainly going all out in an attempt 
to attract with earrings that stagger 
the belief, if not the wearer, in size 
and weight. 

However, the simple and beautiful 
pearl glowing against a tiny ear has, 
and always will be a favorite in its 
line. Vying with glowing colors and 
fancy them in a variety of forms or 
Here, as always, history repeats it- 
self, even as it makes history for 
future generations. Earrings are the 
strange, alluring trinkets of yester- 
day, today and still tomorrow! 


The jewel stones of the world are 
many and interesting; aimost all are 
of interest to the collector who night 
glittering gems, it still holds its own 
colors. 





Another handsome stone is the 
onyx which has been used for cent- 
uries in the making of cameos and 
ancient seals. In a predynastic tomb 
unearthed at El Gerzeh a necklace 
was found which consisted of beads 
of agates and carnelian. The agate 
was also employed by the Ancients 
for fashioning vases and cups and 
the latter were treasured by the 
Oriental princesses who delighted to 
drink from the cool depths of the 
stone which was reputed to possess 
healing properties. 


Another cool-appearing stone is the 
turquoise whose most sought after 
color is the scarce sky-blue, but which 
generally varies from blue green to 
apple green. Though used extensive- 
ly for jewelry it is not particularly 
practical for it as the blue sometimes 
changes to a greenish hue, and it is 
also porous and soft and can be 
scratched easily. ‘This is another 
stone familiar to the Ancients of 
Egypt as long ago as 4,000 B. C. The 
Egyptian stones are often grecn and 
glassy looking. The turquoise was 
believed to bring good tuck to the 
wearer and was commoily seen in 
Arabia, Turkey and Persia where it 
was mounted and sometinies engraved 
in rings, daggers, sword sheaths, and 
saddles. A Shah cf Persia was re- 
puted to have ye of the finest ever 
found; it was about three and a half 
inches long and without 4 ilaw.

THE COURTAULDS 


The Courtauld family was held in 
great esteem for its fine craftsman- 
ship in the trade of gold and silver- 
smith, nor has its fame declined with 
the years. One of its members, 
Louisa, became well known for her 
work in that field along with the men 
of her family. As Louisa Perina 
Onger she was born in 1729, and her 
portrait by Zoffany pictures her as 
a striking and compelling personality. 
She married Samuel Courtauld in 
1749. Her husband was a goldsmith 
and jeweler, and he and his wife were 
later listed as Louisa and Samuel, 
plate-workers, 1777-80. His _ trade- 
plate read “Makes and Sells all sorts 
of Plate, Jewels, Watches, and all 
other Curious Work in Gold and 
Silver at the most Reasonable Rates. 
N. B.: Likewise Buys and Sells all 
sorts of second-hand Plate, Watches, 
etc.” There is a record of a tea-urn 
made by Louisa Courtauld for Messrs. 
Garrard in 1766, and a table bell for 
Mr. A. S. Marsden Smedley in the 
same year. There is further record 
of silver that she made with George 
Cowles, a jeweler and goldsmith whom

she took into partnership with her 
in 1768 after her husband’s death in 
1765. Louisa was a beautiful and in- 
telligent woman and decided to con- 
tinue her husband’s business after 
his death, and so support her family. 
Her name is listed with that of 
Cowles as having made candlesticks 
in 1769-70. Other examples of Lou- 
isa’s and George’s silver include 
sauce-boats, 1768-69, and a set of 
four sauce-tureens dated 1776-77. 
Other articles bearing her mark are 
a plain, slightly bulbous coffee-pot 
with curved spout and wooden handle 
fixed in two scrolled silver sockets; a 
large two handled cup and cover, em- 
bossed with vines and scrolls in an 
ornate design, and having double 
scrolled handles; a pair of sauce-boats 
gadrooned and with acanthus leaf 
decoration, 1764-65; a handsome plain, 
pear-shaped mug, with molded foot, 
square lip, and handle with leaf, en- 
graved with a dolphin crest, of the 
date 1766-67. Louisa’s son, Samuel, 
was admitted to the partnership in 
1777 but left in three years to emigrate 
to the United States. It is believed

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L. Westervelt, 
Noted Collector Dies 


HOBBIES Magazine has lost one 
of its most devoted readers in the 
recent death of Leonidas Westervelt, 
Great Neck, N. Y. Mr. Westervelt 
made numerous contributions to the 
Magazine, and until illness came he 
had been an advertiser, seeking out 
those things that most appealed to 
him. 

Mr. Westervelt assembled what is 
thought to be the most extensive col- 
lection of Jenny Lind material in the 
world. At the time of his death, the 
collection was being shown by the 
New York Historical Society, of which 
Mr. Westervelt was a vice president. 

Author and playwright, Mr Wester- 
velt stated in a speech some years a- 
go while studying at Columbia Col- 
lege with the class of 1903 he became 
interested in the role of the circus in 
American drama. That led him to a 
study of the lives of P. T. Barnum 
and of Miss Lind, the noted Swedish 
singer. 

In the Lind collection there are 250 
portraits of the singer, a library of 
200 books, correspondence between 
Miss Lind and P. T. Barnum, dated 
1850, regarding the reduction of prices 
of tickets to her concerts; the auto- 
graphed song written by Bayard Tay- 
lor on the appearance of Miss Lind in 
America, for which Barnum gave a 
$200 prize, and a letter by Daniel 
Webster of December 18, 1850 to 
Miss Lind. 

Besides collecting mementoes re- 
garding P. T. Barnum, Mr. Wester- 
velt extended “The Life of P. T. Bar- 
num,” an autobiography, into eight 
volumes, with extra illustrations and 
manuscripts. Mr. Westervelt was al- 
so an enthusiastic collector of Presi- 
dential campaign medals and buttons. 

As a member of the staff of the 
Museum of the American Indian, New 
York City, in 1931 he supervised for 
the museum the excavation by Queens 
highway engineers of the Indian bur- 
ial ground in Little Neck, N. Y. 

His. publications include the book, 


“The Circus in Literature,” and he 
was co-author of the plays, “Sweet 
Seventeen,” and ‘“Made- for Each 
Other.” 


He was a member of the Sons of 
the Revolution, and the Holland and 
St. Nicholas Societies. He received a 
decoration from the Swedish govern- 
ment for his Jenny Lind collection. 

He is survived by his widow, the 
pene H. Alberta Rouse.

A few, of course, are 
able to take care of themselves, but 
more frequently a large number are 
forced to accept charity or starve. 

The answers to these questions are 
found in all the records and past and 
present history of the Circus Saints 
and Sinners Club of America. And in 
no better way can the worth and de- 
sign of this Club be expressed than 
in the words of their Tent Ritual 
which opens every meeting: “We rise 
to do honor to the absent guest—the 
once-forgotten circus trouper of yes- 
terday. He needs us now to guide 
his dimming eyes, his faltering steps, 
and to so repay, in a small way, the 
joy he has alyays given us. As God 
has prospered us, so he has given us 
memory. We will remember the old 
and tired trouper in his failing years: 
We will stand faithfully by him.” 

Thus the Circus Saints and Sinners 
Club has become more than just an 
organization or even on idea — it is a 
great heart throbbing out its life 
blood to bring joy, help, and happi- 
ness to the aged or indigent trouper

through the establishment of a home 
where he may spend his remaining 
days in comfort and peace among his 
own kind. It*is a group of men who 
believe thatsas the circus has eased 
the burdens: of their lives, so shall 
they welcome and help in every way 
possible the visiting circus and its 
personnel. It strives to bring about 
a better knowledge and kinder rela- 
tionship between the circus and the 
public. 

The Club was organized in 1927 
after several of the New York mem- 
bers of the Circus Fans Association 
walked out of that organization. The 
Club was founded in New York by a 
circus addict, F. Darius Benham, then 
a reporter on the old New York World, 
for the purpose of establishing a 
home for indigent circus folk. He was 
assisted in his efforts by Frank 
Baldwin, a banker from Richmond, 
Virginia; Fred Pitzer, an insurance 
man; Charles Tremaine, a sulesman 
from Bradford, Pennsylvania; and 
Chalmers Pancoast, a hotel executive. 
All of the men were living in New 
York at the time. However, through 
Baldwin and Tremaine, Tents were 
immediately started in Richmond and 
Bradford, and others were added 
through the years. The New York 
Chapter is known as the “Dexter 
Fellows Tent.” Lowell Thomas was 
its first president. 

Now there are thirteen tents in the 
organization with a total membership 
of approximately 3,000. The Tents 
carry the names of famous person- 
alities from the world of the big top, 
and each Tent carries on its own 
particular charity work, with most 
of it being stressed along the lines 
of helping children and the circus. 

The W. W. Workman Tent of Rich- 
mond, Virginia, stands representative 
as a Tent that has done a great deal 
of relief work among circus and carni- 
val people. They own a section in a 
cemetery in Richmond, and have 
buried several troupers in this sec- 
tion. A_ relief committee further 
takes care of any unfortunate circus 
or vaudeville performer when he is 
hungry or needs help to get home or 
to join some other show. 

In addition to the charity work 
stressed, Mr. H. James Schonblom, 
National President, has this to say of 
the Circus Saints and Sinners: “It is 
a fun club, too, for business and pro- 
fessional men, giving them a chance 
to relax and enjoy themselves. We 
initiate one big Fall Guy a month in 
New York, besides similar shows in 
the other cities, and we have found 
that the bigger the man, the more he 
eniovs it.” 

One such example of a Fall Guy 
treatment took place on a Friday last 
March when the Vice President of the

SIRE ENGINES 


Let us take a trip to Philadelphia, 

Pa., and inspect a modern fire fight- 
ing station of the early days. No 
spec al features distinguish it from 
any other stable or coach-house, ex- 
cept the words “Station No. 4” in 
larg: black letters over the door. 
' A rap on the door is answered by 
a sturdy-good-looking fellow wearing 
a piain blue uniform, who gladly 
shows us the mysteries of the electric 
signaling, self adjusting harness and 
many time-saving contrivances which 
at that time made American fire- 
ifighiing the most efficient in the 
‘world. 

It is a narrow building about fifty 
feet long and twelve feet wide. On one 
side is a stairway, leading upstairs, 
and on the other, a narrow passage- 
‘way which runs the entire length of 
‘the building. 

' A wide entrance, resembling a 
Fcoach-house door, opens on to the 
'main street and at the far end, facing 
the doorway are three stalls. In each 
Hof these stands a horse, wearing a 
blind halter. He is not in any way at-

tached to the stall. A single line of 
rails is laid in the floor from end to 
end, on which rests the wheels of the 
engine and hose-cart. The engine does 
not carry either hose or men. 

A separate two-wheeled vehicle, re- 
sembling a small wagonette, is in 
the front of the engine, and carries, 
besides the long coil of hose; all other 
apparatus or fire extinguishers re- 
pose beneath the seat. 

Both engine and hose-cart are 
equipped with large, clear-toned bells, 
and these are kept ringing the whole 
journey to the fire to warn traffic to 
leave the car tracks in the center of 
the street clear, as engine after en- 
gine rushes at full speed through the 
streets. 

The engine itself, stands behind the 
hose cart. allowing space of about 
three feet between the end of its pole 
and the back of the cart. The driv- 
ing seat is very high and gives room 
for one man beside the driver, all the 
rest having seats in the cart. 

The engine is a very vowerful 
steamer, very handsome in its bright 
paint and brilliantly polished metal. 
Its spic-and-span appearance does not 
show how much duty it has done. 

Beneath the boilers, the fire is al- 
ready laid with wood soaked in coal- 
oil and a substratum of highly in- 
flamable kindling ready to spring in- 
to a blaze on the slightest provoca- 
tion. The boiler is connected by a 
tube with a large stationary boiler 
in the cellar beneath, and a constant 
supply of hot water passes from the 
latter to the former. The tube is 
automatically severed from the en- 
gine the instant the alarm is sounded, 
and the engine fire kindled at the 
same moment a sufficient pressure 
of steam for the pumps is generated 
long before the scene of the fire is 
reached, thus valuable time is saved. 

The harness is susnended from the 
ceiling over the nlace where the 
horses stand when attached to the en- 
gine and cart. Great ingenuity both 
in the construction of each part of 
the trappings and the accuracv with 
which it adiusts itself to the exact 
spot of the horse’s anatomy which it 
is intended to occupv. 

The collars are of iron, hinged at 
the topmost point, having a clasp like 
that of a bracelet closing them under 
the horse’s neck. When hanging 
these are open, and as they decend 
upon the horse, they close and snap 
by their own weight. 

The pole chains are attached by 
spring snaps to the collars and this 
is the only part of the harness which 
is touched by hand after the alarm 
sounds. 
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The entire harness for each vehicle 
is suspended by a single cord which 
merely requires a touch of the driver’s 
hand, as he reaches his seat to adjust 
and liberate the whole works. 

Against the wall, close by the door 
is a large gong, and a glass-covered 
dial, the latter bearing the numbers 
which indicate all sections of the city. 

At the far end of the building are 
the horses, clever, well-trained, serv- 
iceable animals, great favorites with 
the brigade. One big fellow does duty 
between the shafts of the hose cart, 
the others, a well-matched pair both 
in size and strength draw the engine. 

Suddenly the superintendent of the 
station touches a spring at the gong, 
which sets the current working. 

The instant the gong sounds, the 
dcor of the stalls flies open, a whip- 
lash suspended over the hose-cart 
horse’s flanks, descends sharply and 
sends him off down a narrow yang- 
way at a trot. His companions follow 
and range themselves in place on 
either side of the engine-pole. The 
harness falls into place at the touch 
of the driver, who, with the others 
has glided down the brass pole and 
swung into his seat. 

Others clasp the collar chains and 
in an instant each man stands ready 
to mount to his place on the engine 
as soon as the signal is given to go. 
By our watch, the time since the first 
— of the gong, is exactly eight 
ceronds 

The reverse procedure is the same, 
and before we realize it, the horses 
are once more back in their stalls and 
the men upstairs, within one minute 
of the sounding of the alarm. 

The clock stopped registering the 
exact moment the call sounded. The 
locality of the fire is sounded by the 
number of beats on the gong. The 
tube which supplies the hot water to 
the boiler is closed and disconnected. 
The gas in a chandelier is turned on 
ignited by an electric spark so as to 
be prepared for night alarms. 

Thus Station #4, Philadelphia, Pa., 
once more assumes its unpretentious 


aspect. 

About 1885 the Harden Hand Gren- 
ade appeared and a hand fire ex- 
tinguisher, a ball made of India rub- 
ber, which did not have to be broken 
before it could be brought into play. 


Fire engines are said to have been 
invented bv Ctesibius, a Greek 
mechanic in 250 B. C., and are men- 
tioned by Pliny in A. D. 70.

make tax-exempt by contribution to 
educational and philanthropic pur- 
poses could be a yearly fund five 
times as great as the entire perma- 
nent capital of the larger foundation. 
Employment of earnings in this way 
becomes profitable business if the 
supported purposes are worth to the 
giver more than 18 cents on the 
dollar in many cases. It is pointed 
out that planned use of ‘the five 
percent” thus becomes a duty of man- 
agement to its stockholders, and that 
the practice represents firm public 
policy and is not a tax-loophole pro- 
cedure or an eccentricity. 

“Museums are turning to business 
and industry as the future patrons of 
culture,” says the Manual. Among 
the different categories of museum in- 
come, “only corporate giving is now 
notably on the rise.””’ Numerous gifts 
have been made toward museum 
buildings and collections, but the pur- 
poses most acceptable to companies 
have been current activities inciuding 
special exhibitions had public services. 
Many gifts have been in single large 
amounts, and others are regular year- 
ly payments from $100 upward for 
industrial memberships carrying ap- 
propriate returns to the company and 
its employees. Corporations have 
shown interest in services to the local 
community also. Among the book’s 
injunctions to executives are consid- 
eration of adequacy and continuity in 
giving, and attention to small and 
under-supported museums.

Where, Oh Where, Is 
the Marijke Bell? 


By LOIS SPRINGER 


When Queen Juliana of the Nether- 
lands recently presented our country 
with her nation’s gift of a $100,000 
carillon, she brought with her a min- 
iature bell symbolic of the mammoth 
carillon. This little bell was intended 
as the smallest of the forty-nine bells 
in the gift-carillon now under manu- 
facture in Holland. Named the 
Marijke bell after the Queen’s young- 
est daughter, it was donated by the 
Dutch children as their share in their 
homeland’s gift. 

In keeping with this, Queen Juli- 
ana’s presentation speech read: “Small 
as it may be, this little bell is no less 
essential than its bigger and mightier 
colleagues. To achieve real harmony, 
justice should be done also to the 
small and tiny voices which are not 
supported by the might of their 
weight. Mankind could learn from 
this . ..so many voices in our trou- 
bled world are still unheard. Let that 
be an incentive for all of us when we 
hear the bells ringing.” 


At the bell ceremony, however, de- 
spite Juliana’s speech about “this 
little bell,” no little bell was actually 
presented. Mr. Chapman, Secretary 
of the Interior and chairman of the 
bell program ceremonies, told re- 
porters that President Truman had 
received the bell earlier and that it 
was in his poeket all during Juliana’s 
presentation and his own acceptance 
speech. Mr. Chapman described it as 
a tiny, three-inch bronze bell. 

President Truman in his acceptance 
speech said the little bell ‘would prob- 
able eventually reach the hands of 
his music loving daughter. 

At this point, the audience was 
slightly confused, and as one reporter 
unkindly expressed it, “. .. some 
even wondered if the Dutch have 
bells in their belfry.” 

Meantime, a twenty-five foot, -18,- 
000 temporary Dutch carillon pealed 
out the American and Dutch national 
anthems during the presentation cere- 
monies. This carillon, stationed on 
Washington, D. C.’s croquet grounds 
in hemlock hedged Meridian Hill 
Park, boasts only thirty-two bells as 
compared with the forty-nine in the 
permanent carillon soon to be shipped. 

This giant gift is being financed 
by voluntary contributions from the 
Netherlands people in appreciation of 
United States aid since the war. Re- 
puted to become one of the world’s 


largest by the time it is completed in 
one of the famous Dutch bell found- 
ries, this carillon will cost fully $100, 
000. According to Dutch spokesmen, 
the greater share of this amount has 
already been raised. 

One spokesman said the carillon 
will be finished by Christmas. An- 
other said it will not be ready for 
more than a year. But whenever it 
arrives, the thirty-two bell substitute 
will be shipped back to Holland or 
sold here at cost. Being still owned 
by the foundry that made it, this sub- 
stitute carillon is only on loan to the 
United States. 

As yet, no one has solved the prob- 
lem of where to install the perma- 
nent carillon when it does arrive. 
When a spot is finally selected, a bell 
tower will have to be built. This will 
be paid for by Americans of Dutch 
descent. 

Neither can anyone, as yet, foretell 


‘whether the little Marijke bell will 


become a part of the permanent 
carillon or whether in the hands of 
Margaret Truman it will inspire her 
to join the ranks of bell collectors!

BERLIN’S FREEDOM 
BELL AGAIN 
MAKES NEWS 


German stamps were issued recent- 
ly showing a replica of Berlin’s Free- 
dom Bell, installed in West Berlin’s 
city hall by public subscription in the 
United States. The stamps showed the 
bell’s clapper swinging to the left, 
and produced an immediate yowl. 
Why should it be moving in the di- 
rection of the Communists, people de- 
manded. The issue has now been with- 
drawn in favor of a new one, with the 
clapper swinging to the right. 

It would seem that all the political 
distrust evoked by last summer’s na- 
tional conventions has even carried 
over into the world of bells. In a small 
Ohio town there has come up for dis- 
cussion an ordinance which would 
make it necessary for all owners of 
cats to place small bells around the 
necks of their pets. The measure is 
naturally designed to protect birds. 
Like all such measures, it would as- 
sure birds of an even chance of hear- 
ing the sly feline approach. 

“But how can the citizenry be as- 
sured that the ‘Bell the Cat’ ordinance 
is what it pretends to be?” asks the 
town skeptic. “It may have been in- 
troduced in all sincerity by bird lov- 
ers. On the other hand there have 
been rumors that a strong mouse lob- 
bv has been active in its support.” 

The arrival of a ship at Piteairn 
Island is always signaled by five 
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strokes on a bronze bell. Authorities 
believe that this may be the world’s 
southernmost bell. 

When Mayor James F. Hearn of 
Wilmington, Delaware, proclaimed 
June 29—July 4, as Independence 
Week, he urged “appropriate revival 
of the original Spirit of Independence 
Day, with the ringing once again of 
church bells for ten minutes at noon 
on July 4.” 

From Bangkok, Thailand, comes 
word that car horns are drowning out 
the temple bells. With the belated ar- 
rival of the machine-age in Thailand, 
the glittering automobile seems likely 
to replace all else in the affections of 
the newly rich. Narrow streets ade- 
quate for rickshas and carriages are 
now choked with motor traffic. As a 
result, the soft tinkling of the temple 
bells is quite drowned out by the 
“horrendous blasts from multi-toned 
auto horns,” as one visitor expresses 
it.

Illustration No. 17. This is another 
of the octagonal drep_ thirty-day 
Wagon Spring clocks which were 
made for office and public use. Usual- 
ly these cases with pie crust edging 
are attributed to Duncan Phyfe, 
famous American furniture designer 
and maker. His influence does most 
certainly appear. Very often these 
movements are removed from the 
case, set on a base and covered by a 
glass dome. Handled in this manner, 
they are quite interesting. Shown in 
this picture also is a fine example of 
a Black Forest game carved double 
Cuckoo clock. 

Illustration No. 18. Two novelty 
figure clocks of Civil War vintage. 
The moving eyes actuated by the 
clock movement were intended to at- 
tract attention. In their day, they 


performed the same service that tele- 
vision performed in its infancy when 
it was confined almost entirely to 
taverns and public houses. The idea 
was to attract attention and entice a 
reluctant public to enter the house. 
Once inside, it was calculated to hold 
interest so that, while watching, the 
visitors would become patrons and 
imbibe in the -vares of the house. The 
center pieze is known as a “Wishing 
Well” alarm clock. It was long 
thought to be of German origin. 
Recent discoveries indicate, however, 
that it was invented by one Isaac B. 
Woodruff of Winsted. Conn... and 
manufactured by the Wm. L. Gilbert 
Clock Co. 

Illustration No. 19. An example of 
the Biedermier era in furniture de- 
sign. This clock is of Austrian origin. 


This one is quite simple comparative- 
ly. Most of them are very elaborate 
in design. The eyes in the central 
mask move with the swing of the 
pendulum. The cherub uses an actual 
grindstone to sharpen his arrow while 
the master blacksmith beats out the 
hours on the anvil. A truly fascinat- 
ing piece. 

Illustration No. 20. A fine example 
of a hood ciock, probably of English 
origin but [ am not sure. This is 
interesting mainly because it repre 
sents a transition period in clock de- 
sign. It followed after the Dutch 
Hood Clock (Illustration No. 6). Still 
later an enclosed waist and base were 


added and it became the tall cased or — 


grandfather clock. Some of thease 
transition pieces are fascinating. In 
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the center 1s a fine example of an 
early Clepsydra or water clock. Ex- 


treme right on the shelf is a fine 
bnglish Lantern cioek. 
lilustration No. 21. An English 


Bracket clock, dating from 1740. 
Made by John R. Archambo, a cele- 
brated English artisan who later be- 
came clockmaker for the Emperor of 
Russia. It is a quarter hour repeater 
as were most of the better English 
clocks of the period. Because of this 
feature, the owner at night with the 
clock at his bedside could tell the 
tinie within fifteen minutes even in 
total darkness. Very few examples 
of this maker’s work are in existence 
and this specimen is therefore a prized 
col'ector’s item, 

illustration No. 22. A very inter- 
esting pair of English Bracket clocks. 
The one on the right is by Elliot 
of London for Tiffany & Company 
of New York. The one on the left is 
a much earlier vintage by William 
Johnston of Sheffield, England. Both 
have the traditional silvered .dial 
These clocks have a strike, silent 
control. The striking mechanism em- 
ploys both gongs and bells in combina- 
tion or separately and plays a choice 
of Westminster, Cambridge, Whitting- 
ton and other chimes. These clocks, 
when new, retailed at prices ranging 
from $650.00 to $1000.00, depending 
on the elaborateness of the ornamen- 
tation. I have been looking in vain 
for one over a long period of time 
and here Mr. Strickler has two of 
them side by side. 

Illustration No. 23.- This is a 
Japanese Inclined Plane clock and is 
the oldest known example of the type. 
There have been a few English and 
Swiss comparatively modern imita- 
tions of this clock in recent years and 
even these copies have brought fabul- 
ous prices. This particular clock car- 
ries inscriptions under the dial in 
archaic Japanese which Mr. Strickler 
was unable to decipher. He took a 
rubbing of the inscriptions and sent 
the impression to Japan. The result 
was both unexpected and startling. 
Japanese horologists were thrilled and 
elated to find from the inscriptions 
that the clock was made by Gennai 
Hiraki and dated March 5, 1755. 
Tradition was to the effect that Hiraki 
was a notable clockmaker in Japan 
but, until the discovery of this In- 
clined Plane clock, there had been no 
known and authenticated example of 
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628 Coney Island Avenue, 
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his work. Of great interest to the 
Japanese, aside from the horological 
aspects, was the substantiation of the 
Hiraki skill as an artisan and crafts- 
man. He was known as the Benj. 
Franklin of Japan since he was known 
to have been experimenting with 
cords and keys and lightning at the 
very same time Franklin was conduct- 
ing his experiments in America. ‘This 
clock has been exhibited widely and 
richly deserves all of the attention 
and interest that has been attracted 
to it. 

Illustration No. 24. This, by way 
of diversion, shows one small grouping 
of an extensive collection of Stiegel 
glass and lustreware. In spite of his 
accomplishments as a horologist, Mr. 
Strickler can find time for other 
things of beauty and rarity. 

As the title implies, and as I have 
previously indicated, this is no more 
than a glimpse of the extensive 
Strickler collection. There are dozens 
of fascinating items in the collection 
that have not been photographed as 
yet. As these photographs do be- 
come available in the future, I hope 
to be able to bring them to our 
readers through the pages of HOB- 
BIES. 

I hope to be privileged to present 
the highlights of several other world 
famous collections in future issues of 
HOBBIES.

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Restoring Old Frames 


By MARK TAYNTON 


Old paintings of value usually 
have been treasured enough by pre- 
vious owners so that little damage 
has come to either the canvases or 
panels upon which they were painted, 
or the frames around them. But now 
and then careless handling in mov- 
ing results in damage to frames, 
and white scars of broken plaster 
detract greatly from general ap- 
pearance of a picture. To put a 
damaged frame in presentable condi- 
tion often involves a number of con- 
siderations and skillful handling. 

Old gold frames may be entirely 
bronze, partly bronze and _ partly 
leaf, and even entirely leaf. Bronz- 
ing as known to the layman, simply 
consists of brushing or spraying on 
a mixture of bronze powder in a 
varnish-like liquid as you would a

paint, but it is doubtful if bronzes 
are used this way on picture frames 
commercially. The high burnishes 
found on ornamental frames are 
usually gold leaf, or bronzes burn- 
ished on carefully prepared founda- 
tions. 

The essential methods in use to- 
day for preparation of the wooden 
frame for bronze and gold leaf are 
a good deal the same as they have 
been for centuries. We probably have 
better glues, and uniformity of ma- 
terials has resulted in more depend- 
ability of results, but there is still 
no way to produce the beautiful and 
ornamental gold frame that is still 
in good taste and eminently suited 
to some types of paintings, save by 
hand carving or detailed plaster 
work, repeated sizings of glue and 
gesso, followed by laborious hand 
gilding and burnishing. en 

A typical program for gilding 
begins with a coat of thin glue size, 
followed with five heavy coats of

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thick gesso and a smoothing with 
a pumice stone and water, then a 
glue size, a red clay size, a thin 
gilding size, gold leaf applied with 
gilder’s tip and some static electri- 
city from one’s hair, followed by 
hand burnishing. In addition, there 
may be and often are one or more 
coats of bronze applied to some parts 
of the frame, before the leaf. Gold 
leaf is not stretchable, and if the 
designs to be burnished contain many 
deep cuts, dry bronzing powder, 
dusted on a tacky size and protected 
with a lacquer or varnish will more 
than likely be used on all but the 
smoothest and most prominent deco- 
rations. 

It is thus evident why a brushed- 
on, prepared liquid and bronze mix- 
ture seldom adequately supplants the 
missing finish of an antique gold 
frame, and why replacement of orna- 
ments that have been broken off 
presents such a problem. There are 
a number of ways to touch up a 
damaged gold frame if it isn’t too 
seriously damaged, but the method to 
be used and the degree of “touching” 
has to be a matter of discretion if 
the result is to better the damaged 
frame. 

True, minor defections may some- 
times be covered with prepared 
bronzes so as not to be noticeable. 
Color is important. Bronzes come in 
a variety of shades and a little 
artists’ color-in-oil may be mixed 
with the bronzing mixture directly. 


An old frame may sometimes be

A world historical and cultural 
center for the “display and demon- 
straion of the art and science of 
photography in all its branches” is 
now functioning in Rochester, N. Y., 
as « living memorial to George East- 
mar, the chief creator of modern 
pho ography. , 

Te photographic institute, said to 
be the first of its kind anywhere, is 
loca ed in the magnificent Georgian 
Colcnial home at 900 East Avenue 
which Mr. Eastman built for himself 
and his mother in 1905 and which he 
beqicathed to the University of 
Roc!iester at the time of his death in 
Maizh, 1932. as a home for the Uni- 
versity’s president. 

By joint action of the University, 
the New York State Board of Regents, 
and the Eastman Kodak Company, the 
| project is set up as an educational 
institute to serve as an instruction 
and demonstration center covering 
photography from its earliest begin- 
'nings to its latest development. The 
institute is known as George Eastman 
' House Inc. It houses the historical 
' photographie collection assembied over 
a 30-year period by Mr. Eastman and 
' then by the Eastman Kodak Company, 
regarded as the best in the world and 
» covering the entire photographic field. 
' The institute, provides a “dynamic 
| demonstration of the history and con- 
tinuing progress of photography in all 
its stages,” and it is “an instructive 
' and internationally renowned collec- 
tion of photography from its incep- 
tion through the latest apparatus, 
' processes, and products, and the most 
‘interesting historical institute of 
photography in the world.” 

The University contributed the 37- 
room, three-story, fireproof residence 
with 10 aeres of landscaped grounds. 


Among the many special features 
that lend interest are, the large col- 
' lection of Daguerreotypes, Calotypes, 
_ the unique collection of wet collodion 
outfits, albumen prints, large groups 
_ of 19th century candid and miniature 
cameras, and the photographic albums 
of Victor Hugo, Emperor Napoleon 
III, and Queen Victoria. Historical 
material shows the development of

Shortly after World War I, Mr. 
Eastman purchased an extensive col- 
lection from Dr. J. M. Eder in Vienna. 
In 1939 the Eastman Kodak Company 
acquired in Paris the coilection of 
Gabriel Cromer, considered one of the 
best private collections. During and 
since that time other interesting 
material has been brought from Eng- 
land and the Continent having been 
acquired by donation, purchase, or by 
prying it out of odd corners where it 
had been stored for years. 


In recent years a specimen of major 
photographic processes that have been 
worked out, and of various stages dur- 
ing the development of such processes, 
has been collected. This applies parti- 
cularly to the color and graphic arts 
fields. 


Among the coilection’s valuable 
features are: examples of devices used 
in pre-photography days, such as the 
camera obscura, the Silhouette, and 
the Physionotrace; items relating to 
the work of Niepce; a large ccllection 
of Daguerreotypes, Daguerreotype ap- 
paratus, and personal items relating 
to Daguerre, together with a number 
of his sketches and paintings; Calo- 
types of Fox Talbot and D. P. Hill; 
wet collodion outfits: albumen prints 
aud Uartes-de-visites and books illus- 
trated by photographs; 19th century 
candid and miniature cameras used as 
secret devices; and the photograph 
albums of Victor Hugo, Emperor 
Napoleon III, and Queen Victoria. 


There is historical material show- 
ing the development of the dry plate 
and plate camera, roll film and roll- 
film cameras, the lens, printing pro- 
cesses, the motion-picture camera and 
projector, and materials for color 
photography. 


The motion-picture equipment in- 
cludes some of the earliest cameras 
and projectors. Two of Armat’s ori- 
ginal projector models are added. 
There are also several of the famous 
Gaumont three-color movie projectors 
with sound, dated 1912. 


_This collection includes samples of 
virtually all cameras ever made by 
Mr, Eastman, his company and its 
predecessors, contemporary cameras, 
other photographic apparatus made in 
various countries, catalogues, litera- 
ture, and trademark records. 
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French Masterpieces 
to be Shown in U. S. 


An exhibition of “French Drawings, 
Masterpieces from Five Centuries” 
will be brought to the United States 
this fall under the auspices of the 
Smithsonian Institution’s Traveling 
Exhibition Service. It will include 
150 drawings from the Louvre and 
other French museums and private 
collections and will be presented in 
five leading American museums start- 
ing with the National Gallery of Art, 
Washington, D, C., November 2 to 30. 
The tour will also include the Cleve- 
land Art Museum (December 9 - Jan- 
uary 10); City Art Museum of St. 
Louis (January 18 - February 16); 
Fogg Art Museum, Cambridge, Mass., 
(February 23 - March 8); and the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art in New 
York (March 15 - April 19). 

None of the drawings have been ex- 
hibited in the United States before. 
In fact, no exhibition in this country 
has ever shown the unbroken continui- 
ty of French master drawings from 
the 15th to 20th century. Most of the 
great French masters from Fouquet 
to Cezanne will be represented by a 
selection of their finest original draw- 
ings in ink, chalk, crayon, pencil, 
wash, and watercolor. Among ar- 
tists included are Boucher, Callot, 
Claude Lorraine, Clouet, Daumier, 
David, Degas, Delacroix, Fragonard 
(10 drawings), Ingres, Manet, Pous- 
sin (8 to 10 drawings), Toulouse- 
Lautrec, and Watteau (20 drawings). 
Besides these, artists not at all or not 
well represented in American collec- 
tions will be shown, such as Bellange, 
Chardin, Gillot, and Rigaud. 

This exhibition, which promises to 
be one of the most outstanding of the 
coming season, is sponsored by the 
French Government.

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a rich field ... THE TEXTILE HOBBY 


One of the more fascinating as- 
pects of collecting is that ones hobby 
need not remain static but may, like 
the economy, shift with the changing 
times. 

Because one has devoted years to 
collecting, say Ashburton goblets, 
there is no reason why, if the whimsy 
strikes him, he should not veer toward 
assembling mechanical banks or Cur- 
rier & Ives prints or Daguerrotype 
cases or lithophanes. 

This flexibility in the collecting 
mania — forgive the vulgar and af- 
fronting parlance! — should hold par- 
ticularly for hobbyists whose major 
vocational interest veers with the 
years. 

Let me cite an example of what I 
mean: 

For years, more, in fact, than he 
likes to recall, the writer earned his 
daily bread in the profession of news- 
papering. With his two sturdy typing 
fingers he pounded out upon the keys 
of his L. C. Smiths and Royals and 
Underwoods and Coronas ream after 
ream of something less than deathless 
prose. This wound up in cold and 
uncalculating type set 12 picas wide 
to satify the breathless curiosity of 
readers galore who sought to ascer- 
tain the mid-day temperatures, the 
score of the ball game, the verdict of 
the murder trial, and whether their 
benevolent City Fathers had finally 
determined upon the installation of 
parking meters, 

In line with his vocation, his hobby 
was collecting inkwells and_ type- 
writers, supplemented by early ex- 
amples of the printing art and sundry 
first editions. Even today these line 
the shelves of his study and spill over 
into the shamefully untidy corners of 
the room. In fact, only a few days 
ago he acquired a fine example of a 
Hall Type Writer vinted in the final 
quarter of the Nineteenth Century 
and a neat Blickensderfer machine 
patented July 15, 1890.

Coincidental with his vocation, he 
turned some years ago to newspaper 
photography which, while adding no 
butter to his bread, did lend spice to 
the daily routine. And, as his voca- 
tion expanded, so did his collecting. 

Whereas the emphasis formerly had 
been upon the acquisition of ink- 
stands and typewriters, it veered then 
toward acquiring Daguerrotypes and 
prints made from infrared film. To- 
day the prints grace the walls of his 
sanctum sanctorum and the Daguer- 
rotypes lie in neat array in boxes, 
row by row. 

A year ago, with something akin 
to that sudden madness which comes 
upon one with the advent of second 
childhood, he decided, after much 
soul-searching and breast-beating, to 
abandon the field of his younger days 
and turn to new pastures. He entered 
public relations, catering in particu- 
lar to the textile industry. 

Once again the emphasis in his col- 
lecting mania has shifted: He has be- 
gun to seek out such variegated items 
as spinning wheels, yarn winders, 
flax combs, wooden shuttles, examples 
of early textile production and the 


e. 

The new field, he is beginning to 
find, is tremendous, and utterly fas- 
cinating. 

In the first place, the size of the 
textile industry is delightfully appal- 
ling. That is to say that it is so wide 
as to afford a definite challenge, 
even to the semi-professional collec- 
tor who prides himself upon knowing 
just where to look for what. 

Employment in broad-woven fabrics 
mills had exceeded 604,000 by Febru- 
ary of last year. The cotton textile 
industry attained an all-time record 
rate of production in the first quarter 
of last year. Had that rate contin- 
ued throughout the year, the industry 
would have consumed the amazing 
total of 11,500,000 bales of raw cot- 
ton. Even the normal peacetime cot- 
ton consumption amounted to nearly 
9,000,000 bales annually. 


There were 23,207,000 cotton sys- 


tem. spindles at the beginning of last 
year, and 20,900,000 of these were 
consuming cotton. During the peak 
production period of February, 1951, 
America’s cotton system spindles 
were active at 150 per cent of capaci- 
ty under two-shift mill operations. 
Enough of dry statistics. But the 
figures are cited to show the immens- 


ity of the industry and the number 
of persons directly affected’ by its 
operations. In New England and the 
Southeast the textile industry long 
has been the bulwark of the econoniy. 

There should, then, be far more 
collectors of textile antiques than 


seems to be the case today. Their § 


relative paucity of numbers may be 
attributed, in all probability, to the 
regrettable misconception that tex- 
tiles lack the “romantic” appeal of 
old glass, Wedgwood jasperware and 
Hepplewhite furniture. 

Was there, then, no Baron Stiegel, 
no Thomas Turner, no Dunean Phyfe 
of textiles? Have there been for the 
textile industry no Stourbridges, no 
Dresdens, no Williamsburgs? 

Besh! The romance is there, and 
the pioneers are there too; but the 
historians, alas, have done a sorry job 
in prying aside the cobwebs which 
still shroud the beginnings of the tex- 
tile industry, even in America. 

No Casper Wistar of Textiles? In- 
deed there has been, not one but 
several. Surely we have not forgo*- 
ten Eli Whitney, ‘who, while on a visit 
in Georgia, invented the cotton gin 
which magically separated the seed 
from the cotton and upon which he 
obtained a patent in 1793? Nor Sam- 
uel Slater, the imigrant from England 
who in 1790 built what was probably 
the first cotton mill operated 
throughout by water power to spin 
cotton yarn successfully in _ this 
country? Nor the Providence, R. I, 
coppersmith Daniel Jackson, who put 
into operation the first cotton spin- 
ning jenny in 1786? Jacob Sloat, who 
established the first cotton twine fac-

4nd do we not remember that 
great English inventor Sir Richard 
Arkwright, who invented the spin- 
ning frame in the mid-Eighteenth 
Century? And John Kay, the English- 
man who invented the flying shuttle? 

There are many names lesser 
known but whose bearers have con- 
tributed immeasureably to the pro- 
gress of the great textile industry. 
Ther: was, for example, a mechanic 
namcd James H. Northrop, an em- 
ploye of the Draper Corporation of 
Hopedale, Mass., who, it is recorded, 
inverted in 1894 the first automatic 
loom which has taken its place among 
the major textile inventions of all 
time. Only a few years ago, inci- 
dent: ly, two of these looms turned 
up i: North Carolina. Research de- 
term ned they were manufactured in 
1896 and were shipped in that year 
to the Henrietta Mills at Caroleen, 
N. (. Realizing their historic im- 
portsnce, the late G. Ellsworth Hug- 
gins, former president of Henrietta 
Mills. decided the “finds” should be 
pres rved. One of them, in ac- 
cord::nce with his wishes, was donated 
by Henrietta Mills to the old Slater 
Mill Association for preservation in 
the old Slater Mill at Pawtucket, R. I., 
now a museum. 

Al:hough there is no accurate rec- 
ord of what might have been the first 
American industrial plant for the 
spinsing and weaving of cotton, one 
of the first plants to remain in oper- 


fation for any length of time was 
built in Beverly, Mass., in 1787. No 
‘less an authority than George Wash- 
‘ington provided proof that this mill 
was a going concern in 1789, for his 
‘personal diary, according to the Tex- 
| tile

Take another look: 

It was in the year of 1789 on James 
Island, near Charleston, S. C., that 
Mrs. Frances Ramage, widow of a 
South Carolina planter, established a 
crude cotton mill powered by mules. 
re- 
cords an account of that pioneer mill 


‘in one of its issues in the same year 


the structure was built. 
There is Lincolnton, N. C., where 


‘the first successful mill in the South 


is said to have been operated by Sam- 


'uel Schenck in 1818. Known as the 
sLincoln Cotton Factory, 
‘many of its machines from Rhode 


it bought 


Island and had them transported from 
Philadelphia to Lincolnton by wagon. 
This mill operated until the War Be- 
tween the States, ‘when it was burned. 

As for industry pioneers about 


whose memory hovers a halo or ro- 


mance, there are few to compare 
with William Gregg, acknowledged 
as the South’s real pioneer in large- 
scale textile manufacturing. The 
mill he built in Graniteville, S. C., in 
1845 is still operating under its origi- 
nal charter. 

Gregg himself was a crusader for 
betterment of the South and 
for its industrial expansion. He built 


‘mill villages of comfortable cottages, 
many of which stand today. He pro- 
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hibited child labor and _ school at- 
tendance was compulsory. He furnished 
free textbooks and used only free 
white labor at a time when some fac- 
tories were using slaves. 

As a young man, Gregg was a 
watchmaker, silversmith and jeweler. 
He began to publish essays that were 
contrary to the political and economic 
theories of his day. Incidentally, 
these today are still widely read docu- 
ments. F'inally, he decided to prove 
his theories and obtained from the 
South Carolina Legislature a charter 
to build a cotton mill. 

He did prove his ideas were work- 
able by making an outstanding suc- 
cess of his venture. William Gregg 
died as he lived — with his workers. 
A flood broke the dam of his mill 
stream. He worked deep in the water 
with his men. A few days later he 
was dead of pneumonia. 

These are only a few random notes, 
but they may serve to indicate that 
the textile industry, no less than the 
glass industry, the pottery and porce- 
lain industry, and furniture industry 
had beginnings abounding in mystery 
and romance and adventure. 

There are still many relics of the 
early textile days in this country 
which may be collected, but in recent 
years they have been rapidly disap- 
pearing. 

Only a few days ago the writer 
came across a boxful of silk workers’ 
tools — about three dozen of them. 
They were offered at auction. The 
successful bid? Twenty-five cents. 
Two ancient hand-made wooden 
shuttles were acquired for 50 cents. 
The same amount bought a hand- 
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made flax comb. A yarn winder in 
excellent operating condition came 
higher—fourteen dollars. 

One may still find, too, many mag- 
nificent examples of the home textile 
art — hooked rugs, quilting, table 
linen, draperies, embroidery, samp- 
lers, fine laces and other items. 

The “Textile Arts” section ii 
HOBBIES should prove a boon te 
those interested in pursuing a collec:

And what could make a more 
appropriate collection than those 
things which are identified with one 
of America’s oldest and largest in- 
dustries ?

The Cleveland Museum purchased 
the set of prints from the collection of 
the Princes of Liechtenstein. 

The artist was born in Venice, 
when as Queen of the Adriatic she 
practically ruled the world economi- 
cally. He came into his skills just at 
the point when Venice, artistically 
slower than Rome and Florence, was 
also entering into a further awaken- 
ing into her High Renaissance in 
which she surpassed all the rest. 
Jacopo was trained in a school which 
was influenced by a northern art, 
especially that of Albrecht Durer. The 
meticulous patience of the little draw- 
ings and his smooth technical skill 
are very German. After 1500 he went 
north as Court Painter to the Emper- 
cr Maximilian in various German 
towns, later he painted for Philip of 
Burgundy, then for the Archduchess

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Dress Your “Child” Doll 
as a Child

As a showing of dolls not long 
ago there were some beautiful Bis- 
que-headed dolls of the 1880’s attired 
in long, sweeping dresses with frills 
and furbelows. They were fascinat- 
ing, these home fashioned costumes 
of silks and satins, rich brocades and 
real laces, and yet, incongruous, too, 
for every one of the dolls in this 
particuar group had been made at 
a factory to represent a child, with 
child-proportions and the expressions 
of children. One had to admire the 
skill and workmanship put into the 
dressmaker’s art, so difficult to 
maintain in miniature, and yet how 
much more attractive and interest- 
ing if the little dresses had been 
made to suit the doll’s personality, 
a little girl of the period, or perhaps 
a child heroine of a story book or 
a Mother Goose character such as 
McLoughlin Brothers and Raphael 
Tuck and Sons Company published 
in the form of paper dolls in the 
last century. 

Many of the china-headed dolls of 
the 1880’s were intended to represent 
half-grown girls, and, dressed as 
such, they could easily be mistaken 
for representing the women of the 
period, for the costume of the teen- 
ager at that time was similar to her 


Mother’s except that the edge of the 
girl’s skirt came to the top of her 
high buttoned shoes, while “Mam- 
ma’s” trailed in the dirt. 

The illustrations and their des- 
criptions with this article are copied 
from out-of-print volumes of old 
fashioned magazines for the years 
1885-1886 in the hope that they will 
serve aS a guide in dressing dolls of 
this period. The Adeliza outfit and 
the Geraldine costume (see illustra- 
tions F and G) would be most suit- 
able for the common china-heads of 
the late 19th century, for these in all 
likelihood were made to represent the 


teen-age girl. ,

The skirt is at- 
tached in broad box plaits to a plain 
very short waist, that is made to 
appear still shorter by the addition 
ot a girdle of wide braid made in a 
leng looped bow in front, the ends 
of which are ravelled to form fringe. 
This makes ur nicely in any of the 
popular plain, checked or mixed 
cloth, and, for dressy wear, in plush. 
It requires no trimming, but cloths 
are rendered a little more showy by 
the use of velvet or plush of the 
same color for the collar and cuffs.”

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In button collecting as in every other avocation, en- 
thusiasm is the keynote. Unless you like what you are 
doing that certain “something” or incentive is not there. 

One of the most interesting half hours we have had 
in some time was spent recently with a button collector, 
who has a great enthusiasm for her hobby, and she was 
rearranging some of her specimens to suit her own in- 
terest. 

She had taken Dorothy Foster Brown’s beautifully 
illustrated book, “Button Parade” and with that as a 
guide arranged some of her button trays to represent 
different seasons. 

For her “Harvest Festival” tray which she planned 
to display in a local harvest festival celebration, she 
was arranging a group of buttons showing the fruits of 
Mother Nature at the harvest season. There were speci- 
mens showing the acorn, ones showing ears of corn, 
fruits, berries, “the horn of plenty,” with fruit and 
grains, and ad infinitum. 

Around these buttons she planned to show appropri- 
ate antique prints of things relating to the traditional 
harvest in the United States, with books and prints of 
harvests in cther parts of the world. 

To point out a few of the buttons that are adaptable 
to this field we list here some of the groupings from 
Miss Brown’s drawings on fruits and vegetables, in case 
others, and particularly the newer collectors are looking 
for suitable button designs for a “Harvest Festival.” 

Miss Brown’s descriptions are as follows: 


No. 1 is a conventionalized Pineapple—the only kind I 
could find, on an old button. ade of plain and mulberry- 
finished brass, with concave background. 
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No. 2 shows a ‘Fruit Piece’? made up of different kinds 
of fruits—apples, pears, grapes and cherries. It is made of 
light metal, with a frosty finish, which resembles silver lustre, 
Tin back. 

No. 3. 
ground. Brass with 
tinted ground. 

No. 4 shows an Apple, in very high relief. It is all brass, 
and made after 1847. Reverse: “D. Evans & Co. Ext.” 

No. I think these are Raspberries, but perhaps hey 
are Blackberries—or possibly Loganberries; at any rate -hey 
are Berries! They are of light metal, on a concave Conipo- 
sition background. Metal shank. 

No. 6 Unfortunately, I am not a fruit-grower nor any 
kind of horticulturist. At first glance, I called these Apoles, 
but further thought led me to believe that they migh: be 
Quinces. If they are apples, they are a different variety ‘rom 
No. 4. They are shown in high relief, and are made of brass, 
plated with oxidized silver. 

No. 7. This button is excellent in design, as well as being 
a@ very good representation of Pine Cones. It is bronze. 
finished brass, convex, oue-piece, with cut-out background, 

No. 8. Grapes are found on buttons more often than any 
other fruit—probably because they are so decorative. ‘“hey 
are found in so many arrangements and materials that it was 
hard to decide which Grape button to show. These grapes are 
light metal, possibly pewter, in high relief against a concave 
background of bronze-finished brass. The collector who 
ee" can make a very good showing with Grape buttons 
alone. 

No. 9. I was rather doubtful about including this Wheat 
button—(Is wheat a fruit or a vegetable?)—but I finally did 
After all, such an important ‘staple product’’ should be in- 
ee somewhere! Bronzc-finished brass, with the wheat in 
relief. 

No. 10 shows a Basket of Fruit, with rake and shovel, and 
a few flowers thrown in for good measure. One-piece pewter 
with ‘cut-out background. 

No. 11 is a one-piece brass button, with the Ear of Com 
in high relief and an etched border. I think the background 
was colored, originally. c. 1865-70.

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CABINETMAKING IN AMERICA 
DURING THE SEVENTEENTH & EIGHTEENTH CENTURIES 


The Eighteenth Century; William 


In all the colonies of the New 
World, the first half of the cighteenth 
century was a time of much prosper- 
ity. In New England, such towns as 
Portsmouth, N. H., and Salem and 
Boston, in Massachusetts, competed 
in beauty and elegance with the royal

town of Williamsburg in Virginia. 
Philadelphia, and Baltimore, New 
York City and Charleston, S. C., all 
became important. These years wit- 
nessed the growth of many small 
settlements into thriving towns and 
the beginning of innumerable new

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colonies from Maine to Virginia. It 
saw, also, a westward trend of colon- 
ization away from the coastline, gen. 
erally along the rivers. It was a time 
of developing trade, of growing in- 
dustries, and of more luxury. 
During the last half of the century, 
there was increasing conflict with the 
mother country, a _ conflict which 
ended in the struggle for independence 
and the beginning of the New Repub- 
lic. This was also a time of heart 
aches, economic difficulties, blood. 
shed and finally of courageous hope, 


Although many speak of this eight- 
eenth century as though it were a 
ceutury of sameness, it ‘was one in 
wich there was a gradual change 
from the simplicity, the hardships, 
and the crudeness of the Early Amer 
ican period in which mere survival 
was the greatest problem of the set: 
tlers, to the increased comfort ant 
richness of the period known as Wil- 
liam and Mary, to the magnificence 
and rococo of the Chippendale, and 
after the Revolution to the delicate 
and classic style known as Adam ant 
the equally classic and elegant Hep- 
plewhite and Sheraton. 

In considering these various peri- 
ods as they relate to our general sub- 
jec+ of cabinetmaking in the colonies, 
we must keep in mind three im- 
ocrtant facts. First there was a time 
ag in various sections of the country 
.n the appearance of new styles and 
designs, a time lag dependent upo 
distance from the seaports and lack 
of means of easy transportation and 
communications. Secondly, there was 
an overlapping of the different periol 
styles. Often a single feature alone 
proclaimed the coming of a new in: 
portant change in furniture design 
Thirdly, there were differences in the 
interpretation of the newly introduced 
styles by local workmen in different 
sections of the country. 

During the entire eighteenth cer- 
tury in spite of anger and conflict 
with the mother country, the colonists 
still looked to England for their styles 
in architecture and furniture, evel 
though they might be influenced t

This chair 
has the usual baluster-turned and canted 
uprights enclosing a tall narrow palen with 
leaf-scrolled cresting, open arms on turned 
supports, caned seat, turned and blocked 
legs and stretchers but instead of the 
usual type foot, the front feet are curiously 
hoof-shaped. These chairs were often 


painted as is this illustrated example.

some extent by workmen and ideas 
from the continent. 

Although William and Mary came 
to the throne of England in 1689, it 
is doubtful whether furniture in this 
so-called William and Mary style 
reached the colonies before 1700. Al- 
though it is known that much furni- 
ture was made in the colonies as early 
as the turn of the century, it is also 
certain that many pieces were brought 
in by new settlers and these im- 
ported pieces became the models for 
the local workmen. Although this new 
type furniture was often made of 
oak as was that of the preceding 
Jacobean period, it was much lighter 
in construction and less bulky in de- 
sign. The chairs were considerably 
more comfortable and even looked so. 

Since in America we followed the 
English styles, it might be well to 
take a quick glance at the background 
of this change in furniture design in 
England. The Edict of Nantes had 
been revoked in 1685, and following 
this there was an influx into England 
of skilled Huguenot cabinetmakers 
and textile workers, and these excel- 
lent craftsmen had no little influence

in improving the prevailing style. 
Then, too, William III was a Dutch- 
man by birth and preferred the furni- 
ture of his own country and France. 
He made a Frenchman, Daniel Marot, 
his Minister of Works, and Marot be- 
came the leader of fashion in decor- 
ation. 

Outstanding characteristics of the 
William and Mary furniture are the 
turned legs with inverted cups and 
the serpentine-shaped stretcher. The 
double-arched back 'was used on cabi- 
nets and settees. Chair backs were 
high and rounded at the top with 
carving. The acanthus leaf and 
cockle shell were both used for this 
purpose. Chair legs were square, 
spiral, turned or octagonal with hoof, 
claw and ball, or bun feet. Toward 
the end of the period, the cabriole 


leg came in, the Spanish scroll was 
introduced and block feet were used 
on chests. Most of these features 
were the direct result of the Dutch 
influence. 

About 1700. the banister-back chair, 
both with and without arms, became 
popular. Some of the furniture was 
painted to give bright spots of color 
within the house. The wing chair 
made its appearance and day beds 
and settees became increasingly num- 
erous, either upholstered or with 
loose cushions of fabric. Upholstered 
stools also became popular. Beds 
were very tall with elaborate hang: 
ings. Highboys appeared around 
1700 and rapidly became a favorite 
with Colonial cabinetmakers. The 
greater number were made with six 
trumpet-shaped legs with ball feet 
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and flat cyma-curved _ stretchers. 
Occasionally the spiral-turned legs 
were used. Often a matching lowboy 
accompanied the highboy. 

liven in these early days Queen 
Mery made the collecting of por- 
celains lately introduced from China 
a ‘ashionable pursuit, and so china 
cabinets appeared on the scene. 

in England during this period wal- 
nu’ was the popular wood for furni- 
tuie-making but in America other 
native woods were more commonly 
used, and very early in the eighteenth 
century mahogany brought in from 
the West Indies was being employed 
by the colonial cabinetmakers, some 
twenty-five years earlier than its 
int-oduction into England. Marquetry 
became a very important feature 
of furniture decoraticn during these 
yecrs and some of the most beautiful 
eximples of furniture in this style 
weve made at this time. 

l'rom the Orient, by way of Hoi- 
land, came the knowledge of lac- 
quring which became the vogue in 
Enzland and continued with decreas- 
ing popularity until the very last 
yexrs of the eighteenth century. The 
fad spread to the colonies and some 
of the work done before 1735 was 
very good. in Boston, as early as 
1700, David Mason was advertising 
his ability to do this japanning as 
well as gilding, painting and varnish- 
ing. However, this type of decorated 
furniture never became as popular 
in the colonies as in England. ‘There 
were, I think, two reasons, at least 
for this. Had the vogue reached the 
colonies at the end of the eighteenth 
century, when the so-called China 
trade was at its height, it would have 
been accepted with great enthusiasm, 
as were all the other exotic wonders 
of Cathay. Early in the eighteenth 
century, however, the adoption of 
Oriental products as a desirable and 
beloved addition to home furnishings 
had not begun. Then, too, lac has 
one quality peculiar unto itself. It 
dries best in a damp atmosphere and 
needs a certain amount of humidity 
to keep it in good condition. In Amer- 
ica, especially in New England, it 
disintegrates rapidly. 

Although Queen Anne came to the 
throne in England in 1702, the fur- 
niture style known as William and 
Mary continued in America well 
through the first quarter of the 
eighteenth century even in the homes 
of the most fashionable. Here and 
there in the homes of the most so- 
phisticated in important seaport 
towns, there appeared evidences of 
the coming change in furniture de- 
sign. About 1725 a decided change 
occurred in house types in the colo- 
nies as well as in furniture making. 
The colonists now demanded more 
comfortable homes and ‘we find the 
Georgian house popular in England 
at this time finding its way to the 
New World. By this time the Amer- 
ican colonist could have whatever he 
desired and could afford in the way 
of fashionable costumes, houses, fur- 
nis! hings and accessories and these 
Were in every way comparable to 
those available in England at the 
same time.

An early Rhode Island Child’s Windsor chair is 
on top of the wine chest, so made that it may 
be placed upon a stool or chair at mealtime. 
This chair is unique to the Windsor collector, 
since the eighteen spindles of the back com- 
promise what is probably the highest number 
in any existing Windsor. Received by us from 
the collection of the late Arthur Leslie Green, 
Newport, many of whose Windsors are shown 
by Nutting: 2552, 2566, 2676, 2690, etc. Had 
this chair been discovered in 1916, when Nut- 
ting was completing his Windsor Handbook, it 
surely should have been pictured. It has been 
in museum display for some thirty years with 
the Green collection. 

The Fanback Windsor Armchair is similar to 
Wallace Nutting’s No. 2607, with unusual arm 
arrangement and very widely splayed bracing 
spindles. Nutting considered it’s merit 
high, and the highest of it’s type’ 
now the braced, bow-back Rhode Island Windsor 
with deep saddle seat, well chamfered at the 
edges; crisply turned New England legs, and bul- 
bous three-way stretcher having cusps turned 
into the spreader. Nutting thought a chair with 
finely molded balloon bow and these features 
“the highest, for it’s type’’. 

Dating c 1790, not so early as the chairs but of 
excellent styling, the spiderleg candlestand has 
&@ nice pedestal turning and quite delicate legs, 
a3 well as a fine oval top. A similar one may 
be seen in Miller’s books. The brass saucer 
candlestick upon it is from the Green estate, 
and the pale amethyst firing glass, probably 
Amelung is from the Annis Baker estate.

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RESTORING OLD FRAMES

matched almost exactly with an 
added bit of green or brown. It is 
well to apply the mixture a bit 
darker than the eventually desired 
color, rubbing off the surplus with 
arag to attain a bit of highlighting 
and to keep the undamaged finish 
clear. 

If the broken out portions are 
sizeable it may be necessary to 
build up with plaster (there are a 
number of crack fillers, patching 
plasters, etc., that may be used like 
putty to rebuild plaster ornaments.) 
Casting can even be resorted to, 
using some of our modern casting 
matrices such as clay glycerine mix- 
tures, or latex, to make temporary 
or permanent molds as the case may 
require. 

Atter the ornaments are replaced 
carved down and sanded to smooth- 
ness, achievement of a burnish like 
the original may entail a series of 
coats like those described above, 
beginning with shellac or glue size 
and ending with a final coat of red 
clay size and gold leaf, and even 
after this it may be necessary to tone 
down a bit with color to match the 
temper of antiquity. 


Age, however, is on the side of 
the restorer, and it should be possible 
to replace ornaments without going 
through all the original steps. Shel- 
lac followed by a varnish glue size 
can be used for leaf, with, almost as 
brilliant a burnish as the longer pro- 
cess. If the original gold is not too 
brilliant, this might suffice. A sim- 
pler treatment is to dust and rub 
dry bronzing powder on the same 
sort of tacky varnish size. Color of 
bronze must match however. 


A simple method that sometimes 
can be used, is to mix bronzing pow- 
der with furniture wax, apply with 
arag and later polish. If the tarnish 
on the rest of the frame is dark 
enough even a mixture of bronzing 
liquid and colors in oil applied with 
a brush and rubbed off with a rag 
as described above, may do for even 
parts of prominent decorations. 


Refinishing old frames in their en- 
tirety is seldom necessary or desir- 
able. As a matter of fact there are 
few pictures that can stand a bright 
lustrous gold such as would come 
from a ground-up regilding job, and 
there are many gold frames that 
rather need toning down to efface 
their garish brilliance. 


It is difficult to understand how 
some atrocities have been committed 
under the head of framing. If pro- 
tection to a picture were the soie 
consideration almost anything ‘would 
do, but the efforts of many an artist 
have been nullified by inartistic souls 
who tried to advertise their states of 
wealth with impressive gold frames. 


Width and depth of moulding, col- 
ors, degree of ornamentation, char- 
acter of design, gold leaf or bronze 
or lack of either, inner linings, and a 
number of other details are all prime 
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considerations when framing pictures, 
and the selection of the best combina- 
tion and illumination to set off the 
result makes the difference between 
just a framed canvas and a stunning 
decoration. 

If a frame is otherwise suitable but 
lacks sympathy in color with its sub- 
ject, it may be toned or colored in 
several ways. The commonest method 
is to apply a thin mixture of stain or 
paint in turpentine, and rub it off 
with a rag. (Test out the color on 
the edge of the frame before apply- 
ing it in toto.) 

Another method is to apply the col- 
or as a form of gesso. Cascin paints 
— at least those without rubber base 
— are something like the old time 
gessos, and the paste directly as it 
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comes from the can without admix- 
ture of water is very similar in ap- 
pearance and behavior to that made 
in the time tried manner with glue 
size and whiting. Such paints may be 
sometimes thinned with water and 
colored as a toning mixture to be 
used in the same way as a turpentine 
toner. Even some of the newer wax 
emulsions used for waxing furniture 
and floors mix well with dry colors 
and may be used for toning frames. 
In any event, however, even though 
repeated coats of gesso can sometimes 
be put one over the other on a frame 
without any injury to eifect, the ap- 
piication oi a toner to a picture Irame 
should be attended with more artistic 
thought than zeal, more caution than 
elbow grease.

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The Viking Pattern

Many collectors are interested in 
the Viking pattern of pressed glass 
and some have found matching pieces 
in silver-plated ware. The two com- 
bined make an attractive ensemble for 
the table. The pattern name is de- 
rived from the Viking head which 
adorns every piece, either at the base 
forming small feet or as the knob on 
the cover. 


A certain aura of mystery and 
romance surrounds the Vikings, and 
every few years a new interest de- 
velops in these sea-faring peoples 
who are said to have been the first 
discoverers of our land. 


Only a year or so ago an eastern 
professor related, in a popular maga- 
zine, a fascinating story of his suc- 
cess in following clues with which he 
endeavored to prove that he had tang- 
ible evidence of the landing of these 
fearless men from Norway on our 
shores almost five hundred years be- 
fore Columbus sailed in the Santa 
Maria. 


A number of histories of the Vik- 
ings were published during the mid- 
dle years of the last century, one of 
the most important being a four-vol- 
ume treatise by Munche. This re- 
newed interest on the part of ~ub- 
lishers was reflected in the designs 
of articles used in everyday living. 
Silverware, glassware, and _ buttons 
= all adorned with this Viking 
ead. 


Qn some pieces of glassware, and 
on many pieces of silver, a goat’s 
head was used in place of or along 
with the Viking head. The corrugated 
horn of the Norway breed of goat had 
decorative possibilities which the de- 
signers used to good advantage. 


Similar pieces of silverware have 
different maker’s names on _ them. 
One mark is the Webster Manufactur- 
ing Company which was operating 
under that name as early as 1859. 
In the 1860’s the firm became E. G. 
Webster and Bro., and this later 
mark is found, too. Another mark 
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often seen is Rogers and Bros. of 
Waterbury, Connecticut. This Com- 
was founded in 1858 and con- 


any 
eed in business as late as the 
1880's. On some piece of silver the 
mark of Webster Manufacturing 


Company has been partially obliter- 
ated, apparently by Rogers and Bros., 
who no doubt bought much of the 
steck of the first company and then 
put their own mark on each piece be- 
fore placing the product on the 
maret. 

The marks of the above makers 
would indicate that the silver was 
made ten years or so after the middle 
of tie nineteenth century and prob- 
ably during the next twenty or thirty 
years. A silver tea service marked 
Rogers and Bros. included a coffee 
um, two coffee-pots, a teapot, sugar, 
creamer, and waste bowl; and there 
was probably a large matching tray. 
The coffee urn has a goat’s head at 
the base of each of the two handles; 
and four stylized hoofs form the 
footed base. 

O:: the other handled pieces, the 
Viking head is used on the four feet 
and the goat’s head at the base of the 
handle. The Viking head is found 
under the spout of the cream pitcher, 
but only a conventional design is 
used under the spout of the tea and 
coffee-pots. 

Many of the covered pieces in sil- 
‘ver, including the coffee urn and the 
tea and coffee-pots in the above men- 
tioned set, have as a knob on the cov- 
fer what seems to be a water bird, 
‘perhaps a crane, with its head and 
neck bent over forming a complete 
‘arch of its body. The bird has a 
‘berry in its mouth. Around its feet 


fare small five-petaled flowers, and 


leaves that look much like those of 
the morning glory. The etched de- 
signs on the sides of each piece com- 
‘bine wheat and flowers similar to 
fuschias or blue-bells. Other knobs 
may have been used by different 
manufacturers. 

Simpson, Hall, Miller and Com- 
pany made silver caster sets with a 
bell on the handle and the goat’s 
head standing out in relief around 
the side of the frame. This firm was 
incorporated in 1866. 

The pressed glass Viking pattern 
is better known than the same de- 
sign in silver. The glass pieces may 
be found in a large oval platter, oval

Exactly one hundred years ago 
Daniel Webster and Henry Clay, the 
two greatest compromisers or “ap- 
peasers” of Americana died within 
the same year — just two years after 
the death of John C. Calhoun, the 
greatest foe of appeasement in A- 
mericana. But the souls of John C. 
Calhoun and John Brown kept march- 
ing on into our greatest war eight 
years later. 

What real service to America was 
performed by Clay, “The Great Paci- 
ficator,” of the border South, and by 
the New England Webster with his 
plea for, “Liberty and Union, now 
and forever, one and inseparable?” 
Our answer will throw much light on 
all of the “peace” discussions about 
the world today, including the ap- 
parent travesty in Korea. 

One of our oldest and wisest col- 
lectors of historical literature and old 


legal documents credits these two men: 


and their associates with saving the 
Union by constantly presenting, from 
1820 to 1850 all of the basic zones 
of agreement between the North and 
the South, to be picked up and used 
again after the war. He credits the 
appeaser Chamberlain ‘with saving 
the democratic bits of the world by 
delays needed for defense of that 
world. He claims that the appeaser 
throughout history has been the man 
who plunges in and loses his own 
political life and his own place in his- 
tory to save his drowning country. 

We find ourselves disgusted with 
the horrid costs, fatalities and risks 
of our “One World” appeasement of 
today. But we realize that under- 
standing is the present great need of 
the future world. In the course of 
understanding, we should even try to 
understand appeasers. So, we pass on 
to you these thoughts of a scholar, 
older and wiser than ourselves. 





Are we living by the sword? Shall 
we perish by the sword? 

Our ‘whole domestic economy is 
primarily based on “defense” pro- 
duction. The jobs of our workers, the 
shoes and food of their children de- 
pend directly or indirectly on this key 
element of the economy staying in 
place. In 1952 commercial solvency 


depends on “defense” contracts. The 
people will not be kidded. A majority 
are going to vote to keep it going, 
unless and wuntil someone can tell 
them clearly, exactly what else could 
be done to save their business or 
their family income. It is a time to 
think, not merely talk — and we are 
thinking. 

Both of our political parties are 
out on a “crusade” to save religion 
and decency from communism, with a 
left hand threat that the ungodly will 
be bombing out our cities and drop- 
ping from the skies to eat us up raw, 
with blood dripping from their fangs. 
Most of this is tommyrot and political 
double-talk, but we are going to vote 
to save business and family living by 
“defense” contracts until somebody 
shows us the same certainty to be 
achieved in more constructive ways. 
Until they speak very clearly we 
shall keep on beating our potential 
plowshares into swords. . 

Deflation is the last horrible, in- 
tense spasm of the disease of painful 
inflation. It is the most frightening 
“monkey on the back” of the financial 
inflation addict. We find we are hav- 
ing to take more and more “defense” 
dope each year to ease the pangs of 
inflation. It causes more inflation, 
but for the time protects us from the 
horrors of deflation. Our politicians 
keep assuring us “in a short time” 
we shall begin to reduce the doses. 

Every Tom, Dick and Harry knows 
that the immense labor and material 
that the world puts into “defense” is 
total waste for the world, a world 
that needs just now so many, many 
other things it can not have. Few in- 
deed really believe that more and 
more “defense” production of this 
country is going to cause the other 
fellow to reduce his “defense” pro- 
duction. a acd 

Is there a cure for this addiction to 
“defense” inflation? We think there 
is. We hear rumors of it on the way. 
Some of our best economists are be-

Being a brief report of the comings, goings, and happenings 
at the Lightner Museum of Hobbies, St. Augustine, Florida 


From Miss Alta Wright of Orlando, 
Fla., comes the donation to the Mu- 
seum of a collection of match covers 
and accompanying them are two 
ribbons, awards given to her at the 
Central Florida Exposition in Orlan- 
do, a first recognition in 1947 and 
second in 1948. 

The covers are 816 in number and 
grouped on cards under 42 different 
classifications, 12 to the card. It pre- 
sents an attractive and representa- 
tive collection. 


Describing the beauties of the his- 
torical old city of St. Augustine re- 
cently, the Miami Herald has this to 
say of the Museum: 

“FIRST OF THE TRIO of new- 
comers was the fabulous Lightner 
Museum of Hobbies, formerly located 
in Chicago. 

“A vast treasure house of interest 
to all ages, it covers two city biocks 
—in the handsome old Alcazar Hotel 
building, one of Henry M. Flagler’s 
early resort palaces. 

“These lifetime accumulations of 
hobby collectors from all over the 
world were given to the City of St. 
Augustine in trust by the late Otto 
C. Lightner, world renowned collector 
and publisher of Hobbies Magazine. 

“So immense and diversified is this 
presentation that patrons are permit- 
ted to wander about at will, lingering 
as long as they wish before the exhi- 
bit which holds a special fascination 
to them. And it’s continually grow- 
ing, so return visits are as popular 
with local residents as _ first-time 
tourists.” , 


A columnist writing in the Tampa 
Tribune as of August 17 comments 
as follows: 


“I was particularly interested in 
the folder put out by the Lightner 
Museum of St. Augustine. It is lo- 
cated in the downtown area, in an 
old Flagler hotel, the Alcazar, which 
is owned and sponsored by the City 
of St. Augustine. The beautifully 
colored brochure showed a picture of 
the Crystal Room where antique 
glassware was on display, including 
rare candelabra. There were other 
pictures of art treasures, dolls of the 
world, early musical instruments, an- 
cient costumes, stuffed birds, and a 
magnificent shell collection.” 


The following material appeared 
in the Deland, Fla., Sun News some 
time ago, and it is typical also of the 


great interest and approval that the 
Museum is eliciting from newspapers 
of the State and Nation: 

“Treasures of the entire world are 
to be found in the exhibits at the 
Lightner Museum. We had heard 
this hobby museum praised by many; 
but until we went through it our- 
selves, we had no idea of the variety 
and quality of the collections assem- 
bled under one roof. 

“It is ‘tops’ and our only regret 
is that we didn’t have time enough 
to do more than scan the thousands 
of treasurse. We’re going back and 
spend an entire day there as we 
missed so much by hurrying. 

“By going to St. Augustine two 
days you could manage to see other 
historical attractions and spend 
enough hours in the Lightner Muse- 
um to do it justice. 

“What do you like? Whatever it 
is, it’s there. From collections of 
shaving mugs, to branding irons, 
from dolls to old firearms, from Val- 
entines to stamps, from shoes to 
buttons. ‘ 

“From marbles to mother of pear! 
objects of art, it is astonishing to 
come upon so many varieties of col- 
lections. 

“The carved wood room is breath- 
taking in its beauty and artistry. 
Everything from walls to rafters is 
hand-carved. Besides hand-carved 
paneling there are massive pieces 
of furniture in which intricate de- 
signs have been hewn. There are 
life sized replicas of knights in ar- 
mor and even a full sized bear. 
Every hair on the bear’s body has 
been carved by hand. 

“Do you like music? You will be 
astonished at the variety and tone 
of instruments and mechanical de- 
vices used in the past. The juke box 
of yesterday was a five fiddled af- 
fair in which you could see the bows 
play on the strings. 

“This Museum isn’t a _ hushed, 
dead mausoleum of the past. In the 
music room instruments used a hun- 
dred or more years ago play for 
you. 

“Imagine a mosaic ceiling which 
on closer inspection turns out to be 
an arrangement of cigar bands. 

“Cost for adults was $.78 and for 
children less and.it’s the best $.78 
worth I’ve found in the whole Uni- 
ted States. You can arrange to 
leave and return at no extra cost. 
Every minute spent there is enter- 
taining, educational and _interest- 
ing.”

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Frederick Carder 


Those to whom the name of 
Steuben Glass brings memories of 
loveliness and beauty will be 
interested to know that the man re- 
sponsible for their creation, Freder- 
ick Carder, is being currently honored 
by the Corning Glass Center with a 
special exhibition of his life and 
works. 

First opened to the public on Feb- 
ruary 19, the exhibition features a 
chronological review of Mr. Carder’s 
work from the 1870’s to the present 
day in the mediums of glass, bronze 
and oil on canvas. A continuous hor- 
izontal mural narrates his life and 
work with photographs and labels. 

As a pupil of John Northwood, 
creator of the famed “Pegasus Vase”, 
Carder, first mastered the technique 
of camco carving in glass in 1879, 
later learning other techniques of 
fine glassmaking. After a lon€ ap- 
prenticeship and study of the classi- 
cal forms he became manager of the 
Steuben Glass Works in 1903, where 
he revived and popularized a cameo 
glass which simulated the Chinese 
glass made during the reign of the 
Emperor Ch’ien Lung, mainly pieces 
with pink or red overlays over a white 
matrix. These were decorated with 
Oriental characters. Later, all kinds 
of subjects were translated into this 
medium, with a large number of color 
combinations. 

He also designed the famed Aurene 
glass, a metallicized glass with an iri- 
descent effect. 


During World War I when Steuben 
was taken over by the Corning Glass 
Works, Carder became art director 
of the entire glass works. Here he 
designed everything, specializing in 
particular problems like the archi- 
tectural glass for Rockefeller Center 
to Pyrex ware design. In 1925, Mr. 
Carder was appointed to the Hoover 
Commission to study the “new art” 
exhibit in Paris, representing glass. 


Today, “Fred” Carder, officially re- 
tired in 1934, 88 years old, is still 
making glass at his studio in the old 
Steuben plant, where sculptors like 
Carl Milles and architects like Ray- 
mond Hood have him interpret their 
work in the media of glass. He is al- 
so experimenting with a carved fili- 
gree style.

One of the great figures in the de- 
velopment of art glass in this century, 
Frederick Carder has known North- 
wood, Galle, Louis Tiffany, and An- 
drew Mellcn and his work is repre- 
sented in the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art and the Smithsonian Institute. 
Trained in the craftsmanship of the 
19th century, he has been a leader in 
the 20th. After 80 years of produc- 
tion, he is still in good taste in a cen- 
tury of vast changes, being able to 
produce at the age of 87 a thorough- 
ly modern concept.

A friend of mine, a lawver, repre- 
sents the American interests of a 
European client and goes abroad 
every summer. On the last visit he 
and his client toured the south of 
France and the lawyer, who prides 
himself on his skill as a collector, 
discovered a fine old trestle table. It 
was very beautiful. He could buy it 
for $400 and as an antique it would 
come in free of duty—but he haa 
spent so much on his trip that he did 
not buy it. 


“My dear fellow,” said the client, 
“if you like it don’t pass it up. It’s 
a wonderful piece. 


But no, he had spent all he could 
afford, so he returned to America 
without it; but just prior to Christ- 
mas he was a little surprised to re- 
ceive a letter from his client telling 
him he was sending the table as a 
gift, “with best wishes for the holi- 
day season. 


Wonderful! So wonderful! So gen- 
erous! But a few days afterward he 
got a notice from the appraiser ot 
the port that a table had arrived for 
him and that there was $160 duty on 
it—forty per cent, of the invoice price 
—because “the table wasn’t an antique 
but a modern reproduction. 


He was disgusted. What could he 
do? Could he refuse to accept it? 
Should he run the risk of offending 
his client by rejecting the gift? Could 
he afford to disclose to him how little

INTERNATIONAL RED CROSS 
STAMP ANNOUNCED 


Postmaster General Jesse M. Don- 
aldson has announced that a special 
8-cent postage stamp to commemorate 
the international Red Cross will be 
first placed on sale through the New 
ork. N. Y., post office on November 
21, in conjunction with the three day 
Yational Postage Stamp Show at the 
list Infantry Regiment Armory, 
sponsored by the American Stamp 
Dealers’ Association. 

The International Red Cross com- 
emvrative stamp will be 0.84 by 1.44 
nches in dimensions, arranged hori- 
pontally in a dark frame, printed by 
he rotary process, electric-eye per- 
orated and issued in sheets of fifty. 
The color of the stamp will be an- 
ounced later. An initial printing 
prder of 110,000,000 International Red 
ross stamps has been authorized. 

The central design of the stamp 
tepicts a globe of the world illumi- 
ated by the light radiating from the 
nternational Red Cross. The frame 
onsists of a dark background in 
hich appears the lettering ‘“Honor- 
ng The” on the left side, “Interna- 
ional Red Cross” across the top, 
‘Founded — 1864’ on the right side 
and “United States Postage” across 
he bottom of the stamp, in modified 
hite face Gothic. In each corner of 
he frame are laurei leaves. In the 
ower right hand corner is the denomi- 
ation “3c”, in dark face modified 
othic. 

Stamp collectors desiring first day 
ancellations of this stamp may send 
hreasonable number of addressed en- 
elopes to the Postmaster, New York, 
Yew York, with money order remit- 
ance to cover the cost of the stamps 
0 be affixed. 

An enclosure of medium weight 
hould be placed in each envelope and 
he flap either sealed or turned in.

PHILIPPINE REPUBLIC 


The republic recently issued two 
semi-postals as a “fruit tree memor- 
ial.”

From a paper read by Professor 
J. Rankine Brown before the New 
Zealand Numismatic Society: 
“Constantine was one of the great- 
est and most famous of Roman Em- 
perors, the founder of Constantinople 
—destined to take the place of Rome 
as capital of the Roman Empire, and 
the Emperor who brought the Em- 
pire together again under one rule 
after a period of divided sovereign- 
ty. He was one of the world’s great- 
est military commanders, but was 
best known for the favour he showed 
to Christianity, which became almost 
a state religion, and for that reason 
he was a man who changed the whole 
course of world history, How far 
Constantine was himself a Christian 
is a subject of dispute; he did many 
un-Christian things in the course of 
his reign, He was baptized only on 
his deathbed, but there is no doubt 
that he not only put a stop to perse- 
cution of individual Christians but 
showed the religion great favour and 
sought to advance it in many ways. 
The vast majority of his subjects, 
and certainly all the important ele- 
ments in the Empire, were pagan.

But it appears that he was in Chris- 
tianity a means of keeping the Em- 
pire together. His ideal was certain- 
ly one state, and possibly one religion, 
and this explains his anxiety to heal 
the two great heresies which divided 
Christianity during his reign — the 
Donatist heresy in Africa and the 
more widespread Arian heresy. The 
change in his own beliefs are shown 
on his coins. 


“As the son of Constantius, Con- 
stantine represented the dynasty 
that was under the protection of Her- 
cules, and other dynasties were under 
the protection of Jupiter. When 
Constantine was acclaimed Emperor 
by his soldiers on the death of his 
father in 306, it was Hercules who 
on the coins of his first four years 
of his reign was honored as his guar- 
dian deity under the title of Conser- 
vator and Comes. In 310, in order 
to substantiate his claims to the Em- 
pire, Constantine circulated the story 
that he was the direct descendant 
through his father of the Emperor 
Claudius Gothicus. Claudius was a 
sun-worshipper, so that now Sol In- 
victus—the unconquered sun—became 
the Emperor’s tutelary deity. This 
we may regard as a step towards 
Christianity, for sun- worshippers 
were at least monotheists—i.e., they 
believed in one god. After this date 
Sol Invictus is the common legend on 
his coins. About this period Galerius, 
the ruler of the East and an arch per- 
secutor of Christians, died, and for 
this or some other reason Constantine 
was led to the opinion that the Chris- 
tian God was the most powerful su- 
pernatural agent on earth. When 
this change in the view of Constan- 
tine took place is not known, but it 
is certain that he was convinced that 
it was under the banner of Christ 
that he would conquer his enemy, 
Maxentius. Constantine is said to 
have had a vision in which, athwart 
the sun,he saw the Cross inscribed 
with the words in Greek “By this 
conquer,” and this subsequently ap- 
peared in a Latin form on coins. 
When his army was before the walls 
of Rome, Constantine was warned in 


a dream to put the Christian mono- 
gram on the shields of his soldicrs, 

“It was in the belief that the 
Christian God was on his side that 
Constantine fought and won the 
epoch-making battle of the Milvian 
Bridge, 311 A.D, On the triumphal 
arch that still stands between the 
Palatine Hill and the Colosseum, de- 
corated by carvings removed from 
earlier arches, we read that Constan- 
tine won his victory partly by his 
own greatness and partly Instinctu- 
Divinitatis. Constantine never entire- 
ly gave up the solar legend on his 
coins, and that is one of the incon- 
sistencies of his complicated charac- 
ter. It was not until 325 that the 
solar legend disappeared entirely 
from the Imperial coinage and the 
labarum or Christian monogram took 
its place. The solar religion had 
many analogies with Christianity. 
The Church had long thought of 
Christ as the Light of the World, as 
the Sun of Righteousness rising with 
healing on His wings. The day of 
the sun was the day of the resurrec- 
tion. Further, sunworship was in- 
nocuous in that it was entirely free 
from degrading rites and ceremonies 
of Eastern religions. All this has as 
much to do with the historical as 
with the propaganda value of coins. 
The propaganda used on the coinage 
of Roman Emperors has _ therefore 
contributed to their very great his- 
torical value. The propaganda that 
we in New Zealand get in floods over 
the air, the uneducated Romans got 
by means of their coins, but not s0 
blatantly but quite as convincingly, 
because they had their coins always 
a them, for they used them every 
ay.”

Silver Dollar of 1804 


The silver dollar of 1804 has been 
so well popularized that almost every- 
one whether or not a coin collector 
has heard of its great rarity. 

While this celebrated coin has al- 
ways brought a very high figure, it is 
generally thought that all 1804 silver 
dollars are restrikes, not having been 
coined in the year 1804, but coined at 
a much later date. 

It is assumed that they were coined 
between 1836 and 1843 when the Mint 
underwent extensive changes. The 
latter date is when the first known 
specimen of an 1804 dollar was dis- 
covered. That great pioneer of Amer- 
can coin collectors, Mathew Stickney, 
purchased an 1804 dollar from the 
Mint at Philadelphia in exchange for 
coins in his collection that the mint 
collection lacked. The dies of old 
coins were not necessarily destroyed, 
and it is most probable that the 1804 
dies were found at the later date, and 
a few pieces struck from them. 

There are two die varieties of the 
1804 dollar, and it is believed a 
“second” variety was “restruck” some 
years later, probably before 1878, and 
while all are very rare and high in 
value, the latter would be the com- 
moner of the two. 

The mint records indicate the coin- 
age of silver dollars in the year 1804, 
but it is thought that these records 
were not kept from the number of 
coins “coined” but more for the num- 
ber of coins released for circulation, 
therefore these “1840’s” might very 
well have been dated 1803 or any other 
earlier date. This theory is supported 
by the small quantity of silver dollars 
reported to have been coined in 1805, 
when it is known these are, and al- 
ways were non existent. 

The dies of the 1804 dollar un- 
doubtedly were made in that year but 
it was not the practice to destroy 
them at the end of the year and they 
probably remained in the mint until 
1836, when they were rediscovered in 
some dark hidden recess. 

The last known dollar to be struck 
at the time was the 1803 and after 
that a long period went by without 
any dollars having been struck. The 
1836 Gobrecht pattern was the next 
attempt to reissue the silver dollar 
denomination. Followed by the rare 
patterns of 1838 and 18389. Silver 
dollars finally became a part of our 
monetary system again in 1840 when 
the new long series of Liberty Seated 
dollars was started, 

The silver dollar series has had 
many long gaps of none being coined. 
One was from 1904 until 1921, and 
we are in the midst of another gap, 
because silver dollars were last coined 
in 1935. 

There has been some agitation that 
the one dollar denomination be used 


in the future for commemorative coins 
and I am heartily in favor of this. 
Heretofore, the mint has complained 
that the use of half dollars for com- 
memoratives confuses the non-collect- 
ing public by the large variety of de- 
signs. The use of the less popular 
silver dollar denomination would eli- 
minate this complaint. Other sug- 
gestions for the proposed silver dollar 
commemoratives would be that no 
more than one be issued in any single 
year; that they be struck and dis- 
tributed by the United States mint 
instead of private distributors, the 
premium received by them to be used 
as they see fit; that there be no re- 
current issues of any one design after 
the termination of the year of issue; 
and that there be no limit on the 
quantity coined; that the quantity be 
determined by the number of orders 
received during the year of coinage 
as is the case with the current proof 
sets now being issued by the Mint 
in Philadelphia.

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The ancient city of Algiers once fa- 
mous for its corsairs and later its pet- 
ty pirates, is not sc much in the lime- 
light these days as it was a 
few hundred years ago, yet Algiers, 
in relation to the history of medals 
issued in connection with the various 
cam} aigns fought in and off that old 
time pirate’s nest, is always of in- 
terest. The first of these medals 
deal: with one of the greatest sea- 
fighiers and corsairs who ever sailed 
the Mediterranean Sea. In 1533, a 
Gerrian medallist, L. Neufarer de- 
signed a silver medal, size 27MM. with 
the ..dmiral Khair Ad-din Barbarossa 
of Algiers as its subject. On the 
obverse of this medal is the bust of 
the admiral in turban facing right. 

Tle reverse has an_ inscription 
KHAIR AD-DIN PASHA JAZAIR 
(Algiers), SULTAN. This medal is 
ilus rated as FFI in “British and 
Foreign Medals relating to Naval and 
Maritime Affairs,” arranged and in- 
dexed by the Earl of Sandwich and 
published by National Maritime Mu- 
seum, Greenwich, 1937. The Obverse 
inscription is in Latin letters BAR- 
BAROSSA, the reverse inscription is 
in Arabic and is translated as above. 
It is also described in “Foreign Naval 
Medals” by Milford Haven and in L. 
Forrer’s “Biographical Dictionary of 
Medallists.”

He then took 
two galleys belonging to Pope Julius 
II, bound from Genoa to Civita Vec- 
chia. His fame spread to all parts of 
the Mediterranean and he became 
known as Barbarossa, because of his 
ted beard, or as others say it was 
merely a corrupticn of “Baba Uruj” 
(Father Uruj) as his men called him. 
In five years he had built a fleet of 
tight vessels and had two of his 


broihers serving under his banner. He

made his base at the island of Jerba. 
The King of Bujeya, having been driven 
out of his city by the Spaniards, ap- 
pealed to Barbarossa to restore him. 
In August, 1512, he attacked Bujeya 
and just as the breach was opened, 
Uruj, lost his left arm which was 
carried away by a Spanish ball. This 
spoiled the plan and the corsairs re- 
treated to Tunis. While Uruj was 
having his arm treater, Khair Ad-din 
kept guard over the castle. The Gen- 
oese arrived with twelve galleys un- 
der the soon-to-be greatest Christian 
acmiral, Andrea Doria. He landed be- 
fore the Goletta, and drove Khair-Ad- 
Gin before him into Tunis. The fort- 
ress was sacked, and half Barbaros- 
sa’s ships were brought in triumph to 
Genoa. 

The history of these rogues of the 
red beards who began the history of 
Algiers as a sea power is too long to 
record here. Our next deals with the 
man who ended its power. Tne next 
medal is that listed as LL20 in the 
Sandwich arrangement. It was struck 
in 1816 from the design of T. Wyon, 
T. Wyon Jr. and Messrs. Rundell, 
Bridge and Rundell. It is a silver gilt 
piece of 50MM and the subject is the 
bombardment of Algiers.

Viscount Exmouth (Sir Edward 
Pellew), a celebrated Engiish admiral. 
was born at Dover in 1757. His first 
war service was in the United States 
at the battle of Lake Champlain 
where he succeeded to the command 
of the schooner “CARLETON.” For 
gallant and skillful conduct in this 
battle he was commisioned a lieuten- 
ant. This was the Revolutionary bat- 
tle and not the better known battle of 
the war of 1812. In the following 
year he had a detachment of seamen 
under Burgoyne. In 1782, he had com- 
mand of the “Pelican” and destroyed 
three French privateers at one time, 
for which service he was made a cap- 
tain. At the outbreak of the war with 
France in 1798, he was in command 
of the “Nymphe,” 36 guns, which 
ship is said to have been manned with 
landsmen. In her, however, he cap- 
tured the French frigate “La Cleo- 
patre,” a heavier ship. He was 
knighted for this action. 

In 1794 he had command of the 
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“Arethusa,” frigate, and captured the 
French frigate “Pomone” in the 
course of a general action. In the 
same year he was given command of 
the second division of the Western 
Squadron, where he _ distinguished 
himself. 

Always noted for deeds of personal 
daring, one of the most remarkable 


of these was his boarding of the 
wrecked transport “Sutton,” ship- 
wrecked on the coast. The danger 


was imminent, but he took charge, 
and by his personal influence and 
great exertions saved the lives of all 
on board. He is, perhaps, better 
known to seafaring people for this 
action than from his subsequent a- 
chievements. 

In 1798 he commanded the “Im- 
petueeux,” in the Channel Fleet, and 
passed creditably through several ac- 
tions. He then entered Parliament 
and was known as a strenuous sup- 
porter of Pitt. In 1804 he was made 
rear-admiral of the blue, and com- 
mander in chief in India, when, by his 
rapid and well considered measures, 
he succeeded in nearly clearing those 
seas of French cruisers which had 
caused such havec. He returned to 
England in 1809, and the next year 
was appointed commander-in-chief in 
the North Sea. In 1811 he was com- 
mander-in-chief in the Mediterranean. 

In 1814 he was made Baron Ex- 
mouth, and K.C.B., and G.C.B. When, 
in 1816, the Dey of Algiers violated 
the treaty concerning prisoners, Lord 
Exmouth was sent out with a power- 
ful fleet, and made an attack upon 
the city, so famous in its curious his- 
tory. The bombardment took place on 
the 26th of August, with considerable 
loss on the side of the English and 
their Dutch allies, and dreadful 
slaughter occurred among the Alger- 
ians. The result was the apology of 
the day and the surrender of 1800 
slaves. For this victory he was made 
a viscount; and shortly before his 
death became a vice-admiral. 

Another medal commemorating Ex- 
mouth’s bombardment of Algiers was 
struck in 1816 from a design by J. 
Mudie, L. Brenet and Gerard. It is of 
a composition of silver and pewter, 41

iu September, 1947, the Rochester, 
N. Y., Numismatic Association was 
organized for boys between the years 
of twelve and eighteen. Today the 
membership is fifty-nine. This organ- 
ization has officers with specific 
duties, administrating the affairs in 
an efficient manner. Publicity is 
given through the radio, newspaper 
and television. Schools, Boy Scouts 
and interested groups haye -helped. 

Each year a new class is introduced 
and unfortunately each year good 
officers are retired due to college en- 
try or age limits. When the boys 
reach eighteen they are eligible for 
the senior group. 

The Rochester group was organ- 
ized by Edward Meinhart, a banker, 
and senior numismatist, who has at- 
tended all meetings tc date, and who 
acts as director. He is also director 
of the National Junior Committee. 
His encouragement, enthusiasm and 
knowledge has helped the boys make 
this group one of the largest boys 
hobby club of its kind in the country. 

Meetings are held on the third 
Friday of each month at the Roches- 
ter Museum. The program follows 
parlimentary procedure and is fol- 
lowed by two, ten minute talks by 
members on various types of coins, 
augmented by projected slides of the 
coins. A swap session, a talk of five 
minutes on the trend of coins by a 
senior member is followed by a quiz 
on coins. 

A special display case given to the 
Juniors by the Museum for monthly 
exhibits of the members has promoted 
pride in ownership and has served to 
acquaint others of the diversification 
of interest in coins and money. 

The four best papers read to mem- 
bers each year receive a_ special 
award. The award winner speaks at 
church and civic group meetings.

sion of Piracy, founded in 1814, a- 
warded this medal to its Fellow Vis- 
count Exmouth for his good service 
in the liberation of Europeans from 
captivity among the barbarians by his 
victorious attack on Algiers.” (Sand- 
wich PP17). 

In the violent history of Algiers we 
find at least one peace medal. Struck 
in France in 1684 to commemorate 
peace with Algiers, this medal de- 
signed by J. Mauger is of bronze, 
41MM. in size. On the obverse is the 
head of Louis XIV with long hair, 
facing right. On the reverse the king 
dressed as a Roman wwarrier stands 
by an antique galley, gun, etc., left, 
stretching his hand above the Algeri- 
an ambassador, who kneels before 
him. The reverse legend is: AFRICA 
SUPPLEX. This is listed as HH29 
in the Sandwich listing and is in Mil- 
ford Haven’s “Foreign Naval Medals” 
and is “Medailles du regna de Louis le 
Grand.”

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Coinage of the Colonists 


Aithough EARLY AMERICAN 
money Was very crude in most cases, 
many series of the early days are 
extremely interesting, too, they pro- 
vide thought as to the extent the 
colonists experimented creating a 
monetary system. 

With the possible exception of a 
few English coins brought by the 
Pilg‘ims to Plymouth, Mass., in 1620, 
also to Virginia in 1607 and the Span- 
ish “Pieces of Eight” which found 
thei way to America by Spanish 
trad-rs, tobacco was the medium of 
exchange. The prices of all necessi- 
ties were quoted in terms of tobacco, 
and tobacco, being a highly specula- 
tive crop, caused many sudden fluctu- 
atio..s in the monetary system, affect- 
ing the price of articles bought and 
sol 

Tle first mint in America was 
authorized by “The General Court of 
Massachusetts in 1651”and operation 
was started the following year, there- 
fore the first coin to appear, originat- 
ing in the Colonies, was the New 
Engiand Shilling. This denomination

was soon followed by the Sixpence 
and Threepence. These coins were 
truly primitive in design, the obverse 
or face having only the letters “N EF” 
and the denomination in Roman num- 
erals on the reverse. These coins 
were made of silver and usually were 
struck far off center. 

The mint was situated in a very 
small building on the outskirts of 
Boston and the first mint master was 
one John Hull. 

Also in this year, the Pine Tree, 
Oak Tree, and Willow Tree coins were 
minted, these being used quite ex- 
tensively. Nevertheless some of these 
specimens are quite rare and are to 
a had for a few hundred doliars, and 


"i 1662 the Oak Tree Twopence was 
added to this series, but it had little 
circulation as had the Lord Baltimore 
coins which were never used as they 
were of short weight and were out- 
lawed by the General Court. These 
coins were minted expressly for the 
Colony of Maryland. 

Even in those days, considerable 


hoarding of coins caused a scarcity 
and due to this fact many fine speci- 
mens are in the hands of collectors 
today. 

The types already mentioned, in- 
cluding some paper money were used 
in the Colonies until 1681 when Mark 
Newby brought coins from Ireland 
which were known as the “St. Pat- 
rick” Half Pence and Farthing. Al- 
though never used anywhere but in 
New Jersey, this coinage bearing an 
engraving, showing St. Patrick chas- 
ing the snakes out of Ireland on the 
cbverse was deprived of circulation, 
being hoarded mostly because of re- 
ligious sentiment. Also, there are 
many varieties of these coins struck 
in gold and silver. 

As Florida at this time was under 
Spanish rule, a coin of Spanish origin 
was circulated in this colony, the 
value being One-twenty-fourth part 
Real with an engraving of James the 
Second on the obverse and the shield 
of Spain on the reverse. This coin 
was of pewter and was called “The

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Plantation Token.” It is said this 
medium of exchange was designed by 
“Ponce De Leon.” 

In 1694 a queer coinage, called “The 
Elephant Tokens” made their appear- 
ance and were used mostly in what is 
now the State of North Carolina. 
They were of the penny denomina- 
tion on one side an engraving of a 
huge elephant, and on the other were 
several inscriptions, the most unique 
probably being “God Preserve Caro- 
lina and the Lords Proprietors.” 

Along came the “French and Indian 
War” but this did not stop the colon- 
ists experimenting in coinage, so in 
1714 another type of coin was issued 
by one Richard Dawson and ‘was 
called the “Gloucester Shilling.” 
There were very few minted and were 
never used extensively, in fact very 
little is known about its history, 
therefore this coin is extremely rare. 

The next so-called Colonial coin did 
not find its way to America until 
1722, William Wood, in the year of 
1721 was issued a Royal Grant to 
strike some coins for Ireland and 
these being rejected, were brought to 
the colonies for circulation. The 
Woods coinage is a rather common 
type to obtain, were dated the years 
of 1722, 1723 and 1724, and were of 
half-penny and farthing denomination. 
Wood, also designed the “Rosa Amer- 
icana” series, probably the most beau- 
tiful of all Early American Colonial 
coinage, and was widely circulated in 
the early days. This coin had the 
bust of George the Third on the ob- 
verse and a crowned rose on the re- 
verse. Fine specimens of the Rosa 
Americanas may be acquired for only 
a few dollars as these coins were 
minted in Birmingham, Engiand, ex- 
pressly for the colonies and many 
found their way to the colonies in 
later years, due to the fact a cache 
was found in England many years 
after the start of circulation in 1722. 

Probably, the first commemorative 
coin can be traced to the “Pitt”? half 
penny, which found its way to the 
colonies as early as 1766, being struck 
in honor of the great English states- 
man, William Pitt, who ‘was not in 
sympathy with the much hated 
“Stamp Act.” This act was repealed 
March, 18th, 1766, and later in the 
year this coin was being used in most 
all of the colonies, being in great de- 
mand because of sentimental reasons. 
Therefore we believe this coin to be 
the first American commemorative. 

We have failed to mention a coin, 
which is considered an extremely rare 
type that was called the Connecticut 
Threepence. This species made its 
appearance in 1737 and was struck 
by John Higby, of Granby, Conn. It 
was unique in design, having an en- 
graving of deers, hammers and axes 
on the obverse and such humorous in- 
scriptions as “Get out of my way.” “I 
am good copper.” These coins are 
very scarce, being in demand by the 
collectors of Colonials.” 

Louisiana, at this time was a 
French possession, and the only rec- 
ord of coins used in this colony was 
the “Sou”, which bears dates 1721 
and 1722, and was used until 1767. 

By this time the reader can readily 
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realize the obstacles confronting the 
colonists in stabilizing the medium of 
exchange, and again in 1774, the Vir- 
ginia half penny was struck in great 
numbers, therefore rather common 
and easy to obtain, being found in un- 
circulated condition for the small sum 
of one dollar and twenty-five cents. 
A few years ago, a keg full of Vir- 
ginia half pennies were uncovered in 
the east and were all uncirculated, 
hence the low value of this coin, but 
in most every case colonial coins are 
very scarce in an uncirculated con- 
dition. 

With the starting of the Revolution- 
ary War, a new specimen of coinage 
was struck in 1776 and called “The 
New Hampshire cent.” This coin was 
ot very small mintage and of course, 
very much in demand. 

No new coins made their appear- 
ance in the colonies until the Revolu- 
tionary War was over but after the 
British had been soundly beaten and 
the foundation of a free America ‘was 
permanently laid, Congress set a- 
bout in earnest to create a uniform 
monetary system. Still, however, 
there was more experimenting, and in 
1783 the Fugio cent was struck and 
though unauthorized, they were mint- 
ed in great numbers. Without doubt, 
the “fugios” have more historical 
value than any other Colonial coins, 
inasmuch as it was designed by the 
great patriot, Benjamin Franklin. 
This series is also very unique in de- 
sign, having on the obverse a sundial 
and below this an inscription, “Mind 
Your Own Business,” while on the 
reverse is a chain consisting of thir- 
teen links representing the “Thirteen 
Original Colonies,” with the motto, 
“We Are One,” Truly an interesting 
coin and surprisingly good specimens 
may be had for as little as a dollar. 

Also in 1783, the Nova Constellatio 
coppers were issued and up until 1785, 
but never achieved prominence, as 
there came into circulation the George 
Washington pieces of which there are 
several types, some quite scarce. 
Most of these coins were struck in 
copper, among them being the “Double 
Head”, “Togated Bust”, “Military 
Bust”, ‘Large and Small Eagle,” 
“Grate Cent,” etc. There were sev- 
eral types which were struck in gold 
and silver and are considered very 
rare. As a whole, the Washington 
coins are of great interest as they 
are of important historical value 
commemorating “The First President 
of the United States’, “The Father of 
Our Country” ... “George Washing- 
ton.” 

As the year of 1784 was ushered in 
several of the states established their 
own mints, and in 1785 circulation be- 
gan in Connecticut, New Jersey and 
Vermont. The Connecticut and New 
Jersey.cents are quite common in 
most varieties, however make very 
interesting study for the collector, be- 
cause of the large number of varieties 
caused by mistakes in spelling, many 
struck off center, die breaks, etc. A- 
mong the rare Connecticut cents is 
the “Mutton Head.” “Laughing Head”, 
“Hercules Head,” and the “African 
Head.” The Latin ‘words, “Auctori 
Connect” and variations thereof ap- 
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pear on the obverse of all these 
coins. 

The New Jersey coins have the dis. 
tinction of being the first coins to 
use the motto, “E Pluribus Unim’, 
as is used on our present day coin ige, 
The obverse is engraved with our 
shield and the reverse has the head 
of a horse in many positions, vith 
a plow beneath. With very few ex. 
ceptions, the cents of New Jersey are 
quite common, nevertheless they »ro- 
vide interesting research study for 
the collector. 

Cents of Vermont consisted of few 
specimens, but all are scarce, s»me 
obtainable in fair condition and sv. 
ally are seld from one dollar and fifty 
cents to fifteen dollars. 

Again in 1787, there was _ is<ued 
more state coinage, the colonies of 
New York and Massachusetts min ‘ing 
their own, and in the majority of c ises 
were comparatively common possibly 
the more rare being New York. 

About this time of the century,— 
authoritative sources described a <oinfy 
of rarity and known as the “Ephram 
Brasher Doubloon,” which was used > 
in Castorland, a French colony esiab- 
lished at Carthage, N. Y. This coin 
was struck in gold and at present us- 
ually secured in a restrike condition 
enly as are other coins which were 
circulated in Castorland. 

The Rhode Island Ship Token found 
its way into circulation also about 
this time, however details concerning 


this coin are quite vague as they are tisti 


rare and very naturally command a 
high premium, providing they are 
genuine. 

Another interesting coin and most 
certainly worthy of mention is the 
“Continental Currency” pewter dollar, 
of present day dollar size and with- 
out doubt was a forerunner of the 
Fugio cent, but much larger in size. 
These coins also were struck in brass 
which is very hard to obtain. 

There are a number of Colonial 
coins not mentioned in this article 
some rave, but we have strived to pro- 
vide a brief resume of a general na- 
ture and offered only as information 
which we feel would prove interesting 
to the collector. 

Before concluding this article, how- 
ever, we wish to mention a specimen, 
extremely rare and known as the 
“Disme,” and “Half Disme.” This 
coinage was struck in silver during 
the year of 1792 and as tradition has 
it, was secured by melting the silver- 
ware from “Martha Washington’s 
Kitchen.” These coins ‘were wn- 
doubtedly in circulation as they are 
found in all degrees of condition. The 
“Disme” is of English origin and is 
about the size of our dime we use to- 
day. Later the “s” was dropped, 
hence the name of the dime. 

It is not the intention of the writer 
to create the impression that an in- 
vestment of great proportion is neces- 
sary to obtain a nice collection of 
Cclonials.

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“The Print Shop--Center of Learning” 


By HAROLD J. MAKER 


The printing shop of the twentieth 
century has come to be regarded as a 
mere factory, with grimy, clanking 
presses, operated by tradesmen inter- 
ested in a good mechanical and ar- 
itistic production. But the earliest 
printing shops were more than fac- 
tories, they were seats of learning 
where the ablest scholars of the time 
igathcred to help in the production of 
literature, whether books or broad- 
sides. 

To understand how the priniing 
shop achieved such importance, we 
must take into consideration three 
factors. First, the early printers were 
a rather extraordinary group of men. 
Most of them were well versed in 
many languages; it was not unusual 
to find a Renaissance printer who 
knew Latin, Greek, Hebrew, and sev- 
eral modern European tongues. In 
addition to his linguistic ability, the 
early printer was quite capable of 
translating and editing with commen- 
taries the works of the great authors. 
Several scholar printers wrote the very 
books which they printed. The fifteenth 
and sixteenth century printers also 
achieved much in the field of illustra- 
tion, however their artistic accom-

he conservative authorities and the 


ignorant masses. Even more feared 
by the corrupt and tyrannical rulers 
was the possibility that the average 
man ‘with the aid of an education 
might attempt to throw off his shack- 
les by rising in rebellion against his 
oppressors. 

It appears that the printers of this 
period were the only ones who cour- 
ageouslv and successfully opposed the 
forces of conservatism by introducing 
new books to the literate masses. Al- 
so because of the suppression of free 
thinking, persecuted scholars flocked 
to the only haven of unhampered in- 
tellectual activity — the print 
shop. These men were only too eager 
to work for the printer in order to 
have their works published. The 
third factor is that Renaissance Euro- 
peans were interested in discovering 
the heritage of the past; they did not 
want to learn new ideas and theories 
but instead they desired to read 
Plato, Aristotle, Cicero and the other 
ancient authors, thus a tremendous 
demand for the classics was created. 
And who was more able to fulfill this 
demand than the printer with his 
ability to translate and reproduce the 
works of the ancients? 

After Herr Gutenberg astound- 
ed the world by printing his now 
famous Bible (1454), printing spread 
through Germany like a prairie fire. 
Print shops were set up in every ma- 
jor city, and even small hamlets 
could boast of a- local typographer. 
Most of the early German printers 
are insignificant from our _stand- 
point, but a few are noteworthy. In 
1491, at Basle, Johann Froben estab- 
lished a press. Froben, although an 
outstanding scholar in his own right,

was the first printer to attract 
learned men to the printing shop. A- 
mong these scholars who came to 
write, edit, and translate for the 
Froben press was Erasmus. The 
Prince of Humanists visited Froben 
several times, and finally in 1521 the 
great philosopher took up permanent 
residence with the Basle printer. 
Froben issued Erasmus’s “Adigiori- 
um” which sold the amazing total of 
over 30,000 copies. Later, another 
Erasmean work “In Praise of Folly” 
was said to have the largest sale of 
any book published up to that time, 
with the exception of the Bib:e. In 
1516 the great Greek New Testament 
edited by Erasmus was published. 
Erasmus is also noted for being the 
first writer who received royalties 
for his work, thus writing, because of 
printing, became a profitable enter- 
prise tor scholars. Also in 1516 Fro- 
ben published, with the assistance of 
some recondite theologians, the works 
of St. Jerome. Before this scholar- 
printer died in 1527 his presses had 
issued 256 different works. 

The effect that the German scholar 
printers had on the Reformation can- 
not be overlooked. A contemporary 
of Froben, in Basle, was Adam Petri 
who printed many ‘works of the re- 
formers. In Zurich we find Christo- 
pher Forschauer, printer of the first 
edition of the Bible in English (Tyn- 
dale) producing works of Zwingli. At 
Wittenberg the presses of Hans Lufft 
were issuing at a prodigious rate 
pamphlets supporting the Lutheran 
cause. 

It is not in the least startling that 
German printers found their way into 
Italy in the 1460’s, for no other coun- 
try could have been a more fertile 
ground for the further development 
of this newly discovered art.- The 
Italian renaissance was at its zenith, 
and the demand for literature was too 
great for the scribes to meet. Several 
printers were invited to set up shop 
in the Italian cities by renaissance 
leaders; such was the case with Con- 
rad Sweynheym and Arnold Pannertz 
who established a printing plant in a 
monastary at Subiaco, outside of 
Rome, at the request of Cardinal 
Torquemada (1464). While at Subiaco 
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the Germans published a Latin gram- 
mar; Augustine’s “City of God”; 
Cicero’s “Orations”’; and the noted 
works of Lactantius. These were the 
first books printed in Italy. Dissatis- 
fied with Cardinal Torquemada’s 
patronage, Sweynheym and Pannertz 
went to Rome. There they gained the 
patronage of the powerful Massimi 
family, and the friendship of the 
learned Johann Andrea, Bishop of 
Alena, who edited several of their 
books. In Rome the Germans pub- 
lished the Bible, Virgil, Pliny, and 
other classical and religious works. 
The effect that Sweynheym and Pan- 
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nertz’s work had on the evolution of 
the renaissance was of course very 
great, but their major contribution 
was the introduction of printing into 
Italy where it was soon to blossom 
forth in all its glory under the tute- 
lage of brilliant scholars. 

Printing was not confined to Rome, 
for Gutenberg’s invention spread 
more swiftly in Italy than it had in 
Germany. Printing centers flowered 
in Genoa, Florence, Milan, Verona, 
and other Italian cities, but it re- 
mained for Venice to take on the 
laurels of the Queen City of Printing.

Soon 
after other printing shops began to 
appear along the Rialto, and in 147) 
a Frenchman, Nicholas Jensen, estab. 
lished himself at the Adriatic port, 
Through the efforts of Jensen, print. 
ing became a really big business; his 
presses issued everything from clas. 
sics to canon law; and his_ books 
were used all over the western world, 
Jensen is also famous for having de. 
veloped the Roman type. But printer 
like Jensen and Spira only set the 
stage for an obscure Italian scholar 
to revolutionize the art of printing. 


In 1494 an unknown, middle aged, 
professor by the name of Aldus Man. 
utius established a shop at Venice, 
Prior to this, Aldus had studied under 
the most brilliant of the Hellenistic 
scholars and had acted as tutor t 
the son of the Prince of Carpi. While 
at Carpi, Aldus realized that the 
great lack of books was preventing 
the dissemination of knowledge to the 
masses. The average man usually did 
not possess a single book; only the 
rich could afford to purchase the early 
volumes, for these incunabula did not 
differ considerably in size or cost 
from the manuscript produced by the 
scribe. Aldus visualized the printing 
press as an

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knowledge universal so that everyone 
might be able to rise from the pit of 
jgnorance. He was not interested in 
catering to the extravagant tastes of 
the rich but he wanted instead to pro- 
yide an unlimited number of books 
to the masses at a low price. After 
learning the art of printing, Aldus 
set «bout to find a method of produc- 
ing books at cheaper costs. The re- 
sult of the scholar printer’s search 
was the creation of Italic type, which 
consisted of smaller sized letters that 
permitted more words to be printed 
on i page, hence less and smaller 
pages per book, and cheaper produc- 
tion costs. In 1494 the Aldine Press 
came forth with three small Greek 
works, but in 1495 the magnificent 
five volume “Aristotle” began to roll 
off the presses. Soon after, Aldus be- 
gan to attract several leading Euro- 
pean and Greek scholars to his print- 
ing shop, among which was found 
Johann Reuchlin, famous German 
professor of the University of Heidel- 
burg, who upon his return to Ger- 
many was brought before the Inquisi- 
tion for his brazenness in citing er- 
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rors in the theologicians’ interpreta- 
tion of the New Testament; Markos 
Monsouros, a young and brilliant 
Greek student; and Erasmus, who 
edited the works of Tereance and 
Seneca for the Aldine Press. In addi- 
tion to his desire to spread learning, 
Aldus wanted to introduce to the 
average Italian the beauty of the 
Greek language. In order to accom- 
plish this he had to design his own 
Greek fonts of type, which even today 
are regarded as an artistic master- 
piece. With the aid of Mousouros, 
Aldus published in 1497 the Greek 
“Dictionary” and the “Institute”, a 
Greek grammar. Not content with 
the select circle of scholars who sur- 
rounded him, Aldus founded the A- 
cademy in 1501. The purpose of the 
Academy was to gather in one place 
as many of Europe’s greatest intel- 
lects as possible for the purposes of 
translating, writing, and editing for 
the Aldine Press. Thus in a Venetian 
printing shop, we find a group of men 
who surpassed in knowledge and abil- 
ity the faculties of Europe’s finest 
universities. With the assistance of 
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the Academy, the Aldine Press turned 
out the works of Thucydides, Xeno- 
phone, Herodotus, Euripides, Demos- 
thenes, Plutarch, Pindar, Sophocles, 
and practically every other great 
classical author. Aldus put these 
books in the hands of every literate 
person who could afford to pay as 
little as 50c per copy. Aldine books 
could be found in every section of 
Europe, and they were in constant 
demand by the universities; as a mat- 
ter of fact a German University had 
to discontinue some of its classes be- 
cause of the failure of a consignment 
of Aldine books to reach the school. 
It is little wonder that the symbol of 
the Aldine Press, “the Dolphin and 
the Anchor,” became a world famous 
mark of quality and scholarship. The 
effect of Aldus’s work cannot be over 
estimated, for he did more to enlight- 
en and spread knowledge than any 
previous scholar. It can also be said 
that he ushered in the “Golden Age 
of Typography,” before his death in 
1515.

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taries on the classics which he 
printed. His biography of Thomas a’ 
Kempis enjoyed wide popularity and 
his satire on women “Navicula stul- 
tarum mulierum” was also a “best sel- 
ler” of the time. 

The last printer of the French 
school that we will mention is Christ- 
opher Plantin, who issued his first 
book at Antwerp in 1555, and by 1575 
his printing establishment was the 
largest in Europe. Like his predes- 
sors Plantin summoned learned men 
to aid him in the production of his 
books. His most famous work was 
the eight-volume “Polyglot Bible” 
which was written in four languages, 
Latin, Greek, Hebrew and Chaldean, 
and edited by Montanus, the noted 
Spanish scholar. Plantin’s history is 
a rather long and colorful epic; like 
Robert Estienne, Dolet, and others, he 
was the victim of a violent and reac- 
tionary Europe. King Phillip II of 
Spain who was Plantin’s patron often 
failed to give the printer the neces- 
sary subsidies for the work he did 
for the royal court, and as a result 
Plantin found himself in financial 
difficulties. In 1568, as his great 
work the Polyglot Bible was begin- 
ning to roll off the press, Pope Pius 
V decided that it was not advisable to 
distribute the scriptures for general 
consumption. Plantin’s Bible was pre- 
vented from being issued until Greg- 
ory XIII, on the persuasion of Mon- 
tanus, reversed Pius’ V decision. At 
another time Plantin found himself 
in the jaws of the Spanish Inquisition 
and barely escaped with his life. Per- 
haps the most crushing blow occurred 
in 1576 when soldiers of Philip II 
sacked Antwerp, and Plantin’s entire 
business 'was ruined. But the veteran 
printer was undaunted, and began 
business anew with a small press. 
When he died in 1589 his assets 
totalled over $200,00.00, 

Printing was brought to England 
by William Caxton, not only the first 
of England’s printers, but also the 
first of a long line of English printer- 
publisher-scholars. The accomplish- 
ments of Caxton as a man of letters, 
translator, and writer would have put 
his name on the roles of England’s 
literary greats even had he not printed 
a single sheet! 

Merchants, courier, government of- 
ficial, secretary to a Royal Duchess, 
all made Caxton’s early life active 
and interesting. While on the Conti- 
nent, in the service of Margaret, 
Duchess of Burgundy, Caxton began 
the English translation of “Recuyell 
of the Historyes of Troye.” He 
showed the half completed manuscript 
to the Duchess who gave the English- 
man encouragement and _ assistance 
with his work on the popular French 
book. After the complete translation 
had been presented to Margaret, its 
fame soon spread. Such was the de- 
mand for Caxton’s work, that he took 
it upon himself to learn the art of 
printing in order to fulfill the re- 
quests for his translation. ‘“Recuyell 
of the Historyes of Trove” was the 
first book printed in the English 
language. (Bruges; ca. 1475). 

Upon returning to England, Caxton 
established a shop within the precincts 
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of Westminster at the “Sign of the 
Red Pale.” The first English printer 
did much for the development of his 
native language. Such works as 
Chaucer’s “Canterbury Tales,” “Le 
Morte d’Arthur” by Malory, and Hig- 
den’s “Polychronicon” did much to 
standardize the English language. 
Caxton’s books were read all] over-the 
“sceptered isle” and they became a 
standard for measuring “correct Eng- 
lish.” 

Caxton was the editor and transla- 
tor of at least twenty-five of the 
hundred or more editions of the “Red 
Pale Press.” In his prologues, epi- 
logues, and other commentaries (some 
of which are quite humorous) we can 
see clearly that Caxton truly deserves 
the title of “First English Scholar 
Printer.” 

We of the 20th century certainly 
owe a tremendous debt to the early 
printers. These men courageously 
carried the torch of truth through a 
dark and bigoted age in the face of 
the bitterest opposition. The printer, 
by mass production of books, made 
knowledge accessible to everyone; 
learning became a necessity for all, 
not a luxury for the few. It may be 
said that western civilization would 
not have reached the present high 
stage of its development had it not 
been for the courage and the ability 
of the fifteenth and sixteenth century 
printers.

Guides to Collecting 


If you wish to learn more about 
autographs, the best method, next to 
actual experience, is to study care- 
fully the manuals on the _ subject. 
Most of them are fascinating little 
volumes, anecdotal excursions into 
history and literature. If you delight 
in word-pictures of the past, you will 
find them entertaining as well as 
helpful. Here, then, is a list of the 
books -about autographs which have 
been published during the past sixty 
years, ‘with an evaluation of each vol- 
ume in terms of the requirements of 
the modern collector. 

“The Diversions of an Autograph- 
Hunter” by J. H. (London, 1894). A 
vivacious and interesting manual by 
a Scotsman, this slender volume is 
devoted to what the author terms 
“the gentle art of securing auto- 
graphs.” His practice was to write 
to celebrities, enclosing a _ self-ad- 
dressed, stamped envelope, and hope 
for a signature or signed sentiment 
in reply. While this method of 
badgering specimens is now frowned 
upon by serious collectors, J. H. was 
at least honest about it, disdaining 
the tricks of his contemporaries. He 
never resorted to the questionable 
devices of claiming kinship with his 
victim, or asking ridiculous questions, 
or sending newspaper clippings, or 
any of the more shady schemes used 
by zealous collectors to extract auto- 
graphic specimens from _ noted 
persons. He asked for a signature — 
and usually he got what he asked for. 

There is hardly a word in this book 
with which I can agree, yet because 
of the author’s enthusiasm and love

for his hobby, I recommend his book 
to all signature collectors. As a rule, 
plain signatures have no monetary 
value, but if they give pleasure to the 
possessor, what more can one ask? 
And J. H. was a collector who got the 
utmost in enjoyment from his modest 
and inexpensive hobby. 

“Autograph Collecting” by Henry T. 
Scott (London, 1894). By far the best 
of the early collecting guides, Scott’s 
book has served as a basis for many 
writers on autographs during the past 
fifty years. He discusses with intel- 
ligence and wisdom the important 
topics which a collector of autographs 
must know: how to form a collection, 
variations in prices, how to distin- 
guish handwritings of the past, fam- 
ous forgeries, how to preserve and 
arrange autographs. While many of 
his statements are no longer valid, 
because of the changes in collecting 
taste or technique during the last half 
century, Scott is a careful scholar and 
has furnished a great fund of detail 
not to be found in more modern col- 
lecting manuals. Of especial value 
are the numerous facsimiles of signa- 
tures. The long price list, which he 
appends at the end of his text, is worth- 
less as a guide to today’s prices. De- 
spite the fact that Scott’s book is 
obsolete in many respects, I recom- 
mend it highly to the collector who is 
interested in the historical background 
of autographs. 

“Talks about Autographs” by 
George Birkbeck Hill (Boston, 1896). 
While Hill is a charming writer, his 
knowledge of autographs was not ex- 
tensive and his comments cannot al- 
ways be relied upon. For instance, a 
facsimile of “George Washington’s 
handwriting” reproduced in the book 
is almost certainly the work of the 
notorious forger Robert Spring, and 
if Hill had been a more experienced 
collector he would have suspected the 
shaky imitation at once. Hill’s book 
has some value as literature, especi- 
ally since it incorporates many of the 
interesting letters in his collection, 
but I do not recommend it to collec- 
tors who are seeking to increase their 
knowledge of autographs. 

“Meditations of an Autograph Col- 
lector” (New York, 1902) and “Ram- 
bles in Autograph Land” (New York, 
1913), both by Adrian H. Joline, 


Stuffy, gassy, pompous and preten- 


tious Adrian Joline is certainly the 
least interesting and attractive of all 
writers on autographs. He set him- 
self up as an authority, yet without 
possessing any claim to scholarship. 
He criticized his predecessors, yet 
committed all their faults plus dozens 
of his own. He tells us frequently in 
his books how much he loves and 
dotes upon his autographs, yet he did 
not love them enough to transcribe 
them accurately. His books abound 
in blunders of every sort, revealing 
the narrowness of his mind and studies, 
Just to take a few examples: Joline 


says that Keats “made a simpleton of : 


himself about Fanny Brawne.” Keats, 
as a matter of fact, never made a 
simpleton of himself about anybody 
or anything, least of all Fanny 
Brawne. One need only read Fanny’s 
letters, written after Keats’ death, to 
realize how much she loved him and 
how she appreciated his genius, 
Fanny was the best thing that ever 
happened to Keats in his brief life- 
time. Again, discussing the history of 
autograph collecting, Joline declares: 
“The younger Pliny tells of a fine 
autographic ‘deal’ which the elder 
Pliny might have made if he had 
possessed a mercantile instinct. I 
wish I knew what became of all their 
collections.” If Joline had read Pliny 
the Younger, he would have known 
that the “deal” in question referred 
to Pliny the Elder’s 160 volumes of 
personal extracts, forming a common- 
place book, for which he was once 
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offered 400,000 sesterces. What Joline 
regards as a collection of autographs 
was merely the personal notebook of 
Pliny; but as Joline had not read 
Pliny the Younger, and was simply 
making a brave effort (as usual) to 
put on a show of learning, he could 
not be expected to know the reference. 
Even in the history of his own coun- 
try, Joline is not at home. He con- 
sicers Washington a superior general 
to Napoleon, but on what basis is not 
clear. There is, in fact, no possible 
basis for such an opinion, but Joline 
wes not familiar with Napoleon’s 
canpaigns, and probably not with 
Washington’s, so an intelligent com- 
ment on the subject was quite beyond 
his: mental means. Probably the most 
honest of all American authors was 
Ralph Waldo Emerson, who threw 
away a promising career for the sake 
of his principles, yet Joline brashly 
insinuates that Emerson was a hypo- 
crite. One could forgive Joline for his: 
boundless ignorance if only he had 
respected the integrity of the authors 
he quoted. But he did not even do 
this. He reproduces, for instance, a 
facsimile of a letter of Charles Dar- 
win, then quotes the same letter in 
his text. How brutally he mauled the 
words of the great scientist: “Com- 
pleted book,” under Joline’s myopic 
squint, is transformed into “con- 
The sentence “To 
you will be the Index” becomes “So 
you will be. . .” and Joline cannot 
make out the last words, which is 
just as well, for no doubt he would 
have transcribed Darwin’s statement 
in a way that would have made the 
great naturalist’s white beard curl 


and crackle in his grave. 


Joline’s books are definitely NOT 
recommended. 


“Among My Autographs” by George 
R. Sims (London, 1904). This is a 
very dull book by a very dull person, 
and consists mainly of anecdotes in 
which Sims unashamedly describes 
how he intruded his presence upon 
the illustrious men of his day. The 
volume contains quite a few facsim- 
iles, mostly of autographs which to- 
day are not collected and have no 
monetary or other value. Most cur- 
ious of the facsimiles is a letter, de- 
scribed by Sims as being “in Tenny- 
son’s handwriting,” which was cer- 
tainly not written by the great poet. 
Probably the handwriting is that of 
Tennyson’s daughter, who often acted 
as his secretary during his last years. 

Except for collectors who are 
troubled with insomnia, this book is 
not recommended. 


“Chats on Autographs” by A. M. 
Broadley (London, 1910). Full of an- 
thusiasm for his hobby, Broadley con- 
trives to put much of his own enjoy- 
ment into his book. He was (even as 
you and I) a lover of bargains, and 
much cf his volume is taken up with 
prices and evaluations of autographs. 
Unfortunately, the prices he quotes 
are long out-of-date, and serve no 
purpose except to make one’s mouth 
water. The many interesting fac- 


similes give his book unusual inter- 
est. Although Broadley’s style is 
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pedestrian and uninsvired, his re- 
marks are usually accurate and perti- 
nent. With the single reservation 
that the values quoted are obsolete, 
I recommend this book. 

“A Book about Autographs” by 
Simon Gratz (Philadelphia, 1920). 
While generally accurate, Gratz’s 
manual is never adroit in style or 
thought. Far too much space is de- 
voted to a dreary catalog of historic 
auction sales of autographs in various 
countries, but the prices fetched are 
not translated into dollars and conse- 
quently have little or no significance 
for the average reader. The features 
which give this volume value are a 
rather detailed survey of the history 
of autograph dealers and collectors, 
and a very interesting conversation 
piece between an experienced collec- 
tor and a beginner, written in the 
quaint manner of Izaak Walton’s 
“Compleat Angler.” The tyro in auto- 
graphs will find this dialogue of help, 
and for this reason, mainly, I recom- 
mend Gratz’s book. 


“Word Shadows of the Great” by 
Thomas F. Madigan (New York, 
1930). Many New Yorkers will recall 
Madigan’s famous autograph empor- 
ium, in the windows of which were 
displayed flashy specimens of the 
handwriting of celebrated persons, 
reverently matted with portraits and 
encased in handsome frames. Madi- 
gan had a keen sense of the dramatic, 
and relished the colorful and pictur- 
esque in autographs. His manual re- 
flects his personal taste, and makes 
exciting reading fcr the autograph 
lover. With great zest, Madigan 
romps over the entire field of collect- 
ing. In every branch of autographs— 
literary, historical, foreign — he tab- 
ulates the relative rarity of the big 
names. Occasionally he is inaccurate, 
but in the main his statements are 
correct, although I take strong ex- 
ception to one of his main themes: 
that autographs can be collected in 
the same manner, and serve the same 
purpose, as stocks and bonds. While 
this is a useful remark to make to 
one’s wife, when one’s autograph 
purchases are beginning to dent the 
family budget, my own beiief is that 
autographs should be collected chief- 
ly for pleasure and knowledge. Madi- 
gan includes in his manual a listing, 
with evaluations, of the autographs 
of the Presidents of the United 
States. With a _ single exception 
(Rutherford B. Hayes), the values 
are much lower than in Madigan’s 
day, and the reader is advised to 
look upon this listing purely as a 
historical curiosity. Despite the faults 
of Madigan’s book, I recommend it 
because of the geniality and enthusi- 
asm of the author. 


“An Autograph Collection” by Lady 
Charnwood (New York, about 1932). 
Of all books about autographs, Lady 
Charnwood’s is certainly the most 
charming and nostalgic. As a child, 
Lady Charnwood was friendly with 
Robert Browning and a host of other 
great Victorians, and her book is re- 
plete with delightful reminiscences of 
the noted persons whom she has met 
personally, or met only through their 
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autographs. Years ago I read this 
book, and although I was delighted 
with Lady Charnwood, I found many 
errors in her statements. Since then 
I have re-read her book half-a-dozen 
times, but I no longer notice the er- 
rors, only the charm. Lady Charn- 
wood recounts, step by step, the story 
of how she built her collection; and 
she is modest about her triumphs and 
honest about her mistakes. For its 
sprightly style, and especially for the 
captivating personality of Lady 
Charnwood, I recommend this book 
highly. 


“Autographs: A Key to Collecting” 
by Mary A. Benjamin (New York, 
1946). By far the best and most re- 
liable manual on autographs, Miss 
Benjamin’s book is an honest and re- 
alistic approach to the most exciting 
of all hobbies. Without wasting time 
in garrulous rhapsodies, Miss Benja- 
min comes right to the point. Fol- 
lowing a discussion of the historic 
background of autograph collecting, 
she describes in detail — and accur- 
ately — the topics of most interest 
to beginners and experienced collec- 
tors. A few of the chapter headings 
suggest the range and importance of 
her book: Evaluation; What to Col- 
lect; Where to Buy; the Forger and 
his Work; Care and Preservation; 
How to Arrange. Of particular in- 
terest is a chapter on “confused ident- 
ities,” one of the most intriguing — 
and difficult — problems in collect- 
ing. The thirty-five illustrations in 
her book are not merely ornamental, 
but serve to illustrate important 
points in the text. All who collect or 
plan to collect autographs, as well as 
dealers who occasionally handle auto- 
graphs, should own a copy of Miss 
Benjamin’s invaluable book. Only a 
few copies of the original edition re- 
main, but you may obtain a copy for 
$3.00, plus postage, by writing direct 
to Mary A. Benjamin, 18 East 77th 
Street, New York 21, N. Y. 


In addition to the autograph manu- 
als listed in this article, there are 
literally dozens of volumes which 
contain one or more chapters 
of autographic interest, such as the 
books of A. Edward Newton and the 
late Dr. A. S. W. Rosenbach. 

The volumes devoted to facsimiles 
of autographs are rather extensive, 
far too numerous to list here. In gen- 
eral, however, the earlier books of 
facsimiles, dated before the introduc- 
tion of photo-lithography in the 
1870’s, are unreliable, as the repro- 
ductions are merely copperplate trac- 
ings. 

Of great value for reference are 
the innumerable catalogs and peri- 
odicals devoted to autographs, of 
which the most notable are the brief- 
lived periodicals issued by Thomas F. 
Madigan and his father Patrick F. 
Madigan, “Life in Letters,’ published 
by the now defunct American Auto- 
graph Shop, and “The Collector,” 
which is still being published each 
month by Walter R. Benjamin Auto- 
graphs, 18 East 77th St., New York 
21, N. Y. 
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“Pretty Rock” Collector 


As a collector of Indian relics in 
the Central Mississippi Valley, I have 
been termed a “pretty rock” collector 
numerous times, which, I am glad to 
admit is literally true, as I have not 
limited my hobby to fine workmanship, 
excellent types or specimens of mone- 
tary value, as this article, I hope, will 
explain clearly. The “pretty rock” 
appellation was first attached to me 
many years ago by my friend and 
noted archeologist, the late Gerard 
Fouke. Since then, others have re- 
peated the title, some jokingly, others 
notivated perhaps by envy or other 
purely personal reasons, since through 
the years, I have succeeded in ac- 
cumulating an outstanding display of 
beautiful and artistically fashioned 
specimens including dovetail types, 
fishtails, folsoms, dog-ears and num- 
erous other types found in the area, 
and have retained those that I have 
acquired, disregarding some very flat- 
tering offers, resulting in my having a 
collection sufficient to cause consider- 
able comment among those who view 
it. 

My hobby is not confirmed to ex- 
cellent workmanship or beautiful type 
specimens, as I have also concen- 
trated on geological aspects, colorful 
materials and various other unusual 
features, selected to satisfy my per- 
sonal desires, as many of these pieces 
afford me, as much, if not more plea- 
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By KYLE L. SLY 


sure than do the more sought after 
museum specimens, hence, the title 
“pretty rock” collector is literally true 
in every respect. 

The Mississippi Valley was one of 
the most productive sources of excel- 
lent materials for making chert arti- 
facts in the nation, which can be sub- 
stantiated by a visit to the famous 
“Crescent Quarries” found in St. 
Louis County near the -Merrimac 
River, where may be seen today hun- 
dreds of deep pits and excavations 
dug by the ancient tribes, extending 
for miles on the ridges where supplies 
were secured of fine grained material, 
ranging from snow white silicious 
chert to colorful brown, red and purp- 
lish streaked materials. This is only 
one of several. sources of supplies 
known in the-region, as many rocks, 
north of us, including ‘“Hornblende,” 
“Chalcedony,” various porphyries, 
colorful quartzes and numerous other 
materials to supply the aboriginal 
workman in his search for suitable 
stock for making specimens, which 
today gladden the eyes of all Indian 


relic collectors. (A _ very notable 
source of beautiful artifact finds is 
the “Cahokia Mound” area which was 
described in my article in the October, 
1950, issue of HOBBIES.) 

Among the colorful and unusual 
local specimens I have gathered to- 
gether, emphasizing material, are 
some ten ‘“Hornblende” wine colored 
chalcedony points, including a seven- 
inch, beveled, beautifully worked, 
triangular based spear, plowed up in 
Macoupin County, Illinois, and kept by 
the finder some thirty years, dis- 
regarding all offers, until recently. 
Another, not a local find, is the well 
known 8x2%” curved ‘Hornblende” 
chaicedony knife, having sharp barbs 
and a short square base, which is 
pictured in Moorehead’s “Stone Age,” 
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Skelchs by 
KLSLy 


book one, page 57, fig. 149, and is re- 
cognized as the finest specimen of its 
kind to be found anywhere. This 
museum specimen was found near 
Beloit, Wis., some forty years ago. 

Other material specimens worth 
noting are two rock crystal arrow- 
heads: one, three inches long, one 
and an eighth inches wide, having a 
sharp pointed, straight sided smooth- 
ly chipped blade, almost one-half inch 
thick, with a crudely worked thick 
square base. 

The other point, a personal find, 
made of cloudy rock crystal, has a 
triangular blade with a square, thin, 
well-made base; from the Elmo Hurst 
Farm at Denton’s Ferry on the White 
River in Baxton County, Arkansas, 
below the Bull Shoals Dam site. 

Some of my most interesting geo- 
logical specimens are made of fos- 
silized cherts. One from Jersey Coun- 
ty, Illinois, has a well shaped, round 
quartz shell, over one-quarter inch 
diameter, protruding from the center 
of the blade almost one-eighth inch. 
Another, evidently made from a solid 
piece of fossilized chert from Sanga- 
mon County, Illinois, is a dog-eared 
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type, base notched, long barbed 
blunter-scraper, all surfaces solidly 
covered with large and small oddly 
shaped fossils, some colored bright 
red and pink. This excellently worked 
specimen is somewhat discolored, 
showing signs of firing, as is often 
seen on artifacts buried and burned 
in aboriginal crematory pits—a num- 
ber of which I saw while digging 
Indian mounds in Jersey County, 
Illinois, some years ago. ; 

I have succeeded in acquiring an 
interesting selection of silicious por- 
phyry (not to be confused with much 
softer chert porphyry material) speci- 
mens which I believe was the hardest 
working material the Indian at- 
tempted to fashion, therefore, except 
for a few instances, the results were 
of geological interest rather than 
workmanship; one exceptional speci- 
men, from Arcadia, Mo., is 644x2% id 
is jet black, having snow white silica 
spots over the surface, with large 
smooth flaking and a triangular base. 
The specimen is exceptionally thin for 
its size, showing considerable wear, 
with some damage on the edges. An- 
other, from the Moder Farm at Home 
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Springs in Jefferson County, Missouri, 
is made of dark brown striped, ex- 
tremely hard porphyry, resembling 
petrified wood, which is said by some 
to be the origina] source of the 
material. Another personal find, found 
some fifteen miles up stream from 
Henderson’s Ferry on the North Fork 
River in Ozark County, Missouri -(to- 
day beneath the waters of North Fork 
Lake) is a thin beautifully worked 
6x2” triangular based spear made of 
red porphyry with white silica spots 
over its surface, having some damage 
near the point. Another, a St. Louis 
County, Missouri, find is a crude, two 
and one-half inch arrowhead, jet black 
in color, thickly dotted with very un- 
usual bright red silica deposits, a 
rare color combination: in porphyry. 

Another, a beautifully worked speci- 
men from Madison County, Illinois, 
is a brown porphyry, beveled, side 
notched, smoothly flaked dovetail type, 
which would grace any collection of 
fine artifacts. 

Space is too limited to enumerate 
and describe more of these interest- 
ing artifacts which in most cases lack 
fine workmanship or type beauty but 
serve to exemplify my personal devia- 
tions from the usual collecting pro- 
cedures, 

The six large artifacts sketched are 
all local finds and constitute the ma- 
jority of these specimens that I have 
seen. Since most of them lack beauty 
and are quite irregular in workman- 
ship, I have been able to secure them 
for very modest sums in cash or trade 
from other local collectors, yet, I 
consider them very interesting addi- 
tions to any collectionas they raise 
the questions, why made? . . . what 
for? 

The spear, sketch number one, 
found in St. Louis County, Missouri, 
represents an excellent base notched 
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dog-eared specimen, six inches long, 
two and one-half inches wide across 
the base, nine-sixteenth inch thick at 
the lower center of the blade, made 
obviously of crescent quarry material, 
colored white with bluish clouds from 
the point half way down the blade. 
Brownish streaks run _ diagonally 
downward to the finely finished and 
formed dog-eared base. The thick 
centered, expanding blade has large 
smooth flaking, altogether, making an 
outstanding specimen fit to grace any 
collection. 

In contrast, sketch number two, 
found on a high bluff above Bangert’s 
Quarry, on the shore, of the Missouri 
River, in St, Charles County, Miss- 
ouri, is six and one-half inches long, 
one and three-fourths inch wide and 
five-eighths inch thick through both 
large brown quartz spalls which pro- 
trude from quite smooth large flaked 
blade. Neither the blade nor the 
roughly chopped crude square base 
have any secondary chipping what- 
ever. The piece is a dark blue color 
with light clouds from the blunt 
point down two thirds its length, 
shading off to a root stained snow 
white base. There are not many fin- 
ished collectors who would consider 
retaining it in their collections except 
as an oddity. 

The third sketch represents an un- 
usual spear measuring 6x2%” and 
five-eighths inch thick, found on the 
Ellman campsite near Elm Point by 
Sanford Creek in St. Charles County, 
Missouri, comparable to specimen 
number two, as it is made with very 
large smooth flaking with no second- 
ary chipping or finishing at any point. 
Made of fine grained dark yellow 
quartzite with darker orange colored 
clouds and dark red stripes running 
from the edge of the blade above the 
heavy left barb to the left notch, 
then across the corner of the small 
thin square base. The reverse side is 
heavily covered with lime patina as 
is often seen on artifacts found with 
burials. This piece would only be 
kept by a collector choosing “pretty 
rocks,” literally, as the workmanship 
is quite inferior. 

The fourth sketch represents a 
6%4x214x11/16” thick spear found in 
Bond County, Illinois, made of glossy 
orange colored chert having large 
smooth chipping with no secondary 
work except on the well shaped ex- 
panding base. The specimen is some- 
what damaged at a few points on the 
edges of the blade giving the general 
appearance of having been water 
washed, perhaps in a creek bed. This 
massive appearing spear was acquired 
quite recently at an auction among 
local collectors, which I bid in for a 
paltry sum, as it perhaps was not 
“pretty” enough to grace any other 
collection but my own. This speci- 

men could have been halved to make 
a very practical skinning knife as the 
blade is slightly curved from the left 
barb to the rounded well worn point. 

The fifth specimen, found in Floris- 
sant Valley in St. Louis County, 
Missouri, measures 6x25s”, and is five- 
eighths inch thick; has exceptional- 
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ly large smooth flaking with absolute- 
ly no secondary chipping or finishing 
work at any point. The piece is 
made of fine grained grey-white si- 
licious chert (probably crescent quar- 
ry material) and could have been fin- 
ished with little effort, to make an 
excellent base notched spear, but as 
it is, it is simply a rough appearing 
unfinished spear or a practical hand 
knife as the small thin square base 
could not be usefully halved. 

Sketch number six represents an 
exceptionally beautiful, quite recent, 
St. Louis County, Missouri, find 
65x2%" and % inch thick, made of 
red-brown, semi-translucent Union 
County, Illinois, chert, with a snow 
white edge on one side, the other side 
is snow white, three quarters of its 
area. This beautiful ‘piece is formed 
by large regular flaking except for a 
small amount of secondary chipping 
on the point, and would be an out- 
standing sepcimen in any collection, 
regardless of slight damage on one 
edge of the blade, 

In presenting my hobby, I have 
tried to concentrate, in the main, on 
the art work of the aboriginal chert 
artists, following the same principals 
as do all art museums, the world over, 
namely, collect and preserve the art 
of the ages rather than the junk of 
the past, leaving the usual campsite 
and pit refuse for study by the profes- 
sional archeologists who spent years 
of schooling to qualify themselves for 
that purpose, and to make a living 
at it, assisted, in some degree, by 
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novices and some ex-collectors, de- 
siring to keep in the limelight, by 
picking up shards and other remains 
for them, as an outlet. 

Thus I hope the foregoing article 
has pointed out an interesting phase 
of collecting in the Mississippi Valley 
which furnishes a great deal of plez- 
sure, enabling a collector to find de- 
sirable artifacts, regardless of their 
dollar value, in almost any collection 
viewed, or on any campsité searchec, 
even though the specimens may nct 
be up to standards in perfectior, 
workmanship or beauty.

COLT NOTES

Colt, the revolver man, we all 
know Colt, the inventor, the 
patent pirate, the vigorous industria- 
from the era of free gold and free 
trade. “Colt? Ah, he was a devil!” 
“Sam Colt? Um, well, he was a 
little heavy on the hammer. e 
And even the antithesis, from the 
grieving lips of Mrs. Colt, the epitom- 
ization of “kind father, husband, 
friend” . . . with all these as- 
pects we are more or less familiar. 
That Colt was a fairly competent 
master of rhetoric, although loose in 
orthography, is somewhat less well 
known. An _ interesting letter has 
been discovered among the papers of 
the Connecticut Historical Society, 
which sheds a rather harsh illumina- 
tion on this side of Colt. 

To set the stage, one must under- 
stand that Colt harbored a wish bor- 
dering on an obsession. This, to be 
realized in 1851, was to attain the 
nominal status 6f Colonel, so that he 
would equal in rank the “old fogys” 
in the Ordnance Office. From time to 
time, during the years after the de- 
mise of the Patent Arms Company, 
he approached various officials with 
propositions to form a regiment, for 
service in Oregon and the West, with 
himself the running officer. 

An application to Colonel Steven- 
son, whose troop later had the mis- 
fortune to discover gold, and perish 
to the last man from. starvation in 
the valley of Volcano was refused on

the grounds that “every situation in 
the Field and Staff is filled.’’ 
Turning to another avenue of ap- 
proach, Colt recalled the New Jersey 
Legislative Act, passed during the 
session of 1838, authorizing the pur- 
chase of 240 Colt’s rifles for the 
militia. This act had remained tooth- 
less from lack of funds, but-in July of 
1846, Sam reopened the matter in a 
letter to the Governor, Charles C. 
Stratton. 

He requested permission to recruit 
a battalion of men in the neighbor- 
hood of Paterson, to be armed with 
these non-existant rifles. Such per- 
mission would automatically entail 
an appointment as an officer of Mili- 
tia, and by the time Sam had run his 
course, he intended to be no less than 
a brevet Brigadier if he could make 
it! Feeling this line rather plausible, 
Sam wrote in a similar vein to Gener- 
als Hamilton and Godwin, of the Mili- 
tia forces. General Sam. W. Hamilton 
replied promptly: 

Dear Sir; 

I ought not to be taxed with communi- 
cations of gentlemen affecting exclusive- 
ly to their own business and personal 
interests. Besides, your letter is mis- 
directed. The Adgt. Genl. Caldwallader 
ean satisfy your inquiry touching the 
number of volunteers enrolled. 


Samuel Colt looked for a time, 
silently, at this scathing scrawl 
across the blue paper, and then 
pensively toying with a fresh quill, he 
set about replying: 


My Dear Sir: 

Since writing to you regarding the 
draft made on the State of New Jersey 
by the General Government for troops, [| 
have been absent from the city and 
consequently only received your note of 
the 18th inst this morning. Be _ kind 
enough to inform me if I have taxed you 
beyond a sheet of letter paper and five 
minutes of your time. For the sheet of 
paper I return you too (two) as near of 
the same quality as I have on hand, and 
I enclose One dime a sum that in my 
judgement will compensate you for the 
valuable time spent in reading and 
answering my letter & I avail myself 
of the opportunity which this occasion 











affords me of tendering my. thanks for 
the valuable information furnished me 
by your favor in announcing the fact 
that I can get the information I desire 
from the Adgt Genl. Cadwallader but I 
have to regret that it did not occur 
to you to mention in what part of the 
State of New Jersey or the United 
States a communication from me would 
reach that gentleman. 


It was just such whimsey which 
served to antagonize many highly 
placed officials through whom Sam 
might otherwise have gained his ob- 
jective with much less difficulty. Yet 
at ‘what cost to his much vaunted 
originality and freedom? He felt that 
success was not worth a compromise 
with himself. ..

plements, tools and weapons have sur- 
vived practically unchanged for thou- 
sands of years. 


In regard to weapons the unsuccess- 
ful Boxer uprising in 1900 taught the 
Chinese that the encroachments of 
foreign powers could no longer be met 
with ancient weapons. The revolution 
of 1911 which established the Chinese 
republic was the turning point when 
firearms were introduced to arm the 
Chinese soldiers and henceforth all 
former primitive appliances for of- 
fense and defense became obsolete. 

With changes wrought so very re- 
cently it was still possible to retrieve 
from junk dealers some primitive 
weapons, and a few of these, probably 
nowhere else recorded, seem worthy 
to be described in detail. 


MACE.—Fig. 1, (P. 144) shows a 
spiked club-head of cast iron, about 
two inches high with a tapering hole. 
Mounted upon a stick to be wielded 
with one hand, it is a formidable 
weapon. In Marco Polo we read that 
he observed such a mace among the 
Tartars. Its counterpart in Europe, 
where the grim humor of the time 
gave it the name of “Holy Water 
Sprinkler” or “Morning Star,’ went 
out of use with the advent of fire- 
arms by the end of the fifteenth cen- 
tury. In a symbolic sense it has 
survived as the staff of office or scepter 
borne before or by officials of various 
ranks in many countries, a token of 
authority or badge of office. 


KNUCKLE DUSTER.—The name 
given to the implement shown in Fig. 
2, sounds rather slangy, however, the 
ordinary name of Brass Knuckles is

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Chinese, explained it as a weapon, to 
be firmly grasped with the right hand, 
the chisel-like edge held downward 
and the bow studded with three bosses 
or knobs passing over the knuckles. 
There are no fixed rules for using 
this weapon, it was merely suggested, 
that the bosses lend themselves ex- 
ceedingly well.to rapping the adver- 
sary’s head, while with the chisel-like 
edge a dig for the belly might be 
made and prove rather effective. The 
length of this instrument is seven 
and a half inches. 


FLAILS.—A flail with-us was a 
military weapon of the. middle ages, 
but in China it has survived till very 
recent times. I was able “to pick up 
two specimens, Figs. 3 and 4. Among 
the oldest instruments of punishment 
in China is the pien, a kind of leath- 
ern whip. This is mentioned in the 
Shu Ching, dating from about 770 
B.C. Now, about 2700 years later, it 
is curious to have encountered among 


the peasants primitive weapons which | 


bear the same name of pien, although 
they are no longer of leather, but 
made of iron. They are the ones 
shown in Figs. 3 and 4. Fig. 3, is 
called the two-jointed pien, and Fig. 4, 
the nine-jointed pien.j) As far as I 


could learn these instruments were . 


used only for protection by the pea- 
sants against nightly instrusion by 
bandits and robbers. Fire-arms the 
peasants were not allowed to have, 
but these weapons the village black- 
smith could easily produce. The 
handling of the two-jointed flail, Fig. 
8, is quite obvious. The additional 
rings at the joint are for producing 
noise when shaking or swinging the 
instrument before letting it come 
down on the head of an adversary, 
provided he tarry long enough for 
such a reception. The handle and the 
iron club are each about ten inches 
long. 


The nine-jointed pien or flail, Fig. 
4, is not as easily handled, extensive 
practice is considered necessary to be- 
come adept in using it. For noise- 
producing when it is swung there are 
also several additional rings at some 
of the joints. As the rattle of the 
rattle-snake awes his victim, the rat- 
tling of the pien, swung in skilful 
circles, is meant to act as a deterrent 
to the intruder, lest he linger and re- 
ceive a sudden well-directed blow with 
the end-link, which is apt to knock 
him senseless with one application. 
The instrument stretched out mea- 
sures three feet, nine inches. Of late, 
of course, soldiers and bandits are 
armed with firearms and the poor 
peasants can no longer make a stand 
against their aggressions with these 
primitive weapons. 


We would scarcely consider such 
weapons fit for castigation, holding to 
the principle that bodily punishment

should hurt, but not inflict wounds or 
break bones. The Chinese, however, 
were never squeamish in such matters 
and expressed their lack of sensitive- 
ness or nerves by the severity of their 
punishments. There was variety in 
the application of beatings. They had 
whips, knouts, large cudgels, small 
cudgels, thorny rods. The application 
of two cudgels at the same time was 
facetiously called “united pleasure 
cudgel.” The lashes of the whips had 
impressive knots, the knobs or eyes of 
cudgels were not removed, iron nails 
projected from clubs, they were 
smeared with glue, etc. A sandbag 
made of soft cowhide was used for 
50 or more strokes, while with an 
iron club five to seven blows were 
deemed sufficient. 


Investigating ancient weapons and 
modes of punishment is an interesting 
pursuit for the antiquary. His 
equanimity is scarcely disturbed, the 
horrors connected with them seem so 
remote. Unwittingly, however, a bit 
of realism was at one time forced on 
my attention, an experience I shall 
never forget. In 1925 I spent an op- 
pressively hot summer night in an inn 
at Nanchang, Kiangsi Province. 
Separated from the inn yard by a 
high wall was the precinct of a temple 
which had been taken over by soldiers 
of the local War Lord. All at once 
the stillness of the night was broken 
into by the wailing of a soldier, only 
interrupted by the sharp, hissing 
sounds of strokes showered upon the

Silver minerals 
occur in the Kelley and O. K. Mines 
in San Gabriel Canyon. Barite in 
both massive and crystal forms occurs 
in quantity seaward side of the Palo 
Verde Hlils. Both purple and green 
fluorite may be had by working the 
dumps at the Felix Mine which lies 
about seven miles north of Azusa.

The quarry of the Pacific Electric 
Co., in Brush Canyon is productive of 
a number of good minerals including 
prehnite, colemanite, etc. Excellent 
quartz crystals are to be found over 
the tunnel east of Griffith Observa- 
tory, Griffith Peak. Any issue of “Min- 
erals of California” by the Division of 
Mines in the Ferry Building, San 
Francisco, will give you other loca- 
tions in the area around Los Ange- 
les. Many of my leads are drawn 
from these volumes. One I intend to 
follow up is the rhodenite locality on 
Portal Ridge near Lancaster, where 
several deposits are described. An- 
other source of minerals is found in 
the great variety of industrial plants 
in and about Los Angeles. Almost 
every commercial mineral used in in- 
dustry comes into Los Angeles in 
gondola cars, and one may usually be 
given samples by asking a foreman 
in the various plants. Another, but 
not generally recommended method, 
is to pick specimens up along the rail- 
road right-of-ways. Of course pieces 
of almost everything carried by the 
railroads will fall off the cars; but 
this area has its definite elements of 
danger. 

The lofty mountains running from 
the Santa Monica Mountains east- 
ward in a great circle offer the 
student of sieinain a close and wide 
variety of mineralization for study.

PEARLS

Recently I came into possession of 
three matched black pearls from 
Savannah, Ga., lozenge-shaped with 
lovely green highlights, bringing to 
mind the history of the most myster- 
ious of the black pearls, known as 
the Agni Gemma or Fire Pearl. 

Among the wedding gifts of Prin- 
cess Elizabeth of England, was one 
of these pearls, given to her by Baron 
Richard Johan de Touche-Skadding, a 
French nobleman, who was a jewel 
merchant in the Far East when he 
first heard of the gem, and immediate- 
ly set out to find one if possible. It 
is also lozenge-shaped, a rich black 
with green tinges along the edges, 
and the surface is etched in moon-like 
valleys and craters. 

While on his yacht, the Yongmin, 
the Baron encountered a_ tropical 
storm in the Java sea and was 
stranded on a small island known as 
Billiton, a Dutch island southwest of 
Borneo. 


While washing his face one day, he 
scooped up a black lozenge-shaped 
stone from the creek bottom and im- 
mediately recognized it as the Agni 
Gemma. The natives later identified 
it as a “Kumbalageni” which they 
believed could grow tin. 

When he arrived at Singapore, he 
visited the upper plaeau of Lahoul, in 
Northern India near Tibet, and monks 
there verified the jewel and worship- 
ped it by placing it on their heads. 

Little is known of the gem, but Dr. 
H. H. Nininger, noted authority on 
meteorites has suggested that it could 
be a chip from the moon. It has a 
high melting point of 3,110 degrees F, 
after being heated red hot, and can 
be plunged into ice water without 
cracking. It weighs from five to one 
hundred carats. 

Ancient Tang Records of China, tell 
us that King Kalavinka of Java sent 
a messenger to the Emperor of China 
in 523 A.D. with one of these gems as 
his annual tribute for that year. 


In Java, ancient chants commem- 
orate savage tribal wars fought hun- 
dreds of years ago for the possession 
of the Danau Raja, a huge Agni 
Gemma, which is said to have weighed 
thirty-five carats. 

The story goes that His Royal 
Highness the Susuhanan of Surakarta 
is said to always carry the Fire Pearl, 
which he inherited from his ancestor 
of the-1lth century, King Erlanga, 
and believes he is greatly indebted to 
the stone. ' 


For hundreds of years the Ponti. 
anak rulers have handed down one of 
these stones to their sons and heirs, 

About the beginning of World War 

II, His Highness Sjarif Hamid Al.

Collect Post Cards for 
Enjoyment and Education 


We had planned an article this 
time for the more advanced collectors 
among you readers, but a number of 
requests from you, and a number of 
things in our own experience, have 
forced us to: postpone the other ar- 
ticle and talk about practices. 

Many people through carelessness, 
or through ignorance, or through in- 
nocently having been misled, are do- 
ing things that are hurting our hob- 
by; and others who want our hobby 
to become the greatest hobby and who 
see its potentialities are wishing to do 
something about it. 

Many people are bewildered about 
prices and rarity. In spite of what 
some would have you believe, rarity 
has not yet come to mean much in the 
collecting of cards. It is possible to 
amass a large world-wide collection 
of current cards; and with modern 
color photography and modern manu- 
facturing methods, the cards are both 
beautiful and plentiful. No one really 
knows now whether certain cards are 
rare or not. Qld cards can still be 
found in trunks and attics and library 
shelves in every town, almost on every 
street. And in every accumulation 
there are several of these so-called 
rarities. Only last week we saw on 
the racks of a famous art store sup-

posedly rare cards selling for 10c 
each. These same cards were on their 
racks four years ago. The demand 
does not warrant a higher price — 
in fact, a few cards had been demoted 
to the 5c rack. 

A dealer we know, believing that 
certain cards were very rare, raised 
his price to 50c each; others in the 
same neighborhood (not all dealers) 
say that they will gladly let duplicates 
of those same cards go for 5c or 10c 
but can’t find anyone to take them. 

There seems to be an effort, among 
certain ones, to whip up a demand 
for just certain old cards, then to 
offer them for sale at high prices. 
Think what it does to a new collec- 
tor’s faith to pay these high prices, 
and soon after to learn that other 
collectors have duplicates of those 
cards to exchange, and other dealers 
sell the same cards for a third of the 
price, or even less. 

It is true that Detroits, Mitchells, 
Union Oils, and Leightons are very 
desirable cards, but they are not the 
only ones. Max Jaffe, Stengel, S. 
Borgi, Rotograph, G. W. Morris, Bos- 
selman, Reider, are all just as good; 
and so are Salmon, International Art, 
American News Co., Sheahan, Tuck, 
Nister, Stehli, Bamforth, Reliable, 
etc., etc., and etc. There are vast 
numbers of cards being sold, and 
having been sold, and no one can ever 
own all the kinds of cards. If certain 
cards become too high, it will not be 
too hard for collectors to get inter- 
ested in others. 

Recently, a collector made the 
statement that No. 1 of a certain 
series of cards would, if it could be 
found, be worth $1,000. We wonder 
what, if anything, that some person 
would be ‘willing to give us for No. 32 
of that same series, made in the same 
year? Or what he would give us for 
No. 6 made by a very much older and 
more noted company a number of 
years before his desired No. 1 was 
printed? Statements like that make 
people who have sold an old album, 
or who have burned up ragged and 
dirty cards, very unhappy. State- 
ments like that raise false hopes to 


the sky and leave the people who be- 
lieve them to sink later into the 
depths of disillusion. 

Paintings are often centuries old; 


printed books are from the fifteenth § dient

century; stamps have been with us 
for a full century; post cards can 
boast of only eighty years of an- 
tiquity and most of these so-called 
old cards are only forty years old and 
are still in the hands of the original 
collectors. 

There are occasions when collectors 
should pay 50c, 75c, perhaps $1.50 for 
a mere postcard. It may be that some 
day some of these will go higher. 
Cards that were printed on govern- 
ment postals were made in smaller 
quantity; they are also in demand by 
stamp and cover collectors. This 
causes an increase in the difficulty in 
obtaining them. Cards of the earlier

It is 
more expedient, and cheaper to pay a 
fair price than to write dozens of let- 
ters hunting them. In the case of 
these and other national or interna- 
tional events, it is desirable to com- 
plete card sets, and one should be 
willing to recognize that the dealer 
did:’t get them without the expense 
of « search. 

So let us not strain at a gnat and 
swa'low a camel. Let us not be fooled 
abot cards, yet let us consider be- 
fore we become insulted at people 
whe have gone to much trouble to get 
the cards we ‘want, and charge 
enovgh to keep from losing on the 
deal. There are some people who 
want everything for less than the 
postage on it. 

Trying to force high prices on a 
young hobby, which is not yet very 
streng and sure of itself, will have 
undesirable effects. People who have 
old cards will hold them. in wild hopes 
of making a fortune. Collectors will 
become disgusted and change to other 
hobbies. Feelings and sensibilities will 
be hurt. 

Post card collecting is one of the 
most highly educational of hobbies, 
and has one of the broadest appeals 
to people of every age, country, race, 
ability, and interest. Its greatest 
values are educational. It has great 
possibilities in producing friendship 
and understanding, so badly needed 
today among all peoples. We do not 
buy our cards as one does margins on 
the stock market. We, if we love 
cards, may wear them out in use, just 
as we do the old piano, or the family 
car. We do not expect to make a big 
financial profit on every card we 
own. After years of enjoyment, we 
are glad to get a good second-hand 


‘price, if we are willing to sell at 


all. A false whipping-up of prices 
brings false hopes and colossal disap- 
pointments. If you love our hobby, 
Don’t do it!

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Second in order of our troubles, is 
the number of letters and we 
send to people in clubs and cn 
lists, who do not bother to answer 
or to return exchanges. For several 
years we have made it a habit to 
place in our files the names of people 
who join clubs. We place each name 
and address on a file card; and we 
also write the name of the club from 
whose roster we obtained the name. 
We send each person a sample card 
and several of our own circulars. 
Recently we made a revision of our 
files and tabulated results. We had 
sent first class mail. Out of 5000 
names, supposed to be definitely card 
collectors, 2000 have never been heard 
from in any manner whatsoever, after 
as many as three or four mailings. 
We recently sent out a dozen air 
mails with enclosed airmail stamped 
envelopes to a dozen of these same 
people. Even then, eight did not do 
us the courtesy of replying. Two 
hundred thirty-two mailings were re- 
turned. Of these, fifteen, three were 
marked “Unknown”; twenty-six had 
moved two or more years ago and 
had left no address; and twenty-four 
were marked “No such town in state.” 

Among those who answered, twenty- 
eight wrote to say that they were 
just not interested, please send no 
more; five wrote that they had given 
up collecting (Did they ever start?); 
six wrote that they had never col- 
lected cards and didn’t know how we 
got their names. One club had four 
different listings, similar looking yet 
different. They turned out a hus- 
band and wife with only one address. 

This summer we wrote fifty-five 
members on one club’s latest list. To 
date fifty are yet to be heard from. 
Several collectors who wrote just to 
exchange, not to sell, have reported 
the same results: “I wrote 100 cards 
(good collectable post cards) and 
asked about exchanging. I received 
six answers.” 

Now, what is wrong? Are certain 
groups so eager for memberships 
that they do not care how many 
names they get or from 'where? Our 
own name has been used two differ- 
ent times on pen pal lists without our 
sanction, and that we had to do some- 
thing about to save ourselves furth- 
er correspondence. 

If it is the fault of the people who 
join clubs, then what is wrong with 
people? Does their money burn their 
pockets, and their curiosity get the 
best of them? Are they joining, just 
to see what they will get out of it? 
We have seen some of these names 
on the lists of several clubs. 

Wouldn’t it be less disappointing to 
newcomers, if clubs would remove all 
deceased, discontinued inactive mem- 
bers, count what is left, and adver- 
tise that they have several hundred 
active members? 

A post card club is not a Matrimon- 
ial Society, not a Lonely Hearts Club, 
not even a pen pals exchange. It is a 
group of hobbyists, exchanging items 
for their collections, and ideas about 
carrying on their hobby. People who 
attach themselves to our clubs for 
other motives should be turned out 
and the members notified. 
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We took foreign names from sever- 
al lists, sent from one to five cards 
and asked for exchange. We heard 
from one out. of ten. Four out of 
every five that answered returned 
no cards, but asked for everything 
from cigarettes and fountain pens to 
clothing. When one is patching his 
own clothing, using a leaky fountain 
pen. and does not smoke at all it is 
disgusting to read some of the re- 
quests. Don’t mistake us; we have 
sent clothing and food whenever we 
could to distress areas, but not luxur- 
ies that we nor our friends can’t af- 
ford. While writing this article we 
have received letters from collectors 
who have had the same and similar 
experiences. 

Some continue to push as an ethical 
idea that we must send only cards 
from our own community when ex- 
changing. We have three lovely -ex- 
changers in Columbus, Ohio, and a 
dozen in California. If they follow 
this reasoning, then we are swamped 
with duplicates. The duplicates to 
them are not necessarily duplicates 
to us at all. We should be allowed to 
work off good duplicates no matter 
where we live. It seems much more 
important that we be encouraged to 
be fair and send quality for quality 
and numbers that are equitable. 
Working off your duplicates without 
losing too much is one of the primary 
reasons for exchanging. 

There are also attitudes on the 
part of some of us collectors that 
are a little unusual. Here is one: “I 
have bought a 25c set of cards from 
you. (State wide, selected subjects). 
Now you send me 25c and I will send 
you 12 cards from my home town.” 
People who have cards advertised 
regularly in these pages are dealers. 
They pay licenses and carry stocks of 
cards which they buy in wholesale

Duty in England 


It seems that cards made in Eng- 
land during the last two centuries 
are most familiar to us. Perhaps 
this is because many of our early 
cards were made from plates pre- 
viously used in that country, or by 
card makers, such as Victor E. 
Mauger, whose designs are very Eng- 
lish in appearance. For almost a 
century, our card makers followed the 
English card makers in names such 
as Mogul, Squeezers (the latter made 
in England to send to America). 
And today we are so accustomed to 
the English court cards that we do 
not accept a variation. 

During the past century, England 
produced many beautiful decks, both 
in commemorative and regular decks. 
Possibly the Worshipful Company of 
Playing Cards, Inc., have added in-

centive by selecting one design each 
year to issue as a special deck, and 
the portrait of the “Master” for the 
year is depicted on the Ace of Spades. 
The design is generally relating to 
some important public event that has 
occurred during the year. This idea 
was first offered in 1896, and seventy- 
two designs were submitted. The 
following year a special pack was 
issued to commemorate the Diamond 
Jubilee of Queen Victoria. Special 
packs were issued for the Corona- 
tions of King Edward VII and King 
George V; The Armed Forces in 1909; 
the Ottowa Commemorative in 1982, 
and the Silver Jubilee in 1935 for 
King George, and later to proclaim 
Edward VIII king, and many others. 
Not only does the historical event 
identify the date of these special is- 
sues, but also the officers for that 
year is a very ready identification. It 
is not so easy to identify the cards 
issued between 1712 and _ 1862, 
though the Ace of Spades is the most 
accurate method of determining the 
date of issue. 

Taxes have been levied on playing 
cards from the earliest date of issue, 
and there were tax evaders as early 
as the reign of King George III. In 
fact the evasion was so serious that 
laws were made attempting to con- 
trol it. 

The backs of the cards were un- 
colored and without decoration or de- 
sign until the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century. The court cards had 
full length figures until about 1840, 
when the backs were tinted and dé- 
corated, corners rounded and indiced. 
However, cards were found as late as 
1875 without the indice. 

The first tax in England was levied 
in 1615 during the reign of James I, 
“the rate of 5 shillings per gross 
packs.” This was levied without the 
consent of Parliament and was com- 
plained of as illegal. In 1710 during 


the reign of Queen Anne, Parliament 
enacted that for thirty-two years be- 
ginning June 11, 1711, playing cards 
should pay a duty of six pence per 
pack. Makers of the playing cards 
were required to send their name and 
address to the Commissioner of Stamp} 
Duties. The Officers had the right at 
all times to enter and inspect the} 
premises. 

The makers were not allowed to re- 
move the cards from the premises 
until the paper and thread enclosing 
every pack was sealed in such a man- 
ner as was satisfactory to the Com- 
missioners of Duties. Every twenty- 
eight days the manufacturer had to 
declare the number of cards manv- 
factured by them and had to clear 
within the ensuing fortnight the 
amount of duty declared due. There 
was a penalty of twenty pounds ster- 
ing for deficit in making entry, and 
duty for non-payment of tax within 
the specified time. Since there was a 
high import duty on the “Genoa 
Paper” used for cards this was a 
formidable tax and met with much 
opposition, which was fruitless. After 
many petitions the act became a law. 
This was amended the following year 
to prevent defrauding of the revenue. 
It was enacted that all stock of cards 
on hand before the tax law which 
were fit for sale or which remained 
unsold in the hands of the manuv- 
facturers should be brought to the 
stamp office to be marked. On the 
trader’s oath that the stocks so 
brought were made and finished be- 
fore June 12, t711, he was permitted 
to pay only one-half penny per pack, 
and the packs were stamped and 
sealed accordingly. All cards _ not 
brought to the office before August, 
1712, were deemed to be made fit for 
sale after June, 1711, and to be 
charged full duty. The wrapper was 
so marked on the face side of the Ace 
of Spades card of each pack. 
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Early Aces including ' 
five Duty Aces 
Upper left: The Hall card is thought to 
date 1796 to 1798, which is earlier than 
Hall and Son, circa 1806. The next three 
cards are known as the Duty Ace, used 
from 1828 to 1862 and known as “Old 
Frizzle.’ The second card in the lower row 
was issued during Queen Victoria’s reign, 
as it is not a duty Ace. Wooley & Co. 
were card makers about 1890. This is not 
a Royalty card, yet the manufacturer has 
taken the liberty of using the crest of the 
Prince of Wales (later King Edward VII). 
Also note that in the Spade Ace he has 
vorked into the design flowers of Scotland- 
thistle, Ireland-Shamrock and England-rose. 





Offenders against these provisions 
were liable to a penalty of five pounds 
sterling for every pack of unstamped 
cards found in their possesion. It 
was also a crime, punishable by 
death, to counterfeit or forge the 
seals, stamps or marks which denoted 
payment of duties. Despite these 
precautions and penalties, frauds on 
the revenue continued. One man was 
actually sentenced to death for en- 
graving a Duty Ace of Spades for a 
cardmaker who escaped the same fate 
only by fleeing the country. It does 
not show in the annuals whether the 
death sentence was actually carried 
out. 
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It was discovered persons were in 
the habit of cutting out the tax stamp 
and placing it on fresh packs, using 
one stamp over and over. A _ fine of 
ten pounds sterling was imposed on 
any person convicted of this. To 
evade this tax many cards were made 
in private places not registered with 
the commissioners, but commissioners 
had the power to break open the doors 
of the suspected places and to enter 
and seize all cards, tools and materials 
with which they were made. The tax 
was extended indefinitely at the end 
of thirty-two: years. 

During the reign of George II 
(1756) an additional tax of six pence 
was imposed. However, cards made 
for “Exportation” were exempt from 
duty. This enabled many manufac- 
turers to defraud the Crown of the 
tax by the pretense of cards being for 
export. To prevent this it was en- 
acted that a special wrapper “For 
Exportation” be used. These were 
not to be used in Great Britain or 
Wales under a penalty of twenty 
pounds. Many manufacturers avoided 
taxes by selling cards that were soiled 
or imperfect as “imperfects” to specu- 
lators, who for a few cents per pound 
sorted and disposed of them at a low 
rate. 

During the reign of George III 
there were additional duties and re- 
gulations to prevent evasion of taxes. 
Until now the manufacturers im- 
pressed the duty stamp on the Ace 
of Spades but from July 5, 1765, the 
commissioners of stamps were to 
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print the Duty Aces, and they had 
a plate made which they had the 
right to alter at will to help prevent 
it being counterfeited. The manu- 
facturers sent the paper of which 
the Ace of Spades were to be made 
to the tax office. It must be remem- 
bered that at this time the plain white 
back cards were still in use in Eng- 
land. The paper for the wrappers 
in which the cards were enclosed were 
to have the maker’s name imprinted 
on them and stamped with a six 
penny stamp. In this way one-half 
the duty was on the wrapper and the 
other on the Ace. 


In 1776 an additional six pence was 
added, making the total tax one shil- 
ling and six pence. 


In 1789 the revenue was increased 
ancther six pence. This was shown 
by one shilling and six pence on the 
card and another six pence stamp on 
the wrapper. 


In 1801 six pence was again added 
making it two shillings on the Ace— 
the six pence was still on the wrap- 
per. This high duty stimulated the 
evasion of taxes, and more waste 
cards were sold. They were now cal- 
led “Second Hand Cards,” and backs 
had to be marked so they were unfit 
for use. Parliament considered that 
a corner cut off one-half inch in depth 
was sufficient mutilation and with no 
Spade Ace they were useless. The 
eard makers now began leaving a 
eard blank which the user could mark

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and money spent for taxes on these 
stocks, and they expect to make a 
reasonable profit. Would you write 
to the manager of Woolworths and 
say “I bought 25c cards from you, 
now you buy from me or I'll not 
play.” 

Let’s open our eyes to our own and 
other’s behavior. Let’s look to our 
cards and study them and use them. 
Let us not be fooled by those who are 
anxious to profiteer at our expense, 
yet let us not be discouraged. If you 
find that the policies of some club are 
not acceptable to you the sooner you 
drop it the better. No club is ‘the 
only club. And there are many col- 
lectors who free lance for exchanges 
and still have more than they can 
handle. No one club is your only 
chance to exhibit. Also, let card ex- 
hibits inspire you, not make you un- 
happy. No two of us can have ex- 
actly the same cards. The grass is 
not always greener over the fence, 
and the cards we see at an exhibit 
have already been shown, while you 
may have something new and inter- 
esting and precious right in your own 
collection. 

A card may not be rare or high 
priced, and may still be invaluable 
educationally or sentimentally. Worth 
while items may attain a fair good 
price. Just because I haven’t seen a 
card does not make it rare. And just 
because it isn’t rare doesn’t mean 
that it has no worth. Hobbyists, of 
all people, should appreciate the in- 
tangible worth of an antique or a 
work of art; a worth like that of 
interest, enthusiasm, appreciation, 
‘which which cannot be measured in 
dollars and cents. 

We need a crusade against the 
things that are hurting our hobby. 
Your writer is ready to go with you 
in any effort to put collecting, ex- 
changing, buying, selling, or your 
club work on a higher basis, with 
tactful. and fair behavior. Any hob- 
by dealing should be done according 
to the Golden Rule. Otherwise we un- 
dermine ourselves and our hobby, and 
our faith in one another.

BRANCH Coat-of-Arms 
and a Story of a Trip 


BY MABEL LOUISE KEECH 


Hardly would this column be com- 
plete without the picture of a Coat- 
of-Arms belonging to a family fea- 
tured in the article. This time it is 
only a side issue—to let you know 
the column is not omitted. However, 
it is the Arms of one of the families 
mentioned, and we will give it a para- 
graph. 

BRANCH—Argent a lion rampant 
gules armed azure oppressed with a 
bend sable. Crest—Out of a ducal 
coronet or, a cock’s head azure combed 
gules holding a branch vert. Silver 
shield, red lion with blue toenails; 
black diagonal band over the lion; 
blue rooster’s head with red comb, 
holding a green BRANCH. Lion for 
service to his country and deathless 
courage; “bend” for high military 
rank; cock, herald of impending 
dangers; and the Branch, “canting” 
or singing out the grantee’s name. 
Silver, sincerity and peace; red, cou- 
rage; sable. constancy; blue, loyalty 
and truth. Peter Branch, from High 
Holden, co. Kent, who died on ship 
board en route America in the 1600’s, 
was eligible to this Coat-of-Arms. 


TRIP 


You were promised a share in my 
Eastern trip, which was mainly for 
genealogical research, with some per- 
sonal enjoyment included. Friends 
hearing my stories, thought you would 
like some of the personal, too. Many 
of the details’ about the searches, 
though informally written, should give 
some of you pointers for your .own 
searches. 


A Few Statistics 


June 19th, 1952, after office hours 
at the Illinois §. A. R. headquarters, 
left for airport and arrived in Phila- 
delphia about 10 P.M., eastern day- 
light. July 21st (same year!), left 
Cleveland about 10 A.M., and was in 
said office before 2 P.M. My first 
flight—and did [ love it!! 


TRANSPORTATION: 6 airplanes, 
limousines, taxis (too many), steam 
and electric trains, subways and ele- 
vated (no street cars!), elevator and 
escalators, buses, (single and double 
deckers), boats, autos, station wagon, 
phaeton, and “shank’s mares.” !!! 


CITIES—Philadelphia, New York 
City, Newark and Elizabeth, N. J., 
Hartford, Boston, Schenectady, Al- 
bany and Cleveland—all but the last 
where my ancestors had lived; about 
15 small towns—ditto; and Nantucket 
Island, where 50 had lived. (In 
Cleveland, distant cousins and ar- 
tists.) 


SEARCHED IN—19 Libraries, 
Historical Societies, County Court 
Houses, City Halls, Churches; WITH 
23 Genealogists and Librarians, most 
of whom [I had corresponded with 
through the years but had never seen, 
and all of whom had my charts and 
notes before my arrival—so as to be 
ready for me. 


ARTISANS—Saw and phoned five, 
two of whom only, I had met. 


RELATIVES—14 cousins, ten I 
had never seen; and my _ grand- 
nephew, George Morrison Keech. 


FRIENDS—Visited with twenty- 
three whom I had not seen for twenty- 
five years! and 6 others whom I had 
seen once or twice within that time. 
Also six client-friends with whom I 
had corresponded but never seen. 

REVOLUTIONARY SOLDIERS’ 
GRAVES—Saw and took pictures of 
four, all of which had metal markers 
and flags. 


From Written and 
Mental Diaries 


Manuscript material was my goal 
in every library, as most printed gen- 
ealogies and local histories, etc., are in 
Newberry’s famed Genealogical De- 
partment, in Chicago. 

Pennsylvania Historical Society, at 
18th ‘and*“Ivecust Sts., Philadelphia, 
has much rare manuscript material,— 
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Quaker and other church record, 
family Bible pages, letters betwee 
members of families and genealogists, 
mentions of wills and deeds, early 
census records, etc., etc., Here | 
ferreted out lines for clients with 
names: Turner, Andrews, Glendenin, 
Patterson, Hollenbach, Rice (Reiss), 
Hartmann, Deisinger, and others. 


“O yes—we have a file on Keech,’ 
and from the well-arranged i 
she found the name and brought the 
“file’—a folder—a letter from me ty 
a now retired genealogist who hai 
worked on my family for me. ‘that 
was all! And at the end of my search 
I had no more on my name than he. 
fore. (See Personal Queries). 


And at the Chester County His. 
torical Society (with museum), at 
Westchester, Pa., there were many 
bulletins and manuscripts as wel! as 
printed local histories that opened up 
many a hidden mine. 


In a Montgomery County bulictin, 
was the story of my great, great 
grandfather, Aaron Keech, who 
founded both a day school and Sunday 
School in Lower Merion township, 
Also traced the family of his wife 
Rebecca Righter back to the first over 
—Peter. His son and grandsons, 
Bartle (Bartholomew) Sr., and Jr, 
and he, ran a ferry boat on the 
Schuylkil, two miles up, and two down, 
from their home, carrying grain aud 
other food products. (Think my only 
German forbears.) 


PHILADELPHIA. Memories o 
twenty-two years (1905-27) at the 
Methodist Deaconess Home Setile- 
ment, 6th and Vine, brought to the 
fore! Luncheon and afternoon with 
some of the teachers, phone talks 
with some of my pastors, and the 
HIGHLIGHT—an evening party at 
my hotel with ten of my “youngsters” 
of those days! I had written al] 
those who had kept in touch with me 
through the years—they are now 
grandparents, career girls—-marvel- 
lous young people! One is on the 
Board of Trustees of her church, the 
one “boy” has been president of the 
Chamber of Commerce in his New 
Jersey city—nurse, teacher, office 
supervisor, etc. What joy—this re 
union—and [| think they were aiiost 
as glad to see their teacher and 
friend, as I was to see them! How 
we did swap yarns, and they kept 
expressing their appreciation of what 
the Settlement had done for them. 
And—“O, Miss Keech! You _ look 
wonderful—just wonderful!” Didn't 
look as old and dilapidated as they ex- 
pected, I guess! 

One story—the “boy” reminded me 
of. He said I had the band out on 
Vine Street one night—ail in full 
uniform, ready to march to the car 
which we were to board en route an 
evening’s engagement. I had raised 
the baton in my white-gloved hand— 
the tassels were swinging, and I had 
given the signal for the drums. ‘They 
rolled forth and I marched out to 
their rhythm. But they seemed to 
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fade in the distance instead of follow- 
ing me, so I turned to see what was 
the matter—the boys had all stepped 
aside, and J was leading a street car 
with my big baton—the motorman 
and conductor and all the people on 
the side lines just convulsed!!! 
‘B® NEW YORK. Ding-a-ling. ‘Mor- 
rie Keech—are you going to Elizabeth 
twith me?” Yes, Aunt Mabel, I’ll be 
right over with my camera.” (I am 
pleased that the grandson of my 
brother, who started me in Heraldry 
and Genealogy, is interested in his 
family history.) To the First Presby- 
tericn Church we went, and guided by 
the clerk and his secretary, we found 
and took pictures of the gravestones 
of our Revolutionary soldier, Josiah 
Hunt, Grandmother Keech’s father. 
We were also able to get his church 
reco:'d. 

But—(see Personal Queries)—I 
have lost his father! Thought it was 
Dav:s, who is buried near him—dates 
0, k.—but—he is an uncle! Neither 
have I been able to find his first wife’s 

great grandmother’s. maiden 
Think it is Miller (? ?) 

In the Newark Historical Society 
Library (in the same building with 
its outstanding museum) found many 
unusual records, and among them, for 
a client, a proven line of Woodruffs 
not in the recent Fitz-Randolph Gen- 
ealozxy, as we had hoped. Some of 
this family buried in Elizabeth, so 
was able to photograph those stones 
for my client, to his great joy—he had 
thought this, a. lost line. 

The Registrar National of: the U.S. 
Daughters 1812, Miss Rose Wyeth 
Lewis, happened to be in the Nework 
Historical Society ..Library when I 
was there, and the librarian intro- 
duced us, so we had a chat about our 
common interest in that society. 

Back to New York. Sunday morn- 
ing—worship at Old Trinity Church, 
Wall Street and Broadway—built on 
property owned by my ancestress, 
famed for her large estates, Aneka 
Jans Bogardus. Then down to the 
boat and around Mauhattan. About 
the first thing the guide said was 
‘Right in front of you is the land 
the first Dutch settlers owned and 
lived on—Peter Stuyvesant,” etc. So 
there my forbears had lived—Nicasius 
de Silla, (Peter’s assistant), Rev. 
Everardus, first Dutch minister, and 
several others. And later, at the 
Public Library, had a photostat made 
for my notebook, of an early map 
showing the exact locations. 


_ Extra fun thrown in were the even- 
ing at Radio City Music Hall, the 4th 
of July holiday at Rockefeller Center, 
—and the phaeton ride around Central 
Park—a lot of fun for Morrie and his 
girl friend, as well as “fond mem- 
cries” for me! and that evening a 
visit with another Philadelphia girl. 
One evening Dr. LeRoy Kimball, Vice 
Chancellor of N. Y. University, and 
his wife, Albion College pals, invited 
us to dinner at the N. Y. U. Club; 
and Morrison, studying television and 
radio direction at the U. was thrilled 
to have an evening with one of the 
top men. Luncheon with an artist, 
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chat with Ruth Esther Meeker, editor 
of The Methodist Woman, another 
good friend,—al]l of these events en- 
hanced the New York visit. 


Four days and four evenings for 
the libraries. At the N. Y. Genea- 
logical and Biographical Society at 
122 E. 58th Street, are many valuable 
manuscripts, besides thousands of 
printed books. You have to be a 
member to have access to the manu- 
scripts, but my genealogist is, which 
was a great help. Minckler, Steven- 
son, Taber, Townsend, White, and 
others were lines worked on for 
clients—some successful, some not 
(See Personal Queries again.) 

Solved some of my own problems 
for myself, cousins, and Morrison. 
Hannah Van Tassell, wife of Cornel- 
ius Scott (more later) I knew to be 
descended from an Indian Princess 
and Chief, and made the connection. 
(If those who brought me up had only 
known this—they might have under- 
stood me better!) -An unauthentic- 
ated pedigree in our family said 
Cornelius Scott’s grandfather was 
Hugh Palie, from Scotland. I did not 
believe this—Cornelius was a Dutch 
name—his wife and mother were 
Dutch—and the librarian had written 
me Cornelius’ father William’s name 
had been written SCHOT, and he was 
married in a Dutch church. But 
what did the manuscripts reveal? 
William’s father was PATRICK 
SCOTT! ! Period. For I never ex- 
pect to find more. 


I worked back and forth between 
the “N. Y. G. & B.” and the Public 
Library which has such a huge genea- 
logy and heraldry department. They 
both had short summer hours, but at 
the Public, if I had my numbers 
ahead, I could phone them in and they 
would arrange for me to pick up the 
books in the history reading room in 
the evening. One afternoon I phoned 
and the voice said—‘Is this Mabel 
Louise Keech?” “Yes it is.” “Well, 
I want to see you when you come 
over.” “Why?” “Tl tell you 
then. It proved to be the head of the 
department, and she said she had been 
answering my letters to her chief for 
years! She was so helpful, and gave 
me names of people in Schenectady 
where she had lived, who could give 
me tips there. 

July 6th, Sunday, a day never to be 
forgotten! A College friend whom I 
had seen at Commencement was going 
to start to drive to Maine that day, 
and offered to drive me across Con- 
necticut, her route taking us through 
six towns where my early families 
had lived. This day was mine—no 
clients. At East Haddam we went 
into a hotel for dinner, and could 
look out on the Connecticut River. 
Said I to the lady: “I had a Revolu- 
tionary soldier ancestor enlist from 
this town.” “In this building” —she 
replied—“Nathan Hale gave his first 
talk to raise volunteers!” So, prob- 
ably my Caleb Gates heard his 
speech, and enlisted! (More re Caleb 
later.) Thrill #1. 


On to Norwich and Preston.—Cady, 
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Branch, Tracy, Benjamin, Gates, Gris- 
wold, Fobes, etc., etc. Peter Branch, 
grandson of the one who died on ship 
board, settled in Preston about 1680. 
We stopped at an old house with 
knocker on the door, and well in the 
yard, thinking the residents might 
know about the ancient families. 
“Where the Branches lived? Why of 
course! On Branch Hill—just west 
a bit before you turn back to Nor- 
wich. I was born and raised there! 
It’s a high hill, and Peter Branch 
named it.” Number 2 thrill. Then 
on north to Canterbury where my 
great, great, great grandparents, 
Jonathan Cady and Hannah Darling 
were married, in 1713. Here was a 
beautiful church on a large slope 
they called the “Green’”—built in the 
early 1800s, and in its predecessor, 
my people were married; Mrs. Laun 
took my picture on the Green. No. 
8—thrill! The minister’s wife across 
the street kindly told us many things 
about the place, and called a friend 
for me to talk with who knew much 
about records. 


On the way to Brooklyn, the next 
stop, we were to see the home and 
monument of Moses Cleveland. I 
thought at first it would be those of 
the first settler, an ancestor of a 
client, but it was the founder of 
Cleveland, Ohio. Anyway, took pic- 
tures, for I knew he would be inter- 
ested in this “‘remote cousin.” 


Then we turned into the cemetery. 
“Roena—I’ll never find John and De- 
borah Cady here! Look at this large 
cemetery, and hundreds of old, old 
stones, as well as the new ones. [’ll 
never find them!” ‘Now these on 
my side, and over there, look the old- 
est—I’m going to get out and look.” 
I was studying my charts. Suddenly 
—‘CADY—CA-DY!” rang out, and 
her hands were high in the air. You 
would have thought it was her family. 
I serambled out and took her camera 
and followed her. It was not my 
John. We wandered on, saw Gen. 
Israel Putnam’s tomb, and many more 
Cleveland—and then JOHN and DE- 
BORAH CADY. And not only their 
stones, both of 1816, but a Veteran’s 
marker and flag! Thrill No. 4! For 
years I have been trying to prove 
Revolutionary service for that man— 
but no printed records, nor Connecti- 
cut manuscripts have ever revealed 
service. We have in the family two 
axes with which he used to build ships 
then, but I must have documentary 
proof to make me eligible to Societies 
through his name. Perhaps by the 
time you read this, I will have found 
why Brooklyn marked his grave! A 
few miles farther, we two parted 
company—she on toward Maine, and 
I took a bus back to Hartford. 


The State Library in Hartford has 
a marvelous genealogical department, 
and an unprecedented manuscript 
section, all indexed in what is known 
far and near as the Barbour Index. 
I was sorry not to have another day 
for the Connecticut Historical Society 
which also has a noted collection. Two 
genealogists and the genial and help- 
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ful librarian worked with me all day, 
and I found much data before un- 
known. “List all the Hutchins in 
Connecticut” was one of my com- 
missions, but after looking at the 
index—I left it to a genealogist! He 
has sent on hundreds of names and 
references. 

Bus to New Bedford that night, 
boat to Nantucket next morning. The 
sun was too hot on top deck—went 
to second and found a spot—went up 
after my chair—“‘May [I take this 
down for you—Miss Keech?” As- 
tounded to hear my name—I looked 
up—and here was one of the “girls” 
of the Philadelphia party of two 
weeks before—having a_ boat-ride, 


o! 

NANTUCKET—21 surnames re- 
presented in the fifty ancestors who 
lived on this island. Why didn’t I 
visit it in 1920 when I was on Cape 
Cod? Because I didn’t know my 
family history. Here it was, a part 
of me. Tiny cottages and colonial- 
pillared mansions tucked away to- 
gether in short, narrow, hilly streets; 
the wharves with all kinds of boats; 
the Whaling Museum—whale jaws 
and bones, pictures and implements 
of the industry my families were 
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masters of; the Nantucket Historical 
Society with its large museum de- 
voted to the island’s customs, cos- 
tumes, relics; the libraries, and libra- 
rians, and librarians with whom I had 
corresponded; the home of Maria 
Mitchell and her father astronomer 
(we had Coleman line in common— 
and astronomy is my favorite sci- 
ence); the Abiah Folger Franklin 
Memorial Fountain; Jethro Coffin’s 
home. (But I missed the Coffin 
School for Boys which a client’s 
father attended—once this was only 
for Coffin descendants.) 

Myriads of times I have told and 
written you people that history would 
be more fascinating to school children, 
if at home they could have the facts 
tied up with their own families. I 
have proven it again all through this 
trip. And in New York came this: 
“Aunt Mabel—now that you have this 
line traced back to the Indian Princess 
and Chief, why don’t you let me take 
over? I’ll track it down and find the 
section on Long Island where they 
lived, and get pictures for our books. 
You know, Aunt Mabel, history would 
have meant much more to me if I 
had known more about the personali- 
ties, and relationships.” 
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A fly across Nantucket Sound in 
twelve minutes. My goal—the com. 
bination Guest House and Antique 
Shop of Mrs. Alice Hirtle, a cor. 
respondent-client-friend whom I had 
never seen. “Ship’s Bell” is on Bank 
Street in Harwich, a beautiful and 
large home, built in 1760. A joy to 
have been there, as the Hirtles are 
charming people, and she is interested 
in family history as it ties in with her 
antique business—and—her antiques 
are the very finest in furniture, glass, 
and china—no “trivial trash.” The 
beds, for guests or for sale, ali the 
loveliest four-posters! A regular 
museum. 

Having a commission on Cape Cod, 
Mrs. Hirtle drove me to the Court 
House at Barnstable, and suggested 
people to phone, till finally I hac the 
Rev. John William Tate’s family 
located, dates he served the Wesleyan 
Methodist Church in Brewster and 
East Dennis (1844-50), and the birth. 
dates of his children confirmed. 

BOSTON, next! three solid days and 
two evenings of research—nothing 
but, except luncheon with cousins, and 
quick visits to three famous places 
for clients. One, from Texas wished 
to join the “Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company,” having four an- 
cestors who belonged, in the early 
1600s. At Fanueil Hall, the executive 
office, I secured his application blanks, 
Another wanted facts and literature 
from King’s Chapel; also Old South 
Church, where Benjamin Franklin 
was baptized. Her ancestor, Robert 
Reynolds, owned the house across the 
street where Josiah and Abiah (Fol- 
ger) Franklin lived and my cousin 
(eight times removed) Benjamin, 
was born. 

The New England Historic and 
Genealogical Society was closed in 
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July! But my genealogist steered me 
safely through the archives of the 
Massachusetts State Historical Socie- 
ty, State Library in the Capitol, and 
the Suffolk County Court House. These 
wonderfully-indexed records brought 
good results for Blake, Taft, Tupper, 
Mcintosh, Hayden, etc. and their al- 
lied families. Photostats were easily 
procured in all libraries, and save 
time and money, besides being a per- 
fect record. One evening I spent at 
the Boston Public Library only on 
the old Boston Transcript with its 
thousands of families written of in its 
Question and Answer columns. Some 
volumes had been microfilmed, but 
others were still bound in original 
form, and falling to pieces—they too 
will be saved. ‘Their index, a huge 
card file, solves the problem from the 
first, for it not only gives first and 
last names of each person listed in 
the newspaper columns, but the ap- 
proximate date that person lived. 

Shall I stop here—or take you on 
to Schenectady for two days? Let’s 
go, even if it is all about my own 
family, for there might be some ideas 
for you, and a bit of interest. This 
was mother’s family. I skipped the 
State Library at Albany, because I 
wanted the local records. 

The Schenectady Historical Society 
was a joy. While waiting for the 
archivist, I scanned the museum, and 
found pieces of rails, ties and road- 
bed used in constructing the first rail- 
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road for steam trains in the country— 
the DeWitt Clinton, from Albany to 
Schenectady, in 1831. Grandpa Silas 
Cady had worked on the tracks, and 
had told me many stories about it 
when I was a little girl; and there 
was always a pencil drawing of the 
first train on his wall. The archi- 
vist, having typed hundreds of pages 
of records and indexes, knew the 
ropes; and from school district, 
church, census, pension and vital 
records, supplemented many of my 
charts. For instance: Cornelius 
Scott was the first who had bought 
land from a “Manor” (a system I 
wrote about last Christmas—a tenant 
proposition). He lived in a certain 
schoo] district, which located his 
home; George Washington Cady and 
son Silas, had been on the jury, in 
1839 and 1842. 

Saturday morning, July 19th, my 
nephew appeared at the Court House 
—he had hinted, in New York he 
might come up—had hitchhiked—and 
because of a misunderstanding, we 
had both been around the city all 
Friday evening alone! when we could 
have been enjoying things together! 

This is what the Court House re- 
vealed: the will of Caleb Gates, 
(born in Connecticut served at Lex- 
ington Alarm from there, was captain 
of boats bringing people from Con- 
necticut and Long Island up the 
Hudson to Albany)—he had settled 
on a farm seven and one-fourth 
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miles north of Schenectady on Socon- 
daga Turnpike in Glenville Township, 
and willed some of his property to 
his daughter Sarah, and her heirs. 
Sarah, and her husband George W. 
Cady were living there in 1805 when 
Grandpa Silas was born, and Grandpa 
Silas, one of Sarah’s heirs, was living 
there between 1832 when married, and 
1840 when mother was born. All of 
these locations and data about great 
grandfather Cady and others of the 
family were hidden away in deeds 
and wills—and one had to “read 
through” to get everything, as the 
clerk said. 

At 11:55 as I left the Court House, 
there on the steps, as though to greet 
me, was a brass band, being photo- 
graphed! I tried to sneak into the 
picture—but was caught! They only 
promised me a print! 

At 11:55—excuse the interruption— 
near the Court House steps— were 
two more new friends never seen be- 
fore. Clients, whom, through cor- 
respondence I had found to be re- 
mote cousins of a stepcousin in Michi- 
gan. They had offered, weeks before 
when they knew I was coming, to 
take me on any drive I chose. 

As a result of correspondence with 
a D. A. R. officer who recommended 
Clarence M. Foote, as he had compiled 
for publicaticn a list of that county’s 
cemeteries,—and letters from him,— 
we took him into our car near Duanes- 
burgh and he guided us to the old 
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farm of Cornelius Scott. The two 
men helped me walk across stubble 
and a grassy section full of holes, 
and stony plowed ground for a long 
way—then held back the brambles and 
underbrush so I could enter the little 
family cemetery in this wooded dell— 
brown-eyed Susans at the entrance, 
ferns and ieaves of spring flowers 
over the graves. There were several 
headstones, inseripiions washed away, 
and the large stone for Cornelius, 
prone on the ground. 


“Who could have put this new flag 
here? I do not know of any relatives 
around.” Mr. Foote dropped his head 
—“J did—on Memorial Day—he was a 
patriot aaa was due this respect.” I 
call Mr. Foote a patriot—what do you 
say?—to drive, and walk over dif- 
ficult ground to pay tribute to this 
patriot—not knowing or _ thinking 
whether anyone else would ever know 
or appreciate his act. 





From there (after taking Mr. f'oote 
home), we drove to the Charlton 
(Saratoga County) region, near where 
our friends had lived as children, and 
to the cemetery which they had found 
for me bcfure—of some size, fairly 
well-kenz, stones in good condition; 
and here ciose encugh to the road to 
read the names, were the stones of 
Capt. Caleb Gates, and his wife 
Elizabeth. This was Elizabeth Branch, 
granddaughter of Peter of Branch 
Hill in Preston, Conn. They had in- 
deed travelled to a new country. 

Returning to Schenectady, we drove 
on Socondaga Turnpike, passing the 
Gates-Cady farm though not knowing 
the location of the house—the home 
of Caleb and Elizabeth Gates and 
their daughter Sally (buried in 
Centreville, Mich., next to her son 
Silas)—she the wife of George Wash- 
ington Cady (so named as he was 
born in 1776), a soldier of the War of 
1812—the birthplace of their children 
Uncles Harvey and William Cady 
whom I loved so well, and Grandpa 
Silas, my idols and who taught me 
Bible verses and how to spell Schenec- 
tady when I was five years old—here 
he was born, and near here mazried 
Susannah Coffin, granddaughter of 
Cornelius Scott—and here on this 
farm my mother was born—my moth- 
er whom I do not remember—and in a 
little while I was flying over Buffalo, 
my father’s birthplace—and in about 
two hours’ more time—over my broth- 
er’s and my own—the little town of 
Centreville, Mich. 


No—No! It makes no difference 
where they were born nor buried—but 
if we know, it adds to our fund of 
knowledge of American History, and 
it does make a difference in our feel- 
ings of respect for them, and it does 
thrill us to walk on or near the land 
where they Jived, brought up their 
families, and shared in building our 
country!

for the Spade Ace. Thus the high 
duty was evaded and the law was 
powerless. 

In 1828 it was decided to reduce 
the duty from two shillings sixpence 
to one shilling and this was to be on 
the Ace of Spades. This was the very 
elaborate Ace which the commission- 
ers used for all manufacturers and 
became known as “Old Frizzle.” It 
was in use until 1864. An officer 
still put on the wrappers to take 
a record of the numbers. 

“Second hand” cards so stamped on 
the wrappers ‘were permitted to be 
sold by other than the manufacturers. 
The manufacturers could sell them 
only as waste, but the second-hand 
business flourished as some of the 
less scrupulous manufacturers pro- 
duced more waste to be sold than duty 
packs or unstamped packs for “Ex- 
portation.” Hence the law had to 
be changed again. 

In 1862 Queen Victoria cut the tax 
to three pence. The system of the 
Ace of Spades being duty printed by 
the commissioners had proven very 
unsatisfactory for several reasons. 
First there were always a difference 
in the number of Spade Aces and 
decks. To inventory stock would 
have been an inconvenience to the 
commissioners so they would write or 
“carry” the difference over. It was 
difficult to collect the tax as the 
manufacturers were always in ar- 
rears. The taxes were supposed to 
discourage gambling but it acted to 
the reverse. The duty did not deter 
the gambling but those who used cards 
for pleasure could not afford the high 
duty. The Duty card which was al- 
ways the Ace of Spades, printed by 
the Commissioners was never exactly 
the same and the sensitive fingers of 
the gambler or card shark detected it. 
Under this new law the manufacturer 
printed the Ace with the other cards 
as it was free of duty. The wrappers 
must have the manufacturer’s name 
on them, and they bear the tax, 
whether new or used. 

The wrappers were all printed by 
Somerset House and the duty of 
three pence applied to new and second 
hand. The blank card in the deck 
seems to have remained, as do the 
new cards with the cut corners. The 
cut corners: today are thought to be 
sample cards, which they may be, in- 
dicating they were not sold, therefore 
were not taxable. 

In a few years the revenue was as 
much at three pence per pack as it 
had been previously at two shillings 
sixpence per pack. 

It is not too rare that the average 
collector obtains cards issued during 
the reign of George III which in- 
cludes many card makers:

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NOTES ON PEARLS

The Pearl of Asia or Perle d’Asie 
a 2420 grain baroque-shaped like an 
elk’s tooth, but more cylindrical, was 
claimed to be the largest precious 
pearl in the world, and to have been 
valued at over $200,000. 

The name Queen Elizabeth pearls 
was applied to four drop pearls su- 
spended from the intersections of the 
Imperial State Crown of Great 
Britain, which according to tradtiion 
belonged to the great Queen, a col- 
lector of pearls. 

A Queen pearl, probably the most 
famous of our fresh water pearls, was 
found in Notch Brook near Patterson, 
N. J., in 1857. It had a pinkish cast, 
and weighed 93 grain. It was pur- 
chased by Tiffany & Co., and sold to 
a French jeweler for the Empress 
Eugenia, who also possessed the Em- 
press Eugenia Diamond. 

The Three Brethren, a pendant pur- 
chased by Henry VIII before his death 
was simple in style. The central dia- 
mond was a deep pyramid, five-eighths 
inch square at the base, with four 
large pearls and three rich red 
spinels, called the Three Brethren sur- 
rounding it. The diamond was said 
to be one of the earliest cut by De 
Berquem and was made for Charles 
the Bold, who was always in battle, 
and carried his valuables about with 
him for luck. For some years the 
magic of this pendant worked, but in 
1475 it collapsed and he was defeated, 
and his treasures stolen. 

Pearl-bearing mollusks are found 
almost anywhere, both in salt and 
fresh water, but river pearls are by 
no means equal to those found in the 
ocean. 

In the United States, California 
produces the abalone, a colored pearl, 
usually a blister, with a pale green 
or pinkish hue. 

The Arkansas River was once the 
largest producer of pearls in America. 

Florida gives us the conch pearl, 
resembling pink coral, which is not 
considered a true pearl. 

The Niggerhead pearl is found in a 
mussel of the Mississippi Valley 
known as the Niggerhead ciam. 

The Quahog pearl, comes from the 
quahog, a salt water clam from the 
Atlantic Coast,
